thew; was exalted the 4th of Offober following : 
Cardinal Maldachin,  firit Deacon ot the Sacred 
Colledge, pertormed the Ceremony- of the Pro- 
clamacion. | 

The 8th of November this Prelate went from 
St. Peter's Church to St. Fohn Laterans, where 
he receiv'd at entrance the two Xeys, the gne of 
Gold, the other of Silver, from the hands of 
Cardinal Chifi, who is Archprieſt, after tzving 
firſt kiſs'd the Croſs, which his Eniiacacy p1e- 
ſented him. There were carried in this Caval- 
cade , according to cuſtom, the vacant Hats, 
which were at that time to the number of fix. 
There was vacant a twenty third place in the 
Sacred Colledge, by the death of Cardinal Ber- 
nardino Rocci, which happened at the end of the 
month November, 1680. 

The Arms of his Holineſss Houſe are in a 
Field Argent fix Salvers Gules, three in chicf, 
two in flank or in feſs, and one in point or in baſe : 
Theſe ſurmounted by three Bars of the ſame , de- 
brujed with an Eſcutcheon Argent, charg'd with a 
Lion Paſſant Gardant Gules : Laſtly,a Ghief, Or ; 
thereon a fingle Eagle diſplayd, Sable. 

His Prophetick Motto was, Bellua inſatiabilis ; 
becauſe this Pope has in his Arms the Eagle and 
the Lion, inſatiable Animals, with Salvers ; or 
elſe becauſe he has continually with him in his 
principal aftions Cardinal Cibo, which gnifies 
Food ; who follows hum in his Chappel, 1n the 
Church, in the Conſiſtory, and clſewhes, os 
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the Allucon. Wherefore after that Znnocent had 
declared his Eminency his firſt Miniſter and Secre- 
tary of State, ſome'perſon writ, Yere bellua in- 
ſatiabilis, quia ſine Cibo nunquam wvivere poteſs. 
We may and ought better to underſtand 7»ſa- 
tiable of the ſalvation of Souls, and in a word, 
of his Zeal for the Houſe of God, conformably 
to the Motto of the Royal Prophet, Zelus domus 
zuz Comedit me : and toſce the glory of God, 
the onely thing that can fatisfie, as the ſame 
King and Prophet ſays, Satiabor cum apparuerit 
gloria tua, The Prophetick Motto of Pope 
@rban the Third, called before his Exaltation, 
Lambert Cribelli, was, Sus in Cribo, becauſe his 
Arms were a Sow in a Sieve, and that he was of 
Millain, where its Founders lighted on a Sow 
covered the one halt with WoeZ, and the other 
with Hair; whence is come the word Med{zo- 
lana & de Medio-lauum. The Prophetick device 
of Eugenius the Fourth was Lnpa Cele/tina, the 
Wolf Coleſtine, becauſe he had for Arms a 
Wolf, and had been a religious man of the C#- 
leſtins. The four Evangelifts are myſtically 
repreſented under the Figures of four Animals; 
St. Matthew has for Emblem a Zan, St. Mark 
the Lion, St. Luke the Ox,and St.John the Eagle. 
Theſe are the four Animals that the Prophet 
Ezekiah ſaw in a Viſion, which carried the 
Throne of God. Feſus Chriſt i5 called the Liox 
of the Tribe of Jada; Vicit Leo de Tribu Fuda. 
The Papal Scutcheon , which is Gules , 
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conſiſts of a long Cap, or Head-piece, Or, ſur- 
mounted with a Croſs pearled and garnilhed ; 
with three Royal Crowns, with the two Keys of | 
St. Peter placed in Saltier. 

Boniface the Eighth was the firſt that wore 
the 7iara with a double Crown, and ©/rban the 
Fifth made it triple in the form of a Cap, ador- 
ned with a triple circle of Gold, for ſome My- 
ſtery that is contained in it : They call it the 
Regnum, becauſe it denotes the dignity and pow- | 
er of Prieſt and Emperour. The Popes never 
wear it on their heads in doing their Office; it 
may be upon the Altar, but they make uſe of 
Miters : the Tiara ſerves but at the Corona» 
tion of the Pope, and other Solemaities goin 
and returning from the Church. It was tpike 
ed by that of the great Prieſt of the Zebrews, of 
which Joſephus fays, that it was called Aurea Co- 
rona Pontificss in triplicem fabricata ſeriem. 

No Pope in his Exaltation has dar'd to take 
the name of Peter, through reſpect to the firſt 
Vicar of Feſus Chriſt. 

The ordinary place of Reſidence of the Popes 
is Rome, pleaſantly watered with the River 77- 
ber, which divides it into two unequal parts. 

The day of their Coronation, the Maſter of 
Ceremonies kneeling on the ground, burns Flax 
in their preſence, and fays to them thrice with 
a loud voice, Pater Sante, fic tranſit gloria Mun- 
di: Holy Father, behold the continuance of 


this fire, thus paſſes the glory of this world, I: 
is 
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is reported, that they ſay to them alfo in this Ce- 
remony, Nox videbis dies Petri; that is to fay, 
Peter lived twenty five years, you will not live 
ſolong : Andin reality it is obſerv'd, that ſince 
S.Peter noPope has ever paſſed twenty five years 
in his ſoveraign Paſtorſhip, whether he were e- 
le&ted young or old. Adrian the Firſt, and St. 
Sylveſter the Firſt, Romans, and Zrbax the 
Eighth a Florentive, came neareſt to it. Adrian 
held the Government of the Church twenty 
three years, ten months, and ſeventeen days ; 
the other two about twenty two years each, and 
then 'they were fain to leave the World. @r- 
ban the Eighth was of the Noble Family of the 
Barbarins. 

As ſoon as Junocent was rais'd to the ſupreme 
dignity of the Apoſt/eſhip, he refolv'd on twenty 
eight Articles of Reformation, which were ſign'd 
by all the Cardinals; and he cauſed a Conf1/to- 
rial Bull to be made of theſe Orders, that the 
Popes his Succefſors might not ſo cafily dero- 
gate from them. His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty 
having been well intorm'd from a long time of 
his merit, defired his Ele&tion, though he were 
a natural Subje& to the Xing of Spazn. 

His Folineſs leſſen'd above halt of the Officers 
and Domeſticks belonging to the Houſhold of 
the laſt ſoveraign Paſtors. Being made acquain- 
ted that the Yenetians had made choice of four 
Embaſſadours of Obedience to come and comple- 
ment him according to cuſtom, he ſignified to

It's a 
truth known at Rome, that Beneditt Odeſcalchz 
during his Cardinalſhip, often threw. Purſes of 
Money ix cognizo into. houſes of perſons in want. 
A Gentleman of Liege having been robb'd, and 
deſiring his afliſtance in his neceſſity, he-gave 
him a Bill to receive 4000 Crowns, having; firſt 
told him that he had ſeen him ſomewhere, The 
Gentleman thinking that he ſhould not be paid 
ſo great a ſum, preſented him the Bill to-know 
whether his Emzency had not miſtaken in-wri- 
ting it ; he anſwered him, Toy, will be readily 
aid it ; and do not divulge what I have done, 1 
wiſh I could do ſemewhat more. . 
The 19th of Ofober 1679. his Holineſs. held 
a Conſiſtory, where he gave 1n;charge to the Car- 
dinals Barkerin, C:bo, Ottobont, and Albrito, to 
inform themſelves aright.of the deſert of per- 
ſons to be. raiſed to the Epiſcopal dignity ;; and 
exhorted Princes who have ghe Nomination to

Clerient the Tenth his Predeceſlor granted to 
the fa:rhitul three univerſal Fabiles; the firſt 
was at his coming to his Ponzzficate ; the ſecond 
in {avour ot the Polanders, to implore the Di- 
vine Aſſiſtance againſt the Turks; the third was 
the great Fubile of the Holy year, fixt and or- 
dinary , which happens now trom twenty five 
years to twenty five years.. _

The Twelfth he Inſtructed the Preachers to 

preach the Goſpel with ſimplicity , and withoat 
ar-ſought Embelliſhments : and in reality, its 
a yain thing tq ſtudy points of Wit and Flowers 
to adorn that which ſhines enough of it elf. 
Good Friday he heard the Sermon of the Paſli- 
on of the Son of, God, which was made by the 
Father Recayati, Capuchin. 
The Ninth of November his Holineſs cauſed 
the Corn to be ſeiz?d , whereof ſome particular 
perſons had made” Magazines , to {ell it at an 
exceſſive rate, and to make an advantage of the 
ſearcity wherewith many places of 7raly were 
afflicted : his' Zoljneſs labouripg, for the com- 
fort of the poor , regulated its price, and di- 
ſtribution after ſuch a manner, that drew put- 
lick Bleflings upon him: "A 

An. 1578. the Ninth of Fane, the Pope made 
a Decree, ſtriftly forbidding the Prelates of the 
Congregation of Riti to take other tees 1n Cauont- 
zations than thoſe ſpecified by this Decree ; which 
much moderates the Charges thac have been ys 
ſually made in thele Ceremonies, | dn 
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The Ninth of Fuly his Holineſs received, to 
his extream comfort, the news ſent him by the 
Nuncio of Turin, that by the Cares of the 
Dutcheſs of Savoy, above Four hundred perſons 
in the Valley of Lacern, within her Territories, 
were brought back into the boſome of the 
Church, and particularly the Miniſter Daxas, 
who made his Abjuration in the Cathedral 
Church, in the preſence of their Higheſſes. 

The Fourteenth of Augaſt his Holineſs cauſed 
two EdiCts to be publiſht againſt the Luxury of 
Cloaths : Queen Chriſtzan ot Sweden began the 
firſt to put them in execution , the Roman La- 
dies preſently followed her example. 

In the ſame year Commillaries were appoine 
ted by Inocent the Eleventh, to examine ſome 
Bulls (et forth by his Predeceſlors, concerning 
ſome Office and Indulgence , to conſider whe 
ther thele Bulls were obſerved according to 
their tenour. 

An. 1679. at the beginning of the year, a 
Decree was paſſed in the Yatzcan for retrenchs 
ing from Cardinals a multiplicity of Places, 
and for beſtowing them on others who had not 
any ; it being not juſt that one ſhould have all, 
and the others nothing. 

The Pope ſome days after appointed Commit; 
faries for examining the Bull of Sixrtus the 
Fitth, who determined the number of Cardinals 
to Seventy ; and the report was,he had ardeſign 
to requce them to Fifty , in cale this change 

FW. | AF might 
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might be found advantageous to the Church. 
The Council of 'Conftance limited them to 
Twenty four. Pope Sixtus the Fourth to Thir- 
tv. Alexinder the Sixth'to Fifty. Leo the 
Tenth to5ixty five. Pzus the Fourth to Seventy 
ſix; and Szxtus the Fifth to the number of Se- 
venty , aniwering to the Seyenty Elders given 
to Moſes; for his afliſtants in the Government of 
the Synaghgae;; time was,there were butTwelve, 
according tothe example of the Apoſtles. 


The Etymologie of the Name Cardinal : hs In- 
-- ſtirution and bis Habit. Fs 


He word Cardinal comes from this, that 

the firſt and principal Churches of-Rome 

were call'd Fecleſra Cardinales. St. Auſtincalls 
the principal Donatiſts , Cardinales Donatiſtas. 
The firſt Cardinals were fo call'd, becauſe they 
were the fir{t and Chief Prieſts of their Churches. 
They were appointed in ſo many ſtreets of 
the Ciry of Rome, for taking care of the: poor, 
under Pope Sylveſter. After the death. of this 
Prelate, whilſt things were calm in the Church, 
they took upon chem the care of the Baptiſm 
and Burial of the Faithful, and always retferv d 
to themiclves the Juriſdiction they had: on the 
Priefis ant Clerks of their Pariſh , when"the 
Popes ent them abroad as Legates. They con- 
tinued in this ſtate rill Gregory the Seventh, at 
whici time 7Zeary the Fourth Emperor of Ger- 
many 
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many was excluded from the Elefion of the 
Popes, who were choſen by the Clergy and by 
the People,juſt as Bihops were. Claudius Vaurus 
ſays on this ſubje& , in 1113 Book Intituled The 
Court of Rome , that when theſe Prieſts, Card:- 
zals, Curats of Rome, were Conlecrated Biſhops, 
their dignity of Cardinal became void , as inte- 
riour to the Epiſcopacy. Nevertheleſs, in ſuc- 
ceſſion of time ſeeing themſelves Biſhops, they 
deſired of the Popes to leave them the Title of 
Cardinals : the honorary Title of Cardinal has 
been given ſince to thoſe that aſſiſt the Pope 
with their Councels in the Government of the 
Church. 

St. Bernard, in a Letter that he writ to Pope 
Eugenius, calls them Colaterales & Coadjutores 
Pontificis,de toto orbe Fudicaturos, de toto orbe die 
ligendes,conformably to the words that the Pope 
pronounces at. their Creation ; in theſe terms 
Maxima dileftiſſimi filii, & Excellentiſſim4 dig- 
nitate donati, eſtis ad Confilium Apoſtolorum' vocas. 
tt confiliarii noſtri, & Conjudices orbis terrarum , 
eritis Succeſſores Apoſtolorum, circa thronum ſede« 
bitis. 

According to the ſame Claudius Vaurus, they 
never wear Yelvet nor Sattin , and are'ordina« 
rily cloathed but of two colours, Red and Yio- 
let : they arc in Violet during Advent and Lent, 
trom Septuageſma , except the third Sunday of 
Advent, and the firſt Sunday of Lent, days mixt 
of joy and ſadneſs ; in which they wear the 

colour 
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-colour of dry'd Roſes, participating of red and 
violet ; they are alſo in violet every Friday, on 
Vigils , at the four times, and the day of the 
Commemoration of the Dead , and wear no 
robe of ſilk. There is an exception to this 
Rabrick , becauſe they wear the red colour at 
the four times after Penzecoſte, on all the dou» 
le Feaſts that fall on Fridays out of Advent 
and' Lent, on the Yigil of the Nativity of the 
S$0n'of God, on the Creation and Coronation of 
the Pope, in what ever time it happens ; on the 
Feaſt of S?.Peters Chair at Rome , and at other 
ſolemn Feaſts, and on days of publick joy, for 
victories obtained , and the like things. The 
Cardinals that are Monks , wear always the co- 
four of their Order , except the Za?, and the 
Red Cap. 

We do not comprize the Cardinals Feſuits 
amongft the Monks , becauſe they are none. 
Cardinal Bellarmine,the ornament of the Purpu- 
rated Colledge , was habited with Red, as the 
others according to the time that then was;with 
this difference, that he wore the Habit of Jeſuit 
underneath. 

- When a Cardinal is created Pope , he has 
24900 Duckets of Revenueevery day. 


The 
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The Continuation of the Ations of Pope Innocent 
the Eleventh. 


N the Month of March of the fore faid year, 

1679. he cauſed all the Biſhops of 7taly to 

be writ to, and enjoyn'd them to examine with 

great care all thoſe that preſented themſelves to 

receive Holy Orders , and not to give them but 

to fit perions, and when the Church had need 
of them. 

He preſented Medals of Gold and Silver,with 
his P:z#ure on them. to the Captains of the 
Dutch Veilels that brought Corn to Civita- 
Vechia. 

According to the ordinary cuſtom , though 
tir'd, on Holy Thurſday, in the Dukes Hall, he 
performed the Ceremony of waſhing the feet 
of Thirteen poor Forreign Prieſts, habited with 
white Cloath ; to each of winch his Holineſs 
gave afterwards a Medal of Gold and of Silver, 
and waited on them ſome time at Table. 

The Twenty firſt of Fune, he ſent to Is [z- 
ternuncio at Bruſſels, the Sum of 60000 Livres, 
for the ſubſiſtance of the Colledges which the 
Evxgliſh Catholicks have in Flanders; and fome- 
time after, 60000 Crowns to be diſtributed to 
the Catholicks of Exgland retired thither. 

An. 1679. the fifteenth of Oftober , the Pope 
viſited the Church dell Anima , of the German 
Nation, where he granted a Plenary Indulgence 

in

in form of a Jubile, to pray to God to deliver 
from the Plague the Town of Yremna in Au- 
ftria, and tne other Towns of Germany. 

The Seventeenth, the Pope called before him 
the Congregation eſtabliſht by Clement the 
Fighth, for the Examination of Bzſhops tor 1a- 
;y, and there cauſed to be examined the Father 
Gaetano Mirabello Theatin , whom he nomina- 
ted for the Archbifhoprick of Amatf, ; Dom Carlo 
Berlinguier , whom he nominated to the Arch- 
biſhoprick of Sz. Severin , and Dom Franciſco 
Mogale for the Biſhoprick of 7/ſo/a : during 
their Examination , they anſwered always on 
their knees to all the queſtions that were made 
them by the Cardinals, Prelates, and Divines, 
that were of the Congregation, and afterwards 
they were precognized in” the firſt Conſitory 
for their due capacity. In France, by the 
Concordat betwixt Leo the Tenth, and Fraxcis 
the Firſt, thoſe that are nominated to Biſho- 
pricks are not examined , becauſe they are all 
Doctors or Licentiats in Divinity, in one of the 
Laws Canon or Civil, which is a mark of their 
Capacity ; they make only a Proteſſion of their 
Faith betwixt the hands of the Popes Nuncio, or 
of the Metropolitan - Princes deitinated to the 
Epifcopacy , are difpenſed from taking the De- 
gree in the Univerfity,neverthelcls they are the 
firſt to ſtudy. 

At the beginning of the year 1580, his ZZo- 


lineſs cauſed all the Preachers to come to the 
Palace, 
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Palace, and exhorted them to preach particu- 
larly by their Example. 


Singalarities, and curious and remarkable Atzons 


of ſome Popes. 
CT Clement the Firſt inſtituted the Colledge 
Y 


| of Apoſtolical Protonotaries tor writing the 
Lives of Martyrs, and of all the other Saints. 
Claudius, (furnamed Vaurus , Writes, that in his 
time a participant Protonotaries place was fold 
for 7000 Crowns of Gold, and that it yielded of 
yearly Revenue 3 or 4000 Crowns: that the 
participant Protonotaries, which are in number 


| twelve, are ordinarily Maſters of Requeſts for 


both Seals : that they have rank and place in 
the Popes Chappel, are cloathed with Violet, 
wear the Rochet, and the Hat, with the Violet 
Band and Border ; have precedency of Prelates 
which are not conſecrated, are preſent in the 
half publick Confiſtory, at the Canonization of 
Saints,and other great Actions of the Pope ; have 
power to give the Cap of Dottor, and to create 
Apoſtolical Protonotaries without the Walls of 
Rome. The ſame Claudius Vaurus ſays, that if 
the Apoſtolical Protonotaries are not much e- 
ſteemed in France, it's becauſe they are ſome- 
what idle in pertorming their Function; though 
haply this idleneſs be not blamable in them, be- 
cauſe there 1s want of matter for them to exer- 
ciſe themſelves, there being but ſew Martyrs 

and 
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and Saints at preſent within our Kingdom, that 
oblige the Protonotaries to write their Lives. 

St.Cletus was the firſt that inſerted in his 
Letters theſe words : Salutem & Beneditionent 
Apoſtolicum. 

St. Anacletus ordained , that Eccleſiaſticks 
ſhould wear their hair ſhort ; and confirmed by 
a new Decree; that Biſhops ſhould be conſecra- 
ted by three other Biſhops. Teleſphorus, a Gre- 
ctan by Nation, enjoyned the uſe of ſinging at 
Maſs the Canticle of the Angels, Gloria in ex- 
celfis Deo ; and impower'd Prieſts to fay three 
Maſles on Chriſtmaſs-day. 

St. Zephyrinus made the Decree of receiving 
the Communion at leaſt once a year ; and not 
to proceed in Law againſt a Biſhop accus'd of a- 
ny Crime whatſoever, without the authority of 
the holy See. 

St. Lucius ordained, that a Biſhop ſhould be 
always accompanied with ſome Prieft, to the 
end that his preſence ſhould oblige him to lead a 
regular lite. 

St. Sylveſter the Firſt, the thirty fourth Pope, 
was the firſt that ereted an Altar of Stone ; 
which he conſecrated, and anointed with holy 
Oyl. Before him they were made of Wood, 


and portable, by reaſon of the perſecution that 


the Chriſtians underwent under the Pagan Eme 
perours; which was ſo great, that the thirty 
three firſt Popes ſuffered Martyrdom. He was 


raiſed to the Pontificate in the beginning of the

Empire of Conſtantine the Great, whoembracing 
Chriſtianity, gave joy and tranquillity to the 
Church, and a ſecure Settlement after ſo many 
troubles and afflictions. This Emperour after 
he was baptized, enlarged the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion, built Churches, made Foundations for en- 
tertaining its Miniſters with ſplendour , and 
freed the Clergie from Taxes : He tranſported 
the Seat of his Empire into Thracta, to the Town 
of Byſantium , called ſince by him Conſtanti- 
nople. 

'St Damaſus ſuppreſſed the Corepiſcopi : they 
were Prieſts whom the. Biſhops were wont to 
ſend into divers Villages and Burroughs of their 
Dioceſles, with a particular power to preach the 
the Word of God, and to eſtabliſh Eccleſiaſtical 
Diſcipline. They were called Corepiſcopz. They 
were ſuppreſſed, becauſe they went often beyond 
their Commiſſion, doing Functtions that be- 
longed but to the Biſhops themſelves. Some 
of them had the Epiſcopal Character. 

 St.Gregory the Great was the firſt who quali- 
fied himiclt Servus ſervorum Det , the Servant 
of the ſcrvants of God. He took this Title,to 
check the boldneſs of Fohn the Faſter, Patriarch 
of Conſtantinople, who took the Title of T/niver- 
Jal Biſhop. The Emperour Phocas condemned 
the Arrogagcy of this Prelate, declaring by an 
Edift thexontrary, according to the judgment 
of the ancient Fathers and Councils, who own'd 
the Church of Rcwe to be the Head of all 0- 
thers, G Pope 
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Pope Boniface the Third,” accoruing £0' the 
com mon 9p PInion, introduced the uſe oft Be/s in 
the Chur-!:, Azuo 606. Tae learned Genebrard 
aſcribes the !nveation to Pope Sabinianus, Who 
ordained, Au 604: that they ſhould be rung 
at Canonical hours, and at Maſs.

Sergius the Firſt cauſed the Agnus Dez to be 
ſung at Maſs. 

Adrian the Firſt ordained that the Papal Bu//s 
ſhould be ſcal'd with Lead, and not with Wax, 
tor the longer continuance of the Seals. 

Leo the Tenth made the tamous Concorda! 
with Francis the Firſt, Anno 1515. according to 
which it is permitted to the Kings of France to 
have the Nomination to Biſhopricks and Abbeys. 
Theſc Benefices are called Conſiſtorial, becauſe 
their vacancy 1s propos'd in the Confiſtory to 


be provided for. The Pope reſerves to himſelf 


a years Revenue from each of theſe Benefices ; 
and it is that which is called' the Law of firſt 
Fruits, which is paid when the Bu/s are taken 
up. - Gre- 
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Gregory the ninth cauſed the Book of Decre- 
tals to be couchi'd in writing, containing the 
Conſtitutions of the Popes, to {crve tor the Ca- 
nou-Law, Which 1s read in Catholick Univer{t- 
ties. | 

Paul the Third obliged the Jews to wear tle 
Te/low Cap, to diſtinguith them trom the Chr;- 
{t1ans. 

Gregory the Thirteenth reiorm'd the FKalez- 
dar, Anno 1582. by cutting ot ten Cays in Octo- 
ber from the fifth of the ſaid month to the x 4th 
incluſively : fo that after the. lourth of O:1uber 
the ten days following were leapt over, and 
they counted the 1 » the a ay alter. England, 
Swedes, Denmark, and other Northern Countries 
that diſown the Pope, do not make uſe of this 
Kalendar, winca 1s called otherwiſe the Grego- 
rian year ; bat retain the ancient way of coun- 
ting. Thence it 1s, that when Catholick Coun- 
tries arc at fourteen in the month, the others 
count four, and fay in their dates, the ancient or 
new Stitle. Fai NOUS Aſtr ologers and Mathematt- 
clans Were employee di; n reforming this Falerdar, 
to taxe care that the points of the Fquiroxes

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cauſe they celebrated it the 14th of the Moon 

- on whatever day of the Week it happened. The 
Decree of this Prelate was confirmed in the firit 
General Council of Nice. Ano 1679, the E- 
leflor of Saxony cauſed a form to be preſented 
to the Diet of Ratubone, for agreeing on a Ka- 
lendar to be received throughout the Empire of 
Germany. 

Gregory the Thirteenth ordained that the 
Cardinals of Religious Orders who wore a 
black Cap, or of the colour of their Order, ſhould 
wear it red like the others. It was Innocent the 
Tweltth who gave the Cardinals in the Council 
of Lions the red Cap, as an Fieroglifick that they 
ought to pour forth their bloud for the ſup- 
port of the Church ;as it reſults from the words 
which the Pope uſes in putting it on their heads, 
in theſe terms. 

Ad laudem Omnipotentis Dez & Sante Sedis 
Apoſtolice, ornamentum accipe Galerum rubrum, 
Tafigne fingulare dignitatis Cardinalatas, per quod 

_ defignatur, quod uſque ad mortem & ſanguinis effu- 
fronem inclufroe, pro exaltatione Santt” Fidet , 
pace & quiete populi Chriſtiani, augmento & ſtatu 
ſacroſantte Romang Eccleſie te intrepidum exhi- 
bere debeas.

His Holineſs ſends the red Cap with a Brief 
to thoſe that are not preſent at Rome in the 
Conſiſtory. 

As to the Fat, it is given ——— -_ 
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hand of the Pope, unleſs a perſon be employed 
in ſome important Embaſſie to the holy See ; in 
this caſe the Pope ſends it to the Cardinal new- 
ly created, to authorize him the more, and ren- 
der him more venerable. His Holineſs's Cour- 
rier that carries the Fat from Rome, carries 
with it the form of the Oath of Fidelity, and 
delivers all into the hands of the Prelate appoin- 
ted to perform that Ceremony, which is ſplen- 
did. You muſt obſerve, that Cardinals that 
have not received the Hat, cannot be Legates 
of the holy See till they have firſt taken it, as 
the above-mentioned Claudius Vaurus informs 
us. 

In the Ceremony of opening the Mouth, that 
is to ſay, in the permiſſion the Pope gives to 
#ew Cardinals to opine, and to give their Yotes 
and Suffrages, he fays to them , Aperimus vobis 
os tam in collationibus quam in Confiliis, atque in 
elettione ſummi Pontificis, & in omnibus atlibus 
tam in Conhſtorio, quam extra qui ad Cardinales 
ſpettant, & quos ſoliti ſunt exercere : In nomine 
Patris, & Filii, & Spiritus Sandi. Amen. 

You muſt obſerve, it was 1n uſe above an 
Age, that if a Pope died whilit a new Cardinal 
had his mouth ſhut, he might enter, it he pleaſe, 
into the Conclave ; but he could not be ciected 
Pope, nor give his Suftrage for any perſon, ur- 
lets the ſacred Colledge ( the See being vacant) 
by a ſpecial Act of Grace gave him an Active 
and Paſſive Voice ; as it did to Cardinal Conty.

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Pope Pius the Fifth has declared fince by a De- 
cree of the 26th of Faxzary 1571, That this

Rome ſhewed heretofore to its - 
dols, by the centenary ſports-or games which it 
ſolemnized with an extraordinary concourſe of 
people. 

Clement the Sixth eſtabliſhed it for the time 
to come, trom fitty to fiity years, anſwering to 
that of the Zebrews, and in conſideration of the 
number of fitry conlecrated by the viſtble de- 
ſcent of the Holy Gho## ; and allo by reaion of 
the ſhortneſs ot mans lite, becauſe tew perſons 
enjoyed the benefit of this great Treaſure. 

©rban the Sixth, as Gre!ſerus tells us, redu- 
ced it to thirty three years, in MEmMOry of the 
thirty three years that the Sor of God paſled 
on the Earth. 

Paulus the Eleventh deſiring that every man 
ſhould partake of fo great a favour, abbreviated 
the time, and eſtabliſhed it from twenty five to 
twenty five years. Thomas Friard in his Book 
of the Fubile, taxes this of tal{hood, alleadging 
that Paul was dead three or four years bctore 
this reducement ; and that it was S:;xtus ihe 
Fourth lis Succeſlor, betore General of the Cor- 
deliers, who fixt it at this number of years. It 
this Writer had dived to the bottom of this mar- 
ter, and had read the Popes Bu/ary thereon, he 
had found that Paul ordained it, as 1t appears 
by his Bu, It is true that he could not ce- 
lebrate it, becauſe death prevented hun. In a 
word, he had ſecn that the one ordained it, the 
other confirmed and executed it, Anno 1473. 
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Du Cheſne has it expreſs in his Hiſtory of the 
Popes : And the Abbot Le Maire Chaplain in 
Ordinary to the Queen,DoGtor of Sorbonne,great 
Vicar and Archdeacon of Chartres, a learned 
and moſt eloquent man, underſtands it fo in his 
Book of the Fubile. This Jubile has ever fince 
been obſerved and practiſed to this time. 

Beſides the ordinary and ſet Fubiles at certain 
times, there are ſome extraordinary ones,which 
the Church opens in her urgent neceſlities, to 
obtain ſome favour from Heaven. 

We ſhall remark here curſorily, that what 
Boniface called a plenary Indulgence of all ſins, 
Clement the Sixth and his Gueceflors have given 
it the name of Fubile; which marks a publick 
rejoycing in God, Liberty, Remiſſion, time of 
Propitiation according to Foſephus, and accor- 
ding to the Septuagint. Under the axcient Law 
the Jubile was publiſht with a fort of Trumpet 
made of a Rams hory. 

Having propoſed to my {elf in this Work to 
give an account of ſome curious and remarkable 
things in the States of each Soveraign on the 
Earth, I ſhall briefly note here the Ceremony 
that is uſed at Rome at the Opening and Cloſe of 
the 7ubile,and other things worthy memory. 


The 
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The Opening of the Jubile. 


= opening of it is performed ordinarily 
the 24th day of December, on Chriſtmas 
eve, by the opening of the holy Door ; which is 
ſo called, becauſe by its opening and entrance 
we enter into Grace, and become holy, by pra- 
Qiſing what is ordained by the Bull of the Fa 
bile. 

On the day and Feaſt of the Aſcen/ron of the 
Son of God which precedes the holy Tear , two 
Prieſts after having read the Goſpe/, read the 
Bull, the one in Latine, and the other in /talzan, 
and publiſh the approaching Fubz/e. 

His Holineſs on the Chriſtmaz-eve following 
goes a general Proceſſion ; the Cardinals, the Se. 
cularand Regular Clergie, the Ambaſſadours of 
Chriſtian Princes, and the Officers of the City 
of Rome, and all the common people accompa- 
ny him : and about noon hecomes to the door 
of St. Peter of the Vatican, which is walled up : 
then the Pope ſtrikes three ſtroaks with a /ilver 
Hammer againſt this Wall, which is preſently 
tirown down, the door is wafht with holy Wa- 
ter, it's opened, the Company enters into the 
Church, they ſing Yeſperas with all folemnity ; 
and at the ſame time the Pope ſends three Car- 
dinals to open the doors of the Churches of St. 
Paul, of St. Fohn Lateran , of St. Mary Major ; 
where the ſame Ceremonies are uſed. 

T The 
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The Silver Hammer is a Symbol of the Popes 
power, which Fefus Chriſt gave him , by giving 
him the Keys of Se.Peter; the Hammer was 
tormerly of Maſſy Gold. 

The Penztentiaries in ſuch Solemnities , are 


near the Popes Perion , to ſhew that he coms- , 


municates his Juriſdiction to Confeſſors, to 
whom he gives the power of Abſfolving from 
all Crimes, and even in caſes that are reſerved 
to himſelt. 

\ The opening of the Holy Door is an Fiero- 
glyphick of the opening of the Churches Trea- 
ſure, whereof the Pope 1s the diſpenſer : four 
doors are open'd, to ſhew that perſons are call'd 
from the four parts of the world. The Doors 
are waſht, to intimate, that thoſe perſons gain the 
Fubile , whoare cleanſed from their faults and 
defileme?nt by the vertue of the Sacraments,and 
by the application of the Merits of Feſus Chriſt : 
over the ZZoly Door they ſet the Name of the 
Pope that opencd it laſt, and the time.

Fooli, Fraſcati , the Villa of Pamphilio, 

' theſe of Burgheſt, of Farneſt, of Aldgs 
brandini, of Montalto, of Ludoviſo, of the Duke 
of Florence, of the Prince Paleſtrini, and of Mat- 
thei, are very famous places of pleaſure. We 
ſee there the Gardens adorn'd with all rare pie- 
ccs 
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ces, the Lodgings richly furniſhed, the Galle» 
ries and privy Cloſets full of all that 1s curious 
and ſplendid in Rome. Mazarini's Palace is of 
the number of the moſt beautiful ; it belongs at 
preſent to the Duke of Nevers. 

Pope Clement the Tenth much embelliſht the 
Bridge St. Angelo by cauſing to be placed on 
it twelve fair Statues of white Marble, admi- 
rably well done, and of a great height, cach.on 
its Pedeſtals : St. Peter and St. Paul ſtand firſt, 
and on each fide of them, at fit diſtances to the 
end, we fee five Angels holding in their hands 
ſome Inſtrument of the Paſſion of our Sawour. 
This Bridge has two fair Galieries with Iron 
Balliſters. The Gate del Populo, formerly cal- 
led Flavius Gate, 1s at preſent a Maſter-piece : 
they call it the Gate of the People, becaule of its 
nearneſs to the Monaſtery ot St. Mary of the 
People : it 15 of the invention of Michael Angelo. 
The Town-hall was formerly the Capzrol. 

The Caſtle St. Angelo is called by this name, 
becauſe an Arge/ appeared on the top of it with 
a naked Sword in his hana, which he pur up 1n 
its Scabbard ; ſhewing by that, that God was 
appeasd. This Apparation happened on a day 
that St. Gregory the Great carried in a tolemn Pro- 
ceſlion the Image of the Virgz#n, at a time when 
the Plague wholly difpeopYd Rowe. This 
Scourge ceaſed as ſoon as the Angel had 
theathed his Sword.

The Rota is a famous Tribunal compoſed of 
twelve Auditors of difierent Nattons, the jurif- 
diction whereof extends it felt on beneficiary 
and profane cauſes. It's thought they are ſo 
called, becauſe they fit in a Circle, and 
roul about the moſt important difference: of 
the Chriſtian World.

Sylveſter the ſecond of the name, called be. 
fore Gilbert, or Gerbert, born in Aquitain , was 
a Religious man, and Benedifine of St. Gerar| 
of Aurillac in the Diocels of St. Flour, and Tutor 
to Robert King of France, and to the Emperou: 
Otho the Third, who raiſed him to the ſoveraigy 
Pontificate : He was firſt Archbiſhop of Rheims 
and then of Ravenna, and laſtly Pope ; whict 
gave occaſion tor this Verſe to be made on him: 


Scandit ab R. Gerbertus in R. poſt Papa Regen 
eft. 


He was a great Mathematician, which cauſed 
his Enemies to accuſe him of Magick. He 
was falſely charg'd for having in his Cloſet : 
Head of Braſs, by which the Devil anſwered 
what he askt. He died the 12th day of May 
1003. Pope Sergius, his Succeſſour, writ h 
Epitaph, which is yet to be ſeen, and ſhews that 
he lived and dicd a holy man. Tr. 
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Prban the ſecond of the name was born at 


i c haſtillon on Marne, Son of Milon. He was 


called before his Exaltation, Cardinal Oz/9 Bi- 
ſhop of O/fia. He excommunicated the Dio- 


©. celsof Compoſte//a for having put their Biſhop in 


priſon ; and governed the Ship of St. Peter e- 
leven years, hb months, and eighteen days : 
ſome lay eleven years and a halt. He called 
into his Council St. Bruno, Founder of- the Or- 
der of the Charthuftans. He called the Council 
of Clairmont in Auvergne, where he made the 
Fnterprize of the holy War ſucceed ; which he 
called the Croizade, becauſe thoſe that liſted 
themſelves were all croſſed, wearing a Croſs 
ſewn on their Habits. Hedied Ay. 1110. 

Calixtus the Second was named Guy ; others 
ſay, Guigue : He was a Burgundian; Uncle to 
Adelais Queen of France, and near Couſin to 
the Emperour Henry, He was Archbiſhop of 
Vienne in Daulphize. 

Suger Abbot of St. Dennis, ſays, that the night 
before his EleCtion, he ſaw, as a Prognoſtick of 
his future Election, a great Perſon that gave 
him the Moon to keep under his Archiepiſco- 
pal Cope, fearing leſt the Church might incur 
ſome danger by the death of Pope Gelaftus. 
He ſoon found the truth of this Viſion, ſceing 
himſelf foveraign Pontife. His Ele&tion was 
made whilſt he was in the Abbey of Clagyy. 
An Anti-pope appeared at that time in /raly, 
called Bourdin, who was taken notwithſtanding 
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his intrenching and fortifying himſelf : the'Soul, 
diers that took him mounted him on an old Ca, 
mel, and walkt him about the Streets publick. 
ly in deriſfion, with his face turn'd towards th: 
Tail, which they made him hold as a Bridle, 
and afterwards he was confined to a perpetual 
impriſonment. Calixtus aſſembled a Councl| 
at Rheims, poſlcſt the Holy See about ſix years, 
died the 19th of December 1124. In the'time 
of his Pontificate St. Norbert founded his Or: 


der called Pramonſtratenſis, from the place. 


where he retired himſelf, which 1s in the Diocel; 
of Laon. 

Urban the Second, of the Town of Troy in 
Champagne, was the Son of a Cobler, and cal. 
led Fames Pantaleon ; he recompenſed the de- 
faults of his birth by the eminency of his Learn- 
ing and Vertue. After having been Canon and 
Archdeacou of Laon, andafterwards of Liege, he 
was made Biſhop of Yerdun ; trom Biſhop he 
became Patriark of Fieruſalem, from Patriark 
Legate in divers places, and then afterward 
Pope. The Prophetick Motto was, Hieruſalem 
Campaniz. When any one reproached him with 
the lowneſs and obſcureneſs of his Birth, he an- 
{wered, That the Nobility which is acquired by 
the gifts of the Underſtanding, 1s more valua- 
ble than that which comes trom Birth alone, 
and that it conſiſts in Vertue. Thoſe that are 
born Noble, may ſay to their advantage, and 
with truth, that Feſus Chri/# was a Gentleman, 


and 
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and the holy Virgin a Gentlewoman. It is very 
true, when Nobleneſs of Bloud is joyned with 
that of Vertue, it is Perfection. Superiours of 
an ignoble Birth may object, that St. Peter who 
had the government of the Church, was no 
Gentleman. This Prelate after three years of 


the Pontificate, left this mortal life the laſt day 


of September ; and according to Onuphrius, the 
ſecond day of Ofober 126.4. 

Clement the Fourth, called before Guy Fov- 
caut, according to du Cheſne, was Native of the 
Town St. Gilles in Languedoc; and accordin 
to Father Gautruche a Jeſuit, of a Village near 
Narboune. He was Bithop oi Puy, Archbiſhop 
of Narboune, and Cardinal by the Title of 
St. Sabine , and Legate in England : St. Lows 
made him Counſellor of State, becauſe he was 

reatly skilled in the Laws. Some think that 
he was elected Pope the 5th or x 1th of February 
1265. He crowned at Rome, Charles of Anjou 
King of Naples and of Sicily, with the ordinary 
Ceremonies, in St. Fohn Lateran's. He had in 
his Arms an Eagle holding a Dragon in his Tas 
tons. His Prophetick Motto was, Draco depreſſus. 
He died the 29th of November 1268. after three 
years and a half being Pope. 

Martin the Fourth, formerly Simon de Brie, 
was Native of Mont-pince, or of the Village de 
Sucz, He founded the Chapter of Champeaux, 
which is in the Dioceſs of Paris. He was Trea- 


-ſurer and Canon of St. Martins of Towrs, and 
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Cardinal by the Title of St. Cecil ; was eleted 
Pope the 22th of February 1282. Under his 
Pontificate, the year of his Election, the French 
had their Throats cut throughout all Sic. 
This Maſſacre was called the Sicilian Yeſperas, 
becauſe it was committed at the hour of Yeſpe. 
ras on an Faſter-day: O cruel YVeſperas ! Peter 
of Arragon having an Army on foot under pre- 
text of going into the Holy Land , uſurpt the 
Country at the ſollicitation and deteſtable en- 
terprize of a young /talian Gentleman, a ſworn 
Enemy to the French. The Pope ſtruck with 
a mortal griet, excommunicated the Sicilians 
and thoſe of Arragon for -their Attempt and 
black Treaſon. This Prelate created many 
Cardinals, amongſt others the Dean of the 
Church of Notre Dame at Paris, called Geofry de 
Barbo a Burgundiavn. The Prophetick ſaying 
on this Pope was, Ex Telonio Liliacet, becauſe 
he was Treaſurer of St. Martins of Tours : others 
ſay, Lilzacei Martini, kelieving that this Church 
was adjudged the midſt and the centre of France, 
the Kingdom of Flower-de-luces. God took 
him out of this World at Perſe the 28th or 
29th day of March 1285. Two Miracles hap- 
pened at his Burial. | 
Clement the Fifth, born at Bourdeaux, had for 
his Father Beraud Chevalier, Lord of Yillan- 
drault. Betore his Exaltation he was called 
Bertrand Gout te Gutto. He had in his Arms 
, three Bars Gules in a Ficld Or ; the Prophecie 
Was, 
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was, de Feſtis Aquitanicis. The Cardinals con” 
tinued ten months in the Coxclave for the crea- 
tion of this Prelate, before Biſhop of Cominges, 
then Archbiſhop of Bourdeaux ; whereot he 
performed the Function even till they had 
brought him the Decree of his Ele&tion, with 
the Letters of the whole Colledge. He took 
ſolemnly poſſeſſion of the Apoſtolical Chair at 
Bourdeaux in the Cathedral-Church of St. Ax- 
drews ; cauſed himſelf to be crowned at Lyons; 
the greateſt part of the Cardinals rendered them- 
ſelves there purſuant to his Orders ; the Kings 
of France, of England, and of Arragon, aſſiſted 
at this Ceremony. The 7talian Cardinals 
thinking to lead him to Rome, he transferred the 
Holy Sea to Avignon, where it continued ſeventy 
years, or ſeventy two, from Clement to Gregory 
the Eleventh, who re-eſtabliſhed it at Rome, 
Amno 1375. At his firſt promotion of Cardi- 
nals,he created ten,all French-men : In the third, 
he made Cardinal William de Maudagout Arch- 
biſhop of Embrun, who was-born at Sevenes a= 
bove the Town Yigan. The Caſile of Mauda- 
gout 1s at preſent Proteſtant, and encompaſſed 
with Cheſnut-trees. His Arms are yet to be ſeen 
over the great Gate. Clement built the Caſtles 
of Villaudrault, Budos, and la Brede. He gc- 
verned the Church eight years, ten months, and 
ſome days; died Amo 1314. in the Caſtle of 
—_— ſcituated on the Rhone , in the Dic- 
of Avignon , and not of Niſmes, as ſome 

| perſons 
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perſons have ſaid. HisBody repoſes in Gyyenne, 
in the Church of the Canons of Zzeſte, where, 
of this Prelate was the Founder. 

See here a remarkable thing related by A4- 
drew de Cheſxe, in the Lite of the Popes. Cle- 
ment, whilſt he was yet Archbiſhop of Bourde- 
aux, having depoſed Gautier de Bruge. Cordelier 
Biſhop of Pottiers , Gautzer in the bitterneſs of 
ſpirit, appeal'd to the future Council , and cau- 
ſd a-promile tobe made him , that at the Ar- 
ticle of his death, his Appeal ſhould be put into 
his hands; which was executed : his Body was 
carryed intoithe Cordeliers Church, where ſome 
Miracles have ſince been wrought. Clement 
coming to Poitiers , and knowing that Gautier 
had carried his Appeal with him , cawed his 
Tomb to be opened tatake it away ; for this 
intent , he made an Archdeacon enter into it at 
Midnight, who found the Appeal in the hands 
of the defunit ; which he could not poſſibly 
take from him, till he had firſt ſworn to reſtore 
it. him , with the conſent of him that had De- 
poſed him. This being done, Gaxtier open'd 
his hands,and theArchdeacan taking theAppeal, 
gave it the Pope ; but endeavouring to go forth 
of the Sepulchre, he found he could not ftir,and 
ſaid there was ſomewhat which withheld him, 
till he had returned the Appeal into the hands 
of the Biſhop deceasd : then he came forth with 
eaſe ; and the Pope concetving a reſpect for the 
dead , honoured from thencetorwards his me- 

mory, 
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mory, and enricht his Tomb. Gautier was de- 
pogd,becauſe he was more inclined for the Arch- 
biſhop of Bourges, than tor him of Bourdeaux, 
who conteſted tor the Primacy of Aquitain. Cle- 
ment revok'd two Decrees of Boniface paſſed a- 
gainſt Fraxce:under him there riſe a great diſtur- 
bance betwixt the Vatican & the Louvre. Boniface 
was ſo animated againſt the Gzbelins, and thoſe 
of their Party , that he ſhew'd it openly in the 
perſon of the Archbiſhop of Genoa, on an Aſh- 
wedneſday. Under the faid Clement the Fifth,the 


Errours of the Beguznes and Begards, or Begand, 


of Germany were condemned; and it is trom 
thence that the word Bzgot. comes: theſe Here- 
ticks, under the Mask of Religion , with a ſe- 
rious and hypocritical countenance , play the 
good companions. Clement the Fifth removing 
the Holy Sea to Avignon,tranſported thither the 
the Vatican Library;and Martin the Fifth cauſed 
it to be carried back to the Yatican , where it 
has continued ſince. 

Fohn the Twenty firſt or Twenty ſecond , of 
the Town of Cahors in Quercy , Son of Arnaud 


 <Euſa, or Doſſa, a Cobler,was calF'd Fames. The 


Propheſie was, De ſutore Offeo. Du Cheſne lays, 
that the FZoly Sea having been vacant two years 
and ſome days , and that the Cardinals not a- 
greeing in the Creation of a Pope, they all con- 
ſented to accept and receive him whom James 
d'Euſa Cardinal, Biſhop of Porz, ſhould nomi- 
nate ; which 7 ames ſeeing,he nam'd himſelf ; and 


the 
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the Nomination was approved and confirmed 
by the Cardinals , fearing leſt they might have 
another that would leſs pleafte them. Father 
Gautruche ſays this is a Fable, and that the Car- 
dinals did not remit themſelves to his judge- 
ment, to chooſe whom he thought fit, and that 
he did not name himſelf, It's a thing well 
known, that by the way of Scrutixyand of Ac- 
ceſs , it 1s deſcended under pain of Nullity of 
Election to chooſe a Mans ſelf. The way of Scru- 
tiny and of Acceſs both together, 15 the moſt 
praftiſed ; that of Juſpiration and of Compro- 
miſe, are but rare, and little us'd : we call the 
way of Inſpiration. when all the Cardinals free- 
ly concur to acknowledge and proclaim unani- 
mouſly one perſon for Pope. The way of Com- 
promiſe is, when the Cardinals either at entrance 
neo the Conclave, or tir'd with the length of it, 
r1e'er themſelves to one or to many amongſt 
tiem, to whom they give the power in the 
name of all , to give a common Father to Chri- 
ſttanity. None of the Compromiſaries can give 
his voice for himſelf , but his Eleftion will be 
void. Theſe three ways of Election contain 
many circumſtances and conditions. Fohn was 
Biſhop of Frejus,and ſome time afterwardsArch- 
biſhop of Avignon. Pope Clement the Fifth 
made him Cardinal. He made many good 
Foundations in the place of his Birth, amongſt 


others he founded the 2n7ver/ity, the Houſe of 


Carthuſians , and built a Bridge , with a lofty 
Tower 
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Towet at one end of it, on the River Lot, on 
the fide of the Capuchins. It is he that intro- 
duced into the Church the cuſtom of ringing 
thrice each day the Angelical Salutation. He 
believ'd for ſome time, that the Souls of the 
dead did not enjoy the Yi/on of God till after 
the General Tudgment. He made no Decree, 
and retracted this Errour. Lowis de Bavieres 
going to make himſelf Emperour againſt the 
torms, and in contempt of the Holy Sea , raiſed 
him an Antipope, an Apoſtate of his Order, call'd 
Peter de Corbare. A Prelate has ſtyled him 
the ſtinking Crow , which had no place in the 
Ark. The Emperour after having received 
from his hands the Imperial Crown, being con- 
ſtrained to quit raly, and to retire himſelf into 
Germany, left this Ghoſt of a Pope to the mer- 
cy of the Guelphs, who carryed him to Avignon, 
where he ended his days in Priſon. Pope John 
the Twenty ſecond raisd in Fraxce and clie- 
where, Abbeys and Biſhopricks into Archbiſho- 
pricks. He divided the Dioceſe of 7olouſe into 
ſix, that of Poztzers into three, v/z. that of Poj- 
tiers, of Mailezais, and of Lucon. The Sea of 
Mailezais is at preſent at Roche//e , ſince its red- 
dition. According to du Cheſne, this Prelate 
held the Government of the Church eighteen 
years, three months, and twenty days; and ac- 
cording to Father Gautruche , ten years and a 
half : he dyed the third of December, An.1 3 34. 
being go years of age. He lett after his deceaſe

| Popes of this name, than of any other ; they 
count twenty three. You muſt obſerve, that 
the Pretenders to Religion endeavour to render 
ridiculous the Conſtitutions which Fohx the 
twenty ſecond made and compiled, becauſe he 
entituled them Extravagants; not conſidering 
that they were ſo called, becauſe they were not 
included in the body of thoſe of Clement, which 
he pabliſht together. 

Benedif the Eleventh, fome fay Twelfth, 
Native of Saverdun in the County of Fots, in 
the Dioceſs of Pamzers, Son of a Joyner, was cal- 
led before Fames du Four, otherwiſe ſurnamed 
Novelli, of the Order of the Ciſtertians, was Abs 
bot of Fontfroide : The Prophecy was Frigidus 


Abbas. He was Biſhop of Pamzers. Fohn the 


Twenty ſecond made him Cardinal. For ſome 
time they called him the white Cardinal, becauſe 
of the colour of his ancient Religious Habit. 
When his Exaltation was ſignified to him, he 
faid through humility, they had made choice of 
an Aſs ( though he was very learhed, and Do- 
ftor of Divinity in the faculty of Paris ) be- 
cauſe he feared that he knew not well how to 
govern. He did not ſafter himſelf to be led by 
his Relations in the diſtribution of his Favours. 
When his Niece was to be married, hegave her 
a Portion but anſwerable to her condition. He 
tounded the Church and Colledge of the Ber- 
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wardins in Paris. He held the Zoly See ſeven 
ears and three months, and died with a very 
ood fame, Anno 1342. 

Clement the Sixth of Malmont in Limofin, was 
called Peter Roger or Reofter, of the Houſe of 
Beaufort. He took occaſion to bear Roſes in 
his Arms, for having been baptized in the Pariſh 
de Rofjers. He was Biſhop of Arras. The Pro- 
phecy was, de Roſa Attrebatenſi. He was alſo 
Archbiſhop of Sexs, and then of Rower ;. and 
Cardinal ſub titulo $S. Nerei & Achille, He 
was choſen Head of the Church the 5th of 
May, 1343. He made Cardinal Bernard de la 
Tour of Auvergne in the Diocels of Clermont. 
He remembred that having been ill uſed in the 
Woods of Randan in Auvergne, inthe Diocels of 
Clermont, by Robbers who ſtript him ( being 
at that time a Scholar, and returning from his 
Studies at the Univerſity of Pars) he was 
charitably aſliſted by Stephen Aldebrand, Pryor 
and Curate of 7huret, a Religious man of the 
Order of St: Benedif, of the Abbey of St. Al- 
lire near Clermont; who received him at his 
houſe, and gave him aſuit of Cloaths, and Mo- 
ney to conduct him to the Abbey de la Chaize- 
Dieu, whereof he was a proteſt Religious man. 
Peter Roger giving thanks to his BenetaCtor, and 
faying'to him, When ſhould he be able to ac- 
quit himſelf of the Obligation he had to him, 
he prophetically anſwered him, 1t ſhall be when 
you coine to be Pope. He no looner was entered 

| Into 
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into the Apoſtolical Chair, but he ſent for him : 
2s ſoon as he ſaw him,he created him one of the 


firſt Officers of his Court, and ſome time after - 


Archbiſhop of Tolouſe, and afterwards Cardinal, 
He was called Cardinalis de Thureto. Thi ad- 
venture of Peter Roſter fallen into the hands of 
Robbers , with the good reception and enter- 
tainment that he found in the Monaſtery of 
Thuret, is taken from the Archives of the Ab. 
bey of St. A/ire, by the Father Yialard, who is 
there a Religious man, and who has alſo been 
Pryor and Curate of Thuret. Meſſire Claudius 
de Broiiez, Pryor and Lord of Dorcet, former- 
ly firſt Preſident in the General Eleftion of /a 
Baſſe Auvergne at Clermont, furniſht me with 
this Memoire and Extract. In the Abbey of St. 
Allire,they ſay Peter Rofier,and not Roger,though 
the Regiſter in Latine ſays Rogerius. Clement 
the Sixth paſſed irom this mortal life to the im- 
mortal,the 6th of December 1 351. Three Car- 
dinals of his neareſt Relations cauſed his body 
to be carried to the Abbey de la Chaize-Dzeu, 
according, to his laſt Will and Teſtament. Ir is 
held by Tradition, that this Pope in his youth 
was Penſijoner at Paris in the Colledge of Nar- 
bonne. 

Innocent the Sixth, of the Mountains of the 
Country Limoſin, formerly Steven Aubert,. or 
Albert, was Biſhop of Noyon, and Cardinal by 
the Title of St. Pammachus. Father Gautruche 
ſays, that he was placed on the Epiſcopal - of 
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Clermont in Auvergne. He had fix Mountains 
in his Arms; the Prophecy fays, de Montibus 


\ Pammachiz. Pope Clement the Sixth took him 


into the facred Colledge of Cardinals. Being 
come to the Papacy, he created Cardinal And;zz 
Albert, his Nephew, then Biſhop of Maguelone 
or Montpelier. Heſucceeded Clement the Sixth 
the x 8th of December 1352. Inoneof his Pro» 


motions he made Cardinal the Biſhop of Niſmes, 


called Johannes de Blandiaco. John de Blauzac 
of the Diocels of Z/zes, gave up his ſoul to God 
in the Town of Avignon, the 12th of September 
1372. his body was carried into the houſe of 
the Carthuſtans of Villeneuve, where he had cho- 
ſen his Sepulchre in his life-ttme. Moſt per- 
ſons render the Latine words, Blandiacum by 
Blandiac : the people of the Country turn it, 
and pronounce it Blauzac, and not Blandiac. 
The Caſtle is Calviniſt, and the Village almoſt 
entirely. Before Meſſire Fames de Grignan was” 
Biſhop of Z/zes, the Catholicks and Hugenots 
buried in this Village, and at Chalmere, and in 
ſome other places of this Diocelſs, in the fame 
Church-yard, one amongſt another : This Pre- 
late remedied this abuſe, not thinking it rea» 
ſonable that the Dead ſhou!ld Le put in holy 
ground, who during their life-time would not 
come to Church to participate of its Sacra- 
ments. M. Philippeaux de la Perilliere, Do&tor 
of Sorbonne, ſucc eded him for ſome time, as far 
as the year 1677. in which he mounted into the 

E Patri- 
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Patriarchal Chair of Bourges. Cardinal rf 
recommended him in the Conſfiſtory. 

@rban the Fifth , called betore W:lzam Gri. 
moard of Griſac, iſſued from the Illuſtrious and 
ancient Houſe of Roure, whoſe Earl at preſent, 
Meſfire Peter Scipion Grimoard de Beauvoir 


Earl of Roure, Marqueſs of Griſac, Baron of Bu 


riac,and other Baronies, Lord of Baxes, and m4 
ny other places, is Lieutenant-general for the 
King in his Armies and Provinces of Languedoc, 
and particular Governour of the Town and 
Bridge du St. Efprit on the Rhone , and other 
places. This Prelate had for Father N. Gr. 
moard Lord of Griſac, in the Dioceſs of Mand: 
in Givodan ; and tor Mother, Dame Amphiliz 
de Montferrand. He was firſt a Religious mar 
of the Order of St. Beneditt in the Conventua 
Priory of Chirac, Abbot of St. Germains of Au 
xerre, and then of St. Vitor of Marſeilles. It 
nocent the Sixth having ſent him into /taly or 
very important Afairs, he acquir'd ſuch a Re 
putation, that the See being vacant, the Card. 
nals aſſembled at Avignon in the Conclave , & 
lefted him Pope with a common Conſent the 
27th day of September 1 562, according to Ons 
phrius : and becauſe he was at that time in raly, 
tearing leſt he ſhould be kept there, they ſent 


to hum -to come away preſently ; but without . 


ſignifying to him his Election, till his return in 
the Town of Marſeilles, which was the 27th day 
of October, as it appears by the Chronicle of the 

Abbcy 
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Abbey of St. Yi#tor. He vas conſecrated and 
crowned at Avignon, in the month of November 
following , betong about twenty five years of 
age. The Prophecy was, Gallus Yicecomes. 
When he received the news of his Ele&tion, he 


' pronounced the words of the Pſalmi/t, 4 De- 


mino fatum eſt iſtud, & eſt mirabile in oculis no- 
ftris. We find- in his Arms in the Popes Ar- 
morial, an Oak forked, Or, in a Field Aznre, the 
name Rowre ſ1gnitying an Oak 1n the Gaſcoige 
Tongue. The Country of his birth was cx- 
empted from Tributes by the Kings of France, 
to honour the merit of his perſon. He founded 
many Monaſteries, Churches and Colledges ; 
buile two beautiful Palaces in /faly, one at Or- 
vietto, and the other at Montefraſco. he tranſ- 
ported himſelf to Rome,to allay ſome diforders ; 
and excommunicated Bernaboze Viſcount of 
Milan , tor having burnt two holy Religious 
men who had reprehended him with all ſort of 
reſpe&t for his debaucht and tyrannical life, cau- 
ſing his SubjeCts eyes to Le torn out of their 
heads, and to be ſtrang/ed, that hunted in his 
Lands contrary to his command, whom he con 
ſtrained to keep for him 'five or ſix thouſand 
Dogs.. This great Prelate ſhewed to the peo- 


| Ple the heads of St. Peter and of St.Paw/; crown- 


ed Charles of Luxemburg Emperoar : St. Brj- 
git Princeſs of Sweden , received from him the 
confirmation of her Order. We may fee at 
large the good ard :cmirable aftions of this 
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Pope in Platina, du Cheſne, Coulomb, Gautruche, 
and others. He governed the Ship of St. Pe- 
ter eight years and four months. His body 
lies at Marſeilles, in the Church of the Abbey of 
St. Vittor , atter having firſt continued eleven 
months depoſited in the Church of Noſtre dame 
de Dons at Avignon; where he died the 19th of 
December of the year 1370. The Cardinals cc: 
lebrated his Obſequics with the accuſtomed Ce- 
remonies. Heis in the Catalogue of canonized 
Saints. In the Houſe of Rowre there have been 
rwo other Popes, viz. Sixtus the Fourth, and. 
Julius the Eleventh, both of Genoa. 
Gregory the Eleventh of Limoſin, called for: 
merly Peter Roger, of the Houle of Beaufort 
which ſubfiſts fill in that of the Marqueſs of 
Canilhac in Auvergne, was Son of William Ear| 
of Beaufort, and of Jaxe Siſter to Pope Clement 
the Sixth. Before his Exalation, he was Canon 
of the Church of Paris, Dean of the Cathedra: 
of Bayeux, and then afterwards Cardinal by the 
Title of St. Mary la Newve. His Prophecy was 
Novus de Virgine fortis. Tt is he that founde 
for perpetuity in the Church of Noſtre dame 0 
Paris, the ſtation that is dayly kept there at 
nine a clock in the morning, before the Altar ol 
the Virgin. He died at Rome the 27th of March 
of the year 1372. ſome ſay, Anno 1 376. others, 
Anno 1378. Two hundred yearsaiter hisdeatl 
the 7talians erected a new Monument of Mar- 
ble in his memory, in the Church where he was 
buricd, 
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buried, as an acknowledgment of the Benetits 
received from him ; and cauſed to be graved on 
it this Epitaph in great Letters.

The 7talians call the time during which the 
Holy See was at Avignon till its re-eſtabliſh- 
ment in Rome, the years of the Tranſmigration 
of Babylon. 

The Church had two hundred forty four 
Popes , from Saint Peter to Innocent the E- 
leventh : There remains yet to come twenty 
five, according to the Prophecies of St. Malachie 
Primate of /relanud; and then will happen the 
great day of the Gencral Judgment, which will 
cloſe the door of Time, and open that of Eter- . 
nity. Theſe Prophecies are not propoſed as 
Articles of Faith : for who is the man that can 
know the times and the moments? This 15 re- 
ſerved to God alone. Feſus Chriſt ſaid to his 
Apoſtles, that no body knows the hour of this 
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great Day. All that is faid, is grounded on 
conjectures, and on adjuſted ſenſes : becauſe the 
Law of Nature laſted two thouſand years, - the 
written Law two thouſand years, it 1s thought 
that the Evangclical Law will continue fo long, 
Nothing can be ſaid thereon for certain, nor con- 
cerning the Popes to come, before their crea- 
tion.

Theie Prophecies are inſerted 1n a book cal- 
led Lignum Vitz, compoicd by Arnold ©vion, 
Benedictin. St. Malachie began them by Cele- 
#1 the Second, to the coming of Antichriſt, 
and diced 4:0 1298. in the Abbey of Clarrvaux, 
11 the arms of St. Bernard, who has writ his Lite. 
"Theſe two great perſons are buried the one by 
the other þchind the Righ Altar, + The 
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The chief Princes of Italy, after the Pope, are the 
froe following, 


The Duke of Savoy. 
Iftor-Ame, the ſecond of the name, Duke 
of Savoy, Prince of Piemont, Marqueſs of 
Salutze, &c. was born Anno 1666. profelles the 
Catholick Religion : he ſhews in the tenderneſs 
of his age a viril Judgment, which raiſes admi- 


ration 1n Foreign Miniſters, and gives great 


hopes that he will one day be Maſter of the ex- 
cellent Qualities of his Father, which will live 
in him by the care of his Mother Regent; who 
being ignorant of nothing that ought to be 
known, took care of his Eitates during his mi- 
nority, and appointed him perſons whom ſhe 
made choice of for forming his Manners and 
Conduct. The Dutcheſs Fad down the Res» 
gency Anno 1680, into the hands of her Son. 
This Prince gave her his thanks for the care ſhe 
had taken of his Perſon and of his Eſtates, and 
pray'd her to continue to aſfliſt him in the Go- 
vernment. 

I ſhall fet down but part of his Coat of Arms, 
though very excellent and moſt noble, becauſe 
his Scutcheon is extreamly charg'd : They may 
be ſeen at large in ſome good book of Heraldry, 
and thoſe of other crowned heads. I ſhall ſay 
onely, that the Dukes of Savoy bear the /alver 
Creſs ; for having relieved the Iſle of Rhodes, 
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and repelled the Turks An. 1315. and that for 
acknowledgment the Knights gave them the 
Croſs, with this Motto, FE RT ; which fig. 
nifies, Fortitudo ejus Rhodum tenuit. I hal 
alſo ſay, that theſe Dukes bear the Arms of the 
Kingdom of Cyprus : This Crown gives them 
the Title of Royal Highneſs. They are delcen,

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ded from the ancient Houſe of Saxony. They. 


were called in the firſt place Earls oft Morzenae 
then Farls of Savoy, till Amedee the Eighth 


whom the Emperour Sigiſmond created Duke 


Anno 1416, or 1417. It was Ame the Fifth, * 


ſurnamed the Great, who cauſed Mahomet the 
ſecond of the name, Emperour of the 7urks, to 
raiſe his Siege from before the City of Rhodes. 

The Houſe of Savoy has been acknowledged 
Soveraign for above ſix hundred years; it has 
afforded many Eimpreſſes and Queens. 

Turin in the Plain of Piemont on the Bank of 
the Po, 1s the capital City of the Dukes Terri- 
tories. Chamberry 1s of Savoy, and has a Parlia. 
ment. The Court of this Prince 1s very ſplen- 
did; his Royal Highneſs holds it at Turiy, 
where there is a great Gariſon. The Dukes 
new Palace is one. of the fineſt of 7taly ; it is 
compoſed of four Pavilions, with great piles of 
Lodgings joyning to it; and in a great Court 
15 ſeen the brazen Figure of Charles Emanuel the 
Second , on a Horle of Marble repreſented to 
the life. The old Palace flankt with four great 


tound Towers, guarded with a large Trench, 
B47 "nn 2 
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and which faces a large void ſpace,is embelliſh- 
ed with a fair Gallery filled with excellent Pi- 
&ures, which repreſent the Chriſtian Princes, 
and the Genealogy of the Dukes of Savoy. The 
little Chariot,with ſix horſes in their harneſs, all 
coverd with pretious Stones , 1s an Ornament ; 
and many other Rarieties. 

The Metropolitan Church called the Dome, 
dedicated toSt.Fohn,is the depoſitory of the holy 
facc-cloath, on which we ſee imprinted the face 


' and other parts of the body of the Son of God, 
 Theother Towns of Pzemont are Yercel/li, Sufa, 
ie Turee, Mondevis, Aſt, Carignan, Carmagnolo, St. 


Tas. Swfa is the firſt that is found at the en- 
trance of /taly at the foot of the Alps, ten 
leagues from Turin. Pompey eſtabliſhed there 
a Colony, which gives teſtimony of its antiqui- 
ty. It has paſſed for the Capitol of the ſmall 
Principality of the little King Coerzus. This 
Country is fertile ; Proviſions are cheap, and Sil- 
ver ſcarce, becauſe there 1s no Trade. Suſa 
which is in Perfra is more renowned than that 
before-mentioned , becauſe the great Aſuerus 
who commanded from the Indies even to A 
thiopia , an hundred twenty ſeven Provinces, 
and other Kings, have held there their Court. 
Piemont has two or three Rivers whole banks 
afford Gold; it is found divided into ſlender 
parcels called Threads : The way of gathering 
it isnoted in a book intituled Converſations de 
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of the Philoſophers Stone, which was the ſubje&t 
of a long Conterence. 

The principal Towns of Savoy after Cham- 
berry, are Anneci, St. John de Morienne, Monſtier 


in Tarentaiſe, and others : Montmebian is the - 


ſtrongeſt place. 

Savoy was called by this name, as who would 
ſay, Sauve-voye, Or ſafe-way ; and this ſince it 
was purged of Way-Robbers and Murtherers, 
who rendered the ways dangerous and unpaſ- 
fable : or elſe from a Village called Sabbatze or 
Sabaudie, which Ptolomy and other Geogra- 
phers place under the Alps. According to the 
opinion moſt followed, it took its name from 
Sabaudus Archbiſhop of Arles, who made it Ca- 
tholick. 


Its Mountains _ forth many Monkeys : 
1x months of the year ;. 


Theſe Animals ſleep 
tney have the muſſel and ears of a Squiril, and 
four long and ſharp teeth ; the legs ſhort, great 
nails 01 their teet, and the hair rough. Chim- 
ney-ſweepers bring of them to Pars ; they are 
eaſily taken when they are afleep. The La- 
tines call this Animal Mus Afpinus. There are 
a great many in the Mountains of Switzerland. 
Chateauntere aeGrenaille tells us,that perſons that 
cannot fleep, or that are tormented with the 
Cholicir, fiad themſelves relieved by rubbing 
their beileys with their tat. 

Many Mountaineers ger Strumous ſwelling 
oy drinking Snow»-'vater, which by its crudity 
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11 quality, cauſes-the glandulous ſwelling about 
the throat. | 

' Mount Cen and little St. Bernard, are th 
principal paſſages of the Alps for Italy : Great 
Mount Cents 1s the ordinary Road of the Poſts cf 
France ; and little Mount Cen is a ſhorter way, 
but more uneaſie. We find there the invention 
of a ſort of Sled, on which a man ſitting, ad- 
vances in leſs than halt a quarter of an hour a 
league, by ſliding on the Snow from the top of 
the Mountain to the bottom. There are per- 
ſons trained to this exerciſe called Sled-drivers, 
who guide the Sled by ſtopping it when it is 
neceſſary, with a great Prong of iron, which 
they fix in the way. On the top of the Mours 
tain there are houſes which they call the Ramaſs, 
where the Sled-drivers are, by whom men cauſe 


" themſelves to be driven on a Sled when they 


- go to Laſneburg. 


We find on the right hand the Chappel into 
which thoſe perſons are carried who are killed 
by the extremity of the cold in their Journey, 
and on whom is found no mark of their Relij- 
gion. When perſons fo killed are diſcovered 
to be Catholicks, they are buried in the next 
Catholick Church-yard : It they are Prote- 
ſtants, they are carried into the next Church- 
yard of theirs. 'Thoſe that go into this Chap- 
pel, fancy they are in the Kingdom of the Dead; 
the Air is fo ſubtile, that thoſe bodies do not 
putrifie ; there are many of them entire, with 
| their 
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their fleſh, skin, and hair, without having chan. | 
ged but a very little of their colour. They ar | 
placed in order upright againſt the walls | 
this Chappel, a place of ſadneſs and melancholy. 
Mount St. Gothard, which is the paſſage from 
Switzerland, has alſo a Chappel of perſons fro 
zen to death : Our Lady of Laghette 1s very fa 
mous, two leagues from Nzce. The greateſ 
part of the Tombs of the Dukes of Savoy, ar: 

in the rich Abbey of Faute-combe, on the Lake 
Bourget. 

The Dominions of this Prince may be ſeven. 
ty leagues in length, and thirty or forty in 
breadth ; and in ſome parts above fifty. Spain 
would have ſwallowed them up in the minority 
of Charles Emanuel the Secend ; but France op- 
poſing it, made them pive over the Attempt. 

His Royal Highneſs has four houſes of plea 
ſure about 7urin, which muſt not be forgotten, 
t> wit, that de /a Grande YVenerie Royal, that of 
Valeutin, and thoſe of Mireflexr, and of Rovih. 
Purpurat muſt alſo be added to the number:Nor 
muſt we omit la Generale, which belongs to Pre- 
fident 7rachy a Miniſter of State, of a great un: | 
derſtanding, and equally zealous for the ſervice 
of his Prince. 

At the beginning of the year 1579, the Al- 
bot 4 Eftrade at his return from his Embaſſie 
from Yexice, where he reſided three years, was 
fent to this Court with the CharaQter of Emba{\- 
fadour of France : his entry was very ſolemn. | 
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He ſucceeded to Duke Y7/ars choſen for the Em» 
bafſie of Spain, where he formerly was; and the 
Marqueſs Ferrero was appointed Embaſſadour 
of Savoy with the molt Chriſtian King, 

The Ratification of the Marriage ot the Duke 
of Savoy with the Infanta of Portugal, was at 
Lisbone the 18th of Aug. 1679. ; 

The 19th of September following, the Sieur 
of the Red hat Deputy, and firſt Sydick of the 
Town of Geneva, accompanied with Sieur Pzt« 
tet and others, had Audience of Madam Royal, 
to give her fatisfation concerning ſome ſubjects 
of complaint that ſhe had made againſt that 
Town at the beginning of her Regency. He 
gave her to underſtand in a fine diſcourſe, how 
forry his Maſters were for all that had happen» 
ed ; that their intentions had never been to do 
any thing that was difagreeable to ſo great a 
Princeſs; and that they humbly ſupplrd her to 
forget all that was paſt, by a motion of Gene- 
roſity, and to let them feel the effes of her 
good will towards them. He addreſſed himfclf 
afterwards to his Royal Highneſs, and gave him 
ro underſtand the deſire the Town of Geneva 
had to merit his good will, and the part they 
took in the glory that the Prince acquired by 
his Marriage with the Z»fanta of Portugal, Heir- 
cls of ſo great a Kingdom. Theſe Deputies 
were preſented each, before their departure, 
with a Chiin of Gold.

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The Great Duke of Tuſcany. 


Coſmus the Third, Great Duke of Tuſcany, of 
the Houle of Medices, Cath. He'bears Or, with 
five Roundles, Gules, and one in cheif , 4zwre, 
charged with three Flower-de-luces, Or. 

This Prince is Son of Ferdinand the Second, 
& of Yittoria de la Rowere : he married the 19th 
of April 1661. by Proxie, the Princeſs Louzſe 
Marguerite of Orleans, Daughter of late Gaſton 
of France, Duke of Orleans, and of the deceaſed 
Marguerite of Lorain. Cardinal Bonzi pertor- 
med the Ceremony in the Chappel of the Low- 
vre. From this Marriage are iſſued two Prin- 
ces and a Princeſs. 

Amno 153%. Florerice changed its Popular 
Government into a Monarchical, under the au- 
chority of the Emperour Charles the Fifth, and 
had for Prince Alexander de Medices, Nephew 
to Pope Clement the Seventh. And Anno 1569, 
Pope Pus the Fifth gave to Coſmus, Succeſlor of 
Alexander, the Title of Great Duke of Tuſcany, 
tor having ſent into France bands of Souldjers 
againſt thoſe of the pretented Religion, the Au- 
thors of the firſt Wars of Religion; and made 
tim fee his Bulls executed. 

Florence is the Capital of the whole State 
on the-River Arze, and the place of abode of 
the Great Dukes. This To vn has two ſtron 
Caſtles and a Citadel. Th: Duke hives in the 

Palace, 
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Palace, on the Model of which that of Luxem- 
burg at Paris was built. Its Galleries are very 
curious and very rich ; there are ſeen in a Hall 
Chairs of ſilver, a Service of maſſie gold, two 
Spheres, the one of the Heavens, and the other 
of the Earth , both of caſt Braſs , artiſtically 
made ; the barrel of a Gun and its battery, cf 
Gold, made by one of its Dukes; great Can- 
dleſticks with teet of Amber; a great Load- 
ſtone : And in another Hall, a great many of 
the Works of 7:itian, of Michael Angelo, and of 
Raphael Urbin ; and an infinite number of 0- 
ther Wonders. The Garden contains many 
excellent Figures; thoſe of Adam and Eve are 
accompliſht Pieces : it has large and beautiful 
Walks, excellent Knots, large Trecs, pleaſant 
Fountains, great Ciſterns, and fine Flowers. 

The Chappel of St. Laurence is the Mauſoleum 


; of the Dukes ; it is very large, and of a 


round figure; in the inſide they have not ſpa- 
red Jaſper, Porphire, Alabaſter, Pearls, &c. the 
outſide 1s of the faireſt Marble that could be 
got. Under the Chappel is the Vault, where 
are many Tombs. In the Chappel is placed a 
Tabernacle made of Saphirs, Diamonds, Eme- 
ralds, and Rubies, which was formerly kept in 
a Cabinet in one of the Great Dukes Gal- 
ſeries, and dazeled the eyes of the SpeCta- 
tors.

The Cathedral Church 1s dedicated to 
St. Vigil; it 1s built of great Free-ſtone, even 
to its high Steeple : its Canons are all of No- 
ble extraCtion, and have the right of chuſing 
their Biſhop. The Town of Trent, beſides its 
Antiquity, is famous throughout the World tor 
its General and Oecumenical Council held under 
three Popes.

The Greek furlong is likewiſe of 25 Geome- 
trical paces. | 

The Egyptians meaſure their leagues by 
Schaenes or turlongs. 

The Mogals by Coſſes, which are of 1500 
Paces. 

The Perſtaus by Paraſanga's, which are 30 
turlongs. Authors differ about the meaſure of 
Paraſanga's. 

The Chineſe league is of 2500 paces. 

Antonius, Andrew Reſendius, Gretſerus, Me- 
rula, Rabbi Benjamin, Count de Brinne, YVeter de 
la Vallee a Roman Gentleman, John Baptiſta de 
Rocole, and others, have made 1t7nerartes. 

Some Aſtrologers ſpeaking of Leagues, have 
taken occaſion to ſay, that the Sun goes in an 
hour 29092 1 leagues of the greateſt of France. 
According to this computation, he muſt go as 
quick or ſwifter than an Arrow out of a Bow, 
or as a Bullet ſhot out of a Musket, by realon 
of the greatneſs of the way he paſſes day and 


night. 
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On this ground it has been aſſerted , that 
in caſe a Carrier could go poſt from the Earth 
to Heaven, he would not reach to the Starry 
Heaven in 1 300 years, if he went not more than 
16 or 17 German leagues each day. 

Heſiod fays in his Theogonia, that it would 
require nine days and nine nights for an Anvil 
of Iron to tall from the Heaven of the Moon to 
the Earth, and that it would arrive on it the 


tenth. Let us leave the conſideration of theſe * 


matters to Aſtrologers.

Crowned at Rheims the Se- 
ventl1 ot F4ne,1654. & was Married at St.Fohxs 
de T.uz, An. 1660. the Ninth of June, to Mary 
Thereſa 5 Auſtrich, Infanta of Spain, Daughter 
of Philip the Fourth, and of Elizabeth of France, 
This g at Princels is a Mirrour of Piety, and 
the Mother of the People. Thoſe that have 
the honour to behold her Countenance , have 
the happineſs to find thereall the Graces which 
have taken pleaſure to ſeat themſelves in it. 
The Twenty fourth of Auguſt of the fame 
year, their Majeſties made their Royal Entry in- 
to Paris, accompanyed with Princes, Ambaſla- 
dors , and Forreign Miniſters, with all the 
Pomp and Magnificence imaginable. Heaven 
has bleſt this Marriage by the Birth of Mon- 
ſeigneur le Dauphin. 
Lowis is the Moſt Chriſtian King,and the Eldeſt 
Son of the Church. 
He has for Motto, Confiliis armiſque potens. 
And alfo this, Nec pluribus Impar. 
He bears Azure Three Flower de-luces, Or, 
| which 
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which formerly were Seme, or without num. | 


ber, and reduced to Three by Charles the Sixth 
The Scatcheon is Environed with the Collars of 
The Orders of S. Michael,and of the Foly Ghoſt, 


Enfigned with a Helmet , Or , entirely open, , 
thereon a Crown cloſed after the manner of an : 


Imperial Crown , with eight in arched Rayes, 


topt with a double Flower-de-luce ; and this is , 


the Creſt : for Supporters, two Angels habited 
as Levites, the whole under a Pavilion Royal, 
Seme of France, Lined Ermines , with theſe 
words, Ex omnibus floribus elegi mihi Lilium. Li- 
lia non laboraut neque nent. 

Theſe terms, The Lillies do not ſpin, import, 
That the Flower. de-luces, which repreſent the 
Crown of France,never fall to the Diſtafi,G& that 
the Female Sex cannot inherit according to the 
Salick Law; asit 15 amongſt the Chaldeans, F. 
gyptians, Perfrans, Chineſes, Turks, Tartars, and 
Parthians. Women have ſometimes ſucceeded 
in Spain, England, Sicily, and in Sweden ; but 
z3ever 1n Fraxce. 

The Armz of Navarre are Gules , Chains of 
Gold interlaced, parted into Orles, Pales, Feſſes, 
Connterbands, or Saltiers. 

The Livery of the moſt Chriſtian King is of 
a Blew colour. 

Tins Monarch has a Phyſiognomy more Di- 
vine than Humane , which moves a moſt pro- 
found reipect; and we perceive in his Counte- 
nance a ſweetneſs which tempers his Majeſty : 

he 
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he is gifted with the Sublime Science of Go- 
verning ; he 1s another Solomon,in rendrivg the 
Oracles of his Judgments. Mounting on 
Horſeback , he puts himſelf in the head of his 
Armies , which he conducts as another Davzd, 
or as another Alexander the Great ; whoſe pre- 
ſence 1umports more than Millions of Captains, 
and an entire Army. He takes whole Provin- 
ces in all ſeaſons, and in a day Four Towns toge- 
ther : there is little difference with him betwixt 
the Deſign and the Execution : what has he nct 
done betore theſe important places, Lille , Ma» 


ftrich, Valenciennes, Cambray, Gaunt, pres, and 


others,tor their reducement ? He has performed 
the Office of a General, and of a Captain, and 
has toyled as a ſimple Souldier. He has been 
all at once King, General of an Army, Marſhal 
of the Camp, Sergeant of the Battel, Captain, 
Souldier, Engineer, and Cannoneer. He holds 
all his Enemies play ; and the more he has, the 
more he puts to the Rout. He has gotten ſo 
many Palms and Laurels, that the fires of joy 
and publick rejoycings have ſhewn themſelves 
throughout the whole Kingdom. His Adven- 
tures are a Concatenation of Victories , 'Tri- 
umphs and Prodigies. He is worthy the Em- 
pire of the whole Earth : the great Armies 
which he keeps on foot , and his yearly Reve- 
Rue above one hundred Millions , render him 
tormidable to the oppoſers of his glory. We 
are ſheltered under his Royal Mantle ſeme de Ls, 

| which 
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which is ſo long and large, that it is capable of 
giving ſhelterand ſecurity, not only to his own 
State, ' but alſo to Forreigners. 

If the Kings of Spain glory in the Title of 
Catholick, the Kings of France merited it before 
them. Philip de Yalos was honoured with it, 
An. 1329. tor having upheld the Eccleſiaſtical 
Juriſdi&tion : Its Lois the Great particularly, 
who extends Chriſtianity even into the new 
world by his care, in maintaining Evangelical 
Labourers, where they cry , Yive le Roy de 
France. 

We ſhall obſerve here , that this cuſtom of 
crying Vive le Roy, comes from the Hebrews : 
when Solomon was proclaimed King by the 
ſound of the Trumpet, the people cry'd often, 
Let the Xing live. On this occaſion the Romans 
eryed at the Proclamation of their Emperours, 
The Gods proteft and keep you for ever. Froiſſard 
and Enguerand de Monſtrelet , cited by Peter de 
Romuald, (ay, that it is not yet 200 years ſince 
that in France , inſtead of crying Yive le Roy, 
they cryed Noe/, Nee! ; that 1s, as though they 
ſaid Zoſanna , which ſignifies Salus & Gloria : 
Bleſſed be him that comes in the Name of the 
Lord. It's to the Kings of France that Heaven 
ſent the Joly Vial tor their Conſecration, in the 
ns of Clovis : An ancient Poet made theſe 

erſes on this Subject. 
Remigius ſacris Regem dum lavit in undis, 
Attulit e ſacro Chriſma Columba pol. 
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It is thoſe who have the power and vertue of 
curing the XFings Evil , by the touch of their 
Royal hands, and making the fign of the Croſs 
on the Patient, and faying, The King touches,and 
God cures. How redoubtable to Infidels has 
been the Royal Standart, or Banner, which ſome 
think to have been ſent from Heaven to Clovis / 
I ſhall ſay no more ; the ſplendour of-the Maje- 
ſty of Lows the Great dazles me : I have not 
the Eyes of an Eagle to look fixtly on the Sun. 
I ſhall onely add lomething concerning the E- 
ducation of Monſieur le Dauphin. 


The Dolphin of France, and his Marriage. 


His Prince came into the workd the firſt 

day of November, 1651. The King has 
enlightned the ſteps of his youth, and has given 
hima meet Education , and inſpired into him, 
that he muſt never be Abſolute but in Reafon 
and Juſtice. Theſe are the firm Pillars of a 
State. His Majcſty conſidering that 1t 1s to in- 
tect the head of a publick Fountain , to corrupt 
the Soul of a Prince that may one day be fea- 
ted on the Throne ; for this reaſon removes 
trom his company Flatterers and Libertines, 
wao might render obſcure rhe precious gifts 
and rare qualities which Heaven pours with full 
hands on this Royal Soul ; which rejoyces 
France , which increaſes every day more and 
more, by the noble cares,by the high lghts,and 
by 
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by the incomparable Conduct of the Illuſtrious 
Perfons who have governed andinſtructed him, 
This Prince in his Oricnt is the admiration of 
the whole Court, of Ambaſſadors and of For: 
reign Miniſters ; and will be oneday the Mode] 


of the greateſt Heroes. We fee this Divine | 


Plant to grow and riſe it felt every day to the 
admiration and glory of France , and of the 
Church. Anno 1668, Pope Clement the Ninth 
fent into France Prince Lo#1is, Cardinal Deacon, 
Duke of Yexdome, Legat a Latere, to Lois the 


Fourteenth, tor the Sokemmity and Ceremony of 


the Baptiſm of Monſteur le Dauphin. His Ho- 
lineſs was Godfather , and he was named Low1:s 
Auguſt. This Prince has Married the Electoral 


Princeſs of Bavaria, Mary- Ann-Vittoir-Chriſtian, 


People admire her Perfe&tions-, the excellency 
of her Underſtanding, her Majeſtick Air , the 
evennets of her Humour, and generally all the 
excellent qualities that ſhe poſictles ; which yet, 
as eminent as they are , are much beneath the 


Chriſtian Vertues wherewith her fair Soul is 


endowed. This great Princeſs wil give her 
Spouſe Hetrs to the Crown, and he in exchange 
will Crown her with Palms and Laurels. The 
Church and the State will gather the fruits of 
Glory and of Benediction. The 7th of March, 
1680, Cardinal Be#i/on, great Almoncr of 
France , gave them the ſecond Benediction of 
Marriage at Chalons 0!

O-fiear the only Brother of the King, did 
not fail to ſignalize his Courage before 


| Life and Maſtrich when they were reduced,and 


totake Towns on other occaſions. Betore he 
reduced $?. Omer to the Kings Obedience , he 
ſurpaſt himſelf on the eleventh of Aprzl of the 
year 1677. at the Battle which he fought at 
Caſſel, being aſſiſted by the Marſhals 4 FZumie- 
resand ds Luxembourg ; where he gained a ve- 
ry great and very famous Vittory cer the Spa- 
aiſh and Datch Troops commanded by the 
Prince of Orange. The Chevalier de Lorain was 
always near his perſon in the Fight ; and his 
Brother the Chevalier d Farcourt may be lookt 
upon as a ſecond David , after having killed at 
the Battle of Raab the Turkiſh Goliah , who 
inſolently inſulted over the Criftian Army. 
Caſſel 1s known in Hiſtory to have been the 
field of Battle of three Sons of Fraxce, all cal- 
led Philip; the firſt was overcome , the other 
two were Conquerers. 

This laſt and glorious day was remarkable 
for many ſingular actions : the Cavalry contri- 
buted extreamly by their vigour , to the gain- 
ing of this great Battle : they had the advan- 

G tage 
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tage to give the beginning to the Victory,over- 
throwing at firſt onſet the letr Wing of the Ene. 
my. We may fay that the firſt Squadron,com- 
poſed of Scotch and Engliſh, was nor of thoſe 
that ſignalized themſelves leaſt, by the advan- 
tage it nad to begin, and almoſt to end this " 
great day ; it was led by the Compt de Broe, 
more known by the name de la Guette. His 
firmneſs was like to have coſt him his lite in the 
Iait Charge ; his fole Squadron,which was well 
kept in order, being atrackt by five Squadrons 
ot the Enemy. This Count , Captain-Lieute- 
nant of the Engliſh Souldiery for his molt 
Chriſtian Majeſty , was very fortunare, in that 
it coſt him but his liberty : ev'n his Enemies 
rendred Juſtice to his Merit , by treating him 
* withas much Civility as he could wiſh. The 
Musketeers came very ſealonably at the inſtant 
that the Victory hanged in doubt ; they made 
themſelves Maſters of the Barricado of Caſſel. 
The Commander de Fourbin , whoſe Tlluſtrious 
and Ancient Houſe has turniſht great Captains 
and learned Politicians to the State, whom 
our Kings have careſſed and honoured with the 
greateſtEmploys of the Kingdom,and foefteem- 
ed them, that they have been pleaſed to have 
them for their faſety as well as for their Coun 
cel near their Royal perſons ; it's the Elogy of 
their Family, 7he Wiſe and Valiant Fourbins ;' 
gave a teſtimony of both in this dangerous and 
1mportant occaſion : and his Majeſty ſhewed his ' 
gencrous | 
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generousacknowledgment, by the reception he 
made him at his glorious return , even to give 
him his Piture which he took from his arm ; 
and which the Sieur Commander Captain- 
Lieutenant of the firſt Company had more in 
his heart than all the Pictures that could be 

iven him. The Sieur de Hautfaye, Lord of 
; no} Captain-Licutenant of the ſecond Com- 
pany, did his part well there. The Chevalier 
ze Luſſan in this famous Battle loſt one Arm by 
a Cannon-ſhot , in the ſervice of his King and 
Country.

LL the Towns of the Kingdom govern 
themſelves according to the motion of 
that of Paris, which they look on as the Pri- 


| mm Mobile, and as the Capital. It is Royal, 


Sacerdotal, and the ſcat of the Prophets , and 
one of the greateſt and moſt famous of all Chri- 
ſtendom. They count 1n this famous City, a 
Million and a half of perſons : the pleaſant 
River Sein pailes through the midit of it , and 
wreſts itſelf in and out at parting from it , as 
though it were unwilling to leave it : and to 
render it yet more agreeable, the River Ozrques 
s brought to it, to ſupply the Trenches on, 
the ſide of Montmartre , by the cares of S:eur 
de Manſe , Treaſurer-General of the Royal 
Hunting and Hawking. Saint Denis Conlecra- 


| ted there the Churches of Sz. Steven of the 


Greeks, that of Noſtre Dame des Champs , and 
that of Sr. Bennet of the Univerſity , which 
was called before of the Trinity : thole of Sz.De- 
"is, of Charters, and of St.Symphorien, are very 
ancient. 

Phillip the Second , called Auge/t , made an 
end of Building the great and ttately Temple 
of Noſtre Dame, about the year 1200. Its 
Structure 15 admirable ; this Cathedral Church 
contains ſixty fix farhom in length, twenty 


four inbreadth, and ſeventeen in heighth ; one 
H 4 hundred 
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hundred and twenty Pillars, forty five Chap. 
pels, a great many doors ; over the three chief 
there are twenty eight Statues of Kings of 
Fraxce,& of the holy Myſteries of our Religion, 
which excites the Piety of the faithful. Ther 
are-three hundred cighty nine ſteps to the plac 
where the Bells are ; the Towers are thirty four 
fathom in heighth above the Earth. This place| 
is lookt upon as the loweſt of Paris : the Office 
1s there celebrated after a Divine manner ; Mt 
racles are there wrought ; Matins are ſung at] 
Midnight : fix of 1ts Canons have been Popes 
to wit,Gregory the Ninth, Adrian the Fifth, Bt 
niface the Eighth, Innocent the Sixth, Gregory th: 
Eleventh, and Clement the Seaventh : fitteen or 
{1xteen Canons of the ſame Church have been 
Cardinals. Abbot Parfait,the ancienteſt Canon 
of this Church, has compoſed a fine Book, con- 
taining the number of Popes, Cardinals , Bj- 
ſhops, and Archbiſhops that this Metropolis has | 
attorded, and other fingularities ſince Sr. De- 


mis, to Meſſire Francis de Harlay Ae Chan- 


valon. The late Dean, Meſiie Fohn de Contes, 
Counſellor of State in ordinary , conſummated 
in the practice of the Church, has often gover- 
ned this Dioceſs to the fatisfa&tion of all men. 
He dyed full of years, the fourth of July, 1679. 
His moſt worthy Nephew, Abbot Mony , who 
walks in his ſteps, ſucceeded him as Heir to his 
Vertues: his Actions are accompanied with 
twectneſs , prudence , gravity , and modeſty. 

His 
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His Brother Abbot Bongueret , Canon in the 
ame Church , 1s very learned in the Science of 
the Canon-Law. This Chapter is a Nurſery of 
Biſhops. 

This City contains Eleven Chapters, a great 
number of very tair Pariſhes, whereof ſome 
are equal to gocd Biſhopricks ; above ſixty 
Colledges : it was once propos'd to have them 
reduced to ſix, becauſe many of them are one- 
e&y'd, fo call'd, becauſe there is nothing done in 
them,as in many other Kingdoms. 

* This Town contains alſo an infinite number 
of Religious Houſes, excellent Fountains, Aque- 
duds, many Bridges, amongſt which Pont-xenf, 
which is all of ſtone, ſurpatles all the reſt. We 
ke in the midſt of it a Monarch, who was in 
three rang'd Battles which he gain'd , in thirty. 
three Reficounters, in an hundred and fort 
fights, and in three hundred Sieges of ſeveral 
places;it's Zenry the 4th,excellently repreſented 
on a Horſe of caſt Copper, and at the end of it 
the Clock of the fair Fountain of the Samaritan: 
and Lozis the Thirteenth , on another Horſe oi 
caſt Copper, with excellent Deviſes on the Pe- 
deſtal, in the midſt of the Place Royal,which is 
one of its ornaments , with the Queens Tour. 
The Place Royal was begun to be built, 4nxo 
1604. It's there where Coaches go the Tour, 
where they run the Ring, and uſe other publick 
Divertiſements. The new Zotel Royal of diia- 
bled men , called otherwiſe the Zotel of Mars, 
as 
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as large as a Town, built for the place of reſi. 
dence and entertainment of Souldiers that are 
laned and diſmembred in the Army, for the 
ſervice of the State, is a Monument of the ac- 
knowledgment and gratitude of Lewis the 
Fourteenth, and a {abject of the great care that 
the 'Varqueſs de Lowvois has taken for the per- 
f:tion of this Work. 'The Fort of the Obſerva- 
tory for Aſtronomers is worthy conſideration. 

Before that part of S?.Germains , formerly 
called le Fauxbourg St.Germain des Prez , and 
others were taken into the Town, there were 
counted twenty four doors: that of Saint A- 
thony is Royal, the figure of the King on Horle- 
back is over the 'Triumphal Arch. The late 
Abbot de Bourzaix thought that the Deviſes of 
this great Monument raiſed in the honour of 
Lowis le Grand, thould have been Latine ; al- 
leadging,that the Latine "Tongue 1s the Tongue 
or Religion, the Tongue of the Altar, and of 
the Hoiy Ghoſt, and many other reaſons. The 
Siteur Charpentier of the French Academy ta- 
king another way , maintains that they ought 
to bs in our Tongue,in his Book intituled , De- 
fenſe de la Langue Francoiſe pour Iinſcription ae 
Parc de Triumphe, 

Thc fame Town of Parzes 1s honoured with 
the firſt Parliament of the Kingdom : 1t 15 the 
Court of the Pcers where our Kings have their 
Throne oi Juſtice.

The Seculars and Regulars are 
 comparcd to two Beams, which uphold the E- 
difice of the Houſe of God. The Abbor Cogue- 
| lin,Doctor of the Houſe and Society of Sorboxe, 
Canon of the Church of Paris, tormerly Curar 
of St.Mederic, and Prior of Sorbone , was made 
Ciancellour of the Univerſity un the Month of 
May of the year 1679. We promule our ſelves 
great things from him , by reaſon of his emi- 
nent Learning and rare Eloquence, whereof he 
has given , anddaily gives maniteſt proofs, in 
rhe 
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the firſt Chairs of Paris. To raiſe the dignity 
of his Charge of Chancellour, and the merit of 
his Perſon , there is nought wanting to him! 
but that he occapy for ſome time the Chair of| 
the Lowvre. Beſides his being a great Orator| 
(which isa particular Taient)and a great School. I 
man, he isalſo a great Hiſtorian , and skilfu| 
in the Oriental Tongues. He has outdone all 
his other knowledges by the Voyages he has| 
made, after the example of another Dedalu, | 
Melampius, Pythagoras, Flomer, and others. 
Pecrleſs Paris 1s particularly embelliſht with 
the Palace des Tuilleries, the Lowvre, the Palace 
ot Luxembourg, the Palace Royal, (theſe two laſt 
have changed their names) with the FZoſtel de 
Conde, de Conti, de Soiſſons, with the Hoſtel d: 
Guife , with that of the Grand Prior of France 
in the Temple , with that of Angouleme, of Van: 
dome, of Palace Mazarin, and of the Houſes ad- 
jacent, with a good Arſeral, and the Baſti/e, the 
Fiotel de Ville , the Palace where Juſtice is ad- 
miniſtred : the Hotel of St.Paul, recommen- 
dable tor its Antiquity, and for having been the 
place of Reſidence of ſome of the firſt Kings of 
France ; with the Fotels of Lorrain, of Turenne, 
of Sully, of Mayenne, of Leſdiguiere, of Elbeuf, 
of Matignon, of the Houſes of la Baziniere, and 
of Guenegaud; of that of the Maſter of Requeſts, 
Amelot Biſeul, in the Marſh of the Temple,and 
with an infinite number of others; with two 
high and great Towers af the Church of Noſtre- 
Dame, 
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Dame,the Steeple of the holy Chappel of the Pa- 
lace, that of S?.Facques de la Boucherie,the Tow- 
ers and Steeples of St.Genevieve, of St.Germain 
des Pres, and of St.Vittor ; with many Coupula's, 
with the Dome of the Church of Sorbove, the 
Dome of Val de Grace , the Dome of the Jeſuits 
of St. Loiiis, the Dome of the Religious Women, 

of the Aſſumption,and with that ot the Colledge 

of the Four Nations , founded by Cardinal Ja- 
lius Mazarin. We mult obſerve,that during this 
laſt War,they have not forborn to enlarge their 


ſtreets. 


Colledge Mazarin, its Inſtitution, Library, and 
Academy. 


His Colledge was Inſtituted for the main- 
tenance of Sixty Scholars, Sons of Gen» 
tlemen, who are there to be Lodged , Dieted, 
and Taught gratis ; whereof fifteen, according 
as it is expreſt in the Foundation, muſt be 
of Pignerol, and of the Territories and Valleys 
adjacent, and of the Eccleſiaſtical State ; fif- 
teen of the Country of A//atia, and other con- 
tiguous Countries of Germany; twenty of the 
Country of Flanders, Artos, Hainault, and Lux- 


embourg ; and ten of the Country of Rowſſllon, 


Conflant , and Sardaigne. In detault of Gen- 
tlemen, the Children of the chict Bourgers of 
the ſaid Towns and Countries are to be received. 


Fifteen perſons muſt be drawn from the Col- 
ledge 
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ledge for the Academy , without any diſtin. | \ 
on of the Countries mentioned. 

The Colledge muſt be governed by the Do. © 
tors of the Houſe of Sorboxe ; amongſt which | 
there are to be four Inſpectors, one Grand-Ma. | 
{ter, Twelve of the Ancienteſt Do&tors, who | 
are to be under the InſpeCtors and grandMaſter. 
Ali Claſſes are to be gone through there,except 
that of Divinity : the Scholars of cach are to be 
Governed by the Principals and Sub-principals | 
eſtabliſht for their Nation. 

There will be in the Academy a Gentleman, 
a Dancing-Maſter, a Fencing-Maſter, a Vault- 
ing-Maſter, a Maſter of the Mathematicks,and | 
neceſſary ſervants. 

The Abbey of Sz.Michel in  Ferm, ſeated 
in Poitos, 1s attigned for the maintenance of the 
Colledge and Academy ; © with many great 
Houſes tor the reception of: Coaches, lying in 
the ftreet Mazarin,and others. 

The Library was judged very curious by the 
Kings of Exglandand Denmark : theie two Prin- 
ccs faw 1t 1n the Palace 'Mazarin, whence it was 
tranſported into the Colledge. His Majeſty of 
Denmark cauſed his: to be bail atter the model 
of that : it is long, wide, and very high; 'and 
admits a great deal of light., and has: the pro- 
ſpe of the Louvre, and the Seize : it will be 
open twice a week toall perfonsof Learning,on 
ſuch days as ſhall be thought kt ; as that of the 
Abbey of Sz.Yifor , which is publick on Mun- 

davs, 
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days, Wedneſdays, and Saturdays, and which is 
famous. The Library Mazarin contains 30000 
Volumes : there are in it the chiet Books of the 
Proteſtants. 

Cardinal Mazarin made this pious and grand 
Foundation for many reaſons ; amongſt others, 
for rendring the Inhabitants of the Conquered 
Countries before-mentioned, as well French in 
their Heart as by Nation. 

Divine Providence having preſcribed | - 
mits to the life of all men, the Founder of this 
Colledge dyed at Vincennes the ninth of March, 
166x , in the fifty one year of hisage. His 
Heart repoſes in the Church of the 7heatins ; 
his Body will be transfcrred from the Church of 
Vincennes, into the Church of the'faid Colledge, 
when Maſs comes to be celebrated in it ; and it 
will be placed in a magnificent Mauſolzum,there 
to wait the general Reſurrection. 

In the Month of May of the year 167 7,0n the 
Porch of the Church of Coledge Mazarin were 
placed on the Pedeſtals of the Body of it,advan- 
ced from the front over {quarePillars &Pilaſters, 
the four Evangeliſts ; St. Matthew, St. Mark, St. 
Luke, and St.Fohn, with their Attributes. On 
the right hand backward , on the like Pedeſlals, 
the four DoC&tors of the Greek Church, accor- 
ding to their place ; Sr.Bafil, St. Athanaſius, St. 
Jehn Chryſoſtome , and St.Gregory of Nazianze : 
and on the left hand, the four Doctors of the 


Latin Church ; Sz.Gregory the Great,$t Ambroſe, 
Sr. 
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St. Auſtin andSt.Fierome. According to theOrder * 


of time in which they lived,we range the Greeks 


thus : St. Athanaſtus,St.Bafil, St.Gregory of Nazi-, |: 
anze, and St. Fohn Chryſoſtom: 1n the Latine | 
Church, Sz. Ambroſe, St. Hierome, St. Auſtin, and | 


St.Gregory. In placing the figures, they have 
gone according to dignity. 

They fay that the Efigzes of Lows the Great 
will be placed betore this Colledge , in a great 
Place which will be called Dukal. 

This Colledge is incorporated to the Univer- 
ſity, with all its rights and priviledges. 

The Sieurs Foucaut, le Foiiyn, and Mariage, 
have taken much pains for perfecting this Col- 
ledge.

In the midit of this Gallery is plac'd a large 
ſheet of Velam in Minature, fet in a frame, 
which contains the Genealogy of the Bourbons, 
from St. Lozis to the year 1679; and on the 
back part ot the Velam are repreſented the 
Combats, Rencounters, Sicges, Battels, and Vi- 
ftories gain'd by the Prince of Conde Lois de 
Bourbon. 

Amonglt tome Pictures that adorn the Chap- 
pel, that which is againſt the Altar 1s accom- 
pliſht ; and to expreſs the thing better, it's a 
conſummated piece of work, or a Maſter-picce 
repreſenting the ſeven Sacraments of the 
Church : the Archduke Leopold admiring this 
Piece, would have given a thouſand Piſtols for 
it it the Maſter would have fold it him.

The 
place where the Waters part, or the Reſerver, is 
as large as the Place Royal at Paris. The Wa. 
ters are kept by two ſtrong and thick Walls, in 
which are great Cocks that are open'd with wic- 
ketsto give a paſlage to the great Ceſtern mad: 
of an oCtangular figure. 

Purſuant to this Enterprize there are made 
ten Bridges, thirty five Mills,and a hundred and 
fourteen Sluces. 

The new Port made under Cape Sette, is ſci- 
tuate in the Dioceſs of Agde ; two Moles will in- 
compals it, which iſſue trom the firm Land, w1z.

This deſigne alſo fail'd of ſucceſs ; but 
this here will not prove abortive: and though 
nine or ten years have been employ'd already 
to do what 1s done, we muſt make uſe of the 
Proverb, Sat cito, f: ſat bene; Things are foon 
enough done, that are well done. The Mo- 
ther of Fercules was a whole night in bringing 
him forth. 

They go of hte conveniently from Caſte/- 
uaudary 1o far as Toloſe, which are two Towns 
diſtant trom each other ten leagues of Province, 
which equaltwenty of the /ſſe of France. When 
we go by land, at Baſtide we begin to find the 
great Channel of the communication oi the two 
Seas.

The Saoxe, the Doux, the Lizazre, the Gardan, 


the Derance, and other Rivers, enter into it. 


The Lyire takes its origine at the foot O! 
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* Mount Gerbier of Fou in the Pariſh of $. Martial 


of the Dioceſs of Yiviers ; it is call'd by this 
name from a Country-houle near its ſource cal- 
led Loire, which is in the Pariſh of St. Falalie 
of the ſame Dioccls, five Icagues from the Town 
of Pardeles in YVivarez, and fix from that of 4 
Pay in Yelay. It caits forth water at its riſe as 
big as a mans thigh. Mount Gerbier 1s lo call'd 
becauſe it has the tigure of 2 Gerbzer, that is, a 
ſlack of Corn. Thoſe are in an crrour who at- 
firm the origine of the Lozre to be 1n Sevenes,be- 
cauſe Sevenes is not Vivarez, though contiguous 
to it; neither 1s Y7varez, Sevenes, or Velay, 
Theſe three Regions are entirely diſtinct, and are 
25 it were little Provinccs that are incorporated 
in that of Lazgzedoc. The Loire paſles at Ro- 
anne, Nevers, la Charitc, Gien, Gergeau, Orleans, 
Blois, Amboiſe, Tours, Saumar, Nantes, and at the 
Bridge of Ce. This River 1s the longeſt of the 
Kingdom ; it carrics Veſlcls about a hundred 
and ſixty leagues from Roape, as far as Names, 
or to Brevian. It it be not very deep, it 15

Rotien, and at Pont de Larche. Its Rivers are 
the Marne, Tonne, the Oyſe, the Ayne, the Eure, 
and others. The Ayze enters into the Oyſe; the 
River call'd the Loire paſſes at Mont argis,and re- 
ceives the Channel of Briare, for the communt 
cation of the Loin and the Seize tor Paris. This 
Channel was made under Henry the Fourth. 

The Garonne iſſues from the Pyrenean Moun- 
tains near a place call'd Gadeloup : Its ſource is 
aftirm'd to be in the little Valley of Aran. It 
paſics at 7oloſe, at Moiſſac, Agen, Marmande, Ca- 
dillac, and at Bourdeaux. Its Rivers are the 
Tarn, the Lot, and the Pordogne. 


The Epithetes of theſe four Rivers are

It is known by tradition that Reza being come 
thither from Gayxges to preacit lus new Dotrine, 
he was expelled by that Lord.

preſent Baron, formerly one of the Kings Coun. 
ſellours in his Court of Accounts, Tributes and

rou , Where there are Simples of a very great 
vertue : The Phyſitians of Montpelier go or. 
dinarily there every year a ſimpiing ; a mar 
is periumed when he patles through its Mea 
dow's all deckt with Flowers. There has beer 
found there ſometime an Herb which pulls of 
Horſes ſhoes, and which creatcs hunger in pet 
ſons that tread on it. The ancient Caſile « 
Roger, during the Wars of Religion, was a place 
of Refuge for the Catholicks thereabout : Thr 
Pretenders to Religion laid a heavie hand on i 
by demolithing a part of it two ſeveral times. 
It we nam'd in Bearn the Gave, and the Gare, 
it's becauſe there are two of them ; we may 
alio fay the Gandon and the Ganedon in Sevents 
and in Largxedoc, compos'd of many Streams 
and Rivers: One paſles at St. Fean de Gardoner:

{tred, and the Temple of Dzana, are moreover 
ancient Monuments of this Town, formerly a 
Colony of the Romans. 

Arles and Xaintes have alſo Amphitheaters, 
where many ſports were celebrated, and where 
men were made to fight with wild Beaſts. 

If the Fountains, of which TT ſpake even now, 
are publickly known, thoſe of Main and Mo 
friu 1n bas Languedoc, of Vic in Auvergne at the 
foot of a Mountain, of Yals in YV7varez, and at 
Fonſanche halt a league above Saxve, are Cx» 
treamly frequented jor their Medicinal and Pur- 
geative vertue : they are as good as thoſe of the 
Spaw and of Fms in Germany. 

The goodneſs of the Fountain of Y7c was diſ- 
cover'd by a Cow, which being the leaneſt of 
the Herd, became the faireſt and fatteſt, becauſe 
ſhe alone drank of that water. Amongſt the 
Medicinal Fountains of Yals, we ſee four that 
iffue from the fame Rock, and paſs through 
divers Minerals , producing different effects.

The Waters of Camarez 1n Ro#ergne are allo e- 
ſteemed. A value alſo is fet on the Waters of 
Sainte Reine in Burgundy, and on thoſe of For- 
es. The Baths of Baleruc four leagues from 
Montpellier, thoſe of Bagnols 1n —_ thoſe 
of Moxlins Alchambaut in Bourbonnois, and of 
Barege at the Pyreneans, are ſingular, they 
ſtrengthen, comfort, and cure many infirm per- 
ſons. There is ſeen in the ſcafon a great con- 
courſe of people. 

In the year of the World 2218. Axa the Son 
of Sebeon Prince of Seir, found firſt of all 
Springs of hot Water : he is the Inventor of 
Hot Baths, according as Torniel and the greateſt 
part of the Interpreters of Scripture, affirm.

Aris has had eighty ſeven Biſhops, and five 
Archbiſhops ; S. Dems was its firſt Biſhop. 
Pope Gregory the Fifteenth made this Town, 
being the Capital of the Kingdom, an Archbi- 
ſhoprick, at the requeſt of Loxis the Thirteenth, 
Jn. 1622. 

The firſt Archbiſhop was Meſlire Fean Fran- 
ow de Gondi, Commander of the Kings Or- 
ders. 

The ſecond , Cardinal de Retz Fean-Fran- 
os-Paul de Gondi, He was made Coadjutor 
of the Church of Paris Ay. 1643. and reſfign'd 
his Archbiſhoprick 4». 1661. into the Kings 
hands, who gave him the Abbey of S. Dems. 
He would have laid down his Cardinals Hat 
An. 1675. to retire himſelf from the World : 
the Pope and his Conſiſtory did not think it 
convenient, finding him neceſlary in the Cone 
chves; and it miſt bur little in one but he had 
been rais'd to the Soveraign Pontificate. He 
died the third Cardinal of his Houſe ; his Hat 
was of the nomination of France. 

The third, Meſlire Pierre de Marca : he was 
Councellor, and afterward Preſident of the Par- 
lament of Pas, Intendant of Juſtice, and Viſt- 
tor-General in Catalonia and Rouſſi/on, Biſhop of. 
Couſerans, Archbiſhop of Toloſe, and then atter- 
ward Miniſter of State, and Archbiſhop of Pa- 
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ris. He receiv'd the Bulls ſome days before his 
death, and did not occupy the See. This Great 
Perſon is buried under the Archiepiſcopal Chair 
His Book in folio De Concordza Sacredotii & In 
periz has been read by the Learned, and exam\. 
ned at Rome. 

The fourth, Meſlire Fardouin de Beaumont 
of Perefixe,a great defender of the Priviledges 
his Church, tormerly Tutor to Lows the Great, 
and Biſhop of Rhodez. He writ the Hiſtory of 
Fleury the Fourth, and has been very liberal in 
giving Alms : he gaveat one time ten thouſand 
Livres towards a Building tor the Prieſts of the 
Congregation and Miſſion of St. Lazarus at 
Paris, and during his Archiepiſcopacy aſliſted 
poor Gentlemen and others with his Revenue. 
This Prelate re-united the juriſdiction of all 
the faux-bourg S. Germain des Prez and other 
places, to the Archbiſhoprick of Pars, with an 
extraordinary vigour,by ſolemn Decrees. 

The fitth, Metlire Frances de Farlai de Chan- 
valon, Commander of the Kings Orders, Duke 
and Peer of France, and Purveyor of Sorbonne 
He was honoured with the Archbiſhoprick ot 
' Pars An. 1671. and created Duke and Peer of 
France An. 1674. It's the firſt of this See who 
has born the Title of Duke and Peer, which will 
paſs from him to his Succeſſors. He was be- 
tore Archbiſhop of Ro#ex, and Preſident 1n or- 
dinary of the Aſſemblies of the Clergy of France. 
He never permits any Pricſt to ſpeak to _ 
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with his Hat off, but himſelf is likewiſe unco- 
ver d,though he bea great Lord. 

- TheSufiragans of Paris are Chartres, Orleans, 
Meaux. 

Chartres has had a hundred and five Biſhops 
from S. Avent or Aventin (lome ſay Potentien) 
to Meſſire Ferdinand de Neufville de Villeroy, 
Counſcllor of State in Ordinary, tormerly Br 
ſhop of S. Malo. He was born at Rowe under 
the Embaſlte of his deceated Father, who caus'd 
the Statua of Henry the Great to be erected 
there. This great Prelate 1s deſcended from 
great Miniſters, who have been cherifht by our 
Kings, and who have govern'd the State with 
ſo much wiſdom and prudence. He has always 
had near him perſons of eminent Learning.

and firſt Almoner of the late Queen-Mother 
Anne ot Auſtria, whoſe Funeral-Oration he made 
at Paris in the head of the Clergy of Franc, 
and of all that is moſt Nlluſtrious in the King, 
dom, with the applauſe and admiration of all 
his Auditors. Hais rare Piety, his profound 
Learning, the long and important Services 
which he has rendred the Church and State, 

have rais'd him to this high Dignity. Has de- 
viſe is Sidus flos & lapis. There has been 
counted to the year 1560. fixty eight Biſhops 
of 41bi : the Abbot de Cam, who dayly pene 
trates Antiquity , has diſcover'd eight or ten 
more by reading the Councels and the Regiſter 
and Documents of the Metropolitan Church of 
Albi, whereof he has composd the Hiſtory 
His merit oblig'd the firſt Archbiſhop of 
this See, a lover of Learning and learned Per- 
ſons, to make him his great Vicar, and to ſend 
him on his behalf to afliſt in the Eſtates of Lay- 
guedoc of the year 1680.

This Archbiſhoprick 
betore the Wars was worth a hundred thoufand 
Livres of Rent.

He Archbyhops and Biſhops have Rank 

and Seat in the General Aſſemblies of 

the Clergy, according to the antiquity of their 
Conlecration. 

The Preiates which are Dukes and Peers of 
France, have the precedency above the others 
at the Ceremony of the Conſecration of the 
Kings, and in the Seats of Parliament, and en- 


ter with thcir Coaches into the Court of the 
Lowvre.

”T" He Clergy has two Agents General at 
& Þ Court to mind Eccefialtical attairs ; the 
Archbiſhops and Suftragan Biſhops name then: 
altzrnatively. They hold their Charge five 
years, becauſe at each General Aſſembly of the 
Clergy two are created, who are deputed cach 
by the Province which names at his turn. 
Meſſieurs the Abbots of Maretz Colbert and of 
Bezons, NoQors of Sorboune, were created A 
gents An. 1680. having Leen nominated the 
one by the Archbiſhop ot Rheims, and the other 
by him of Narhbonne. Bourges and Vienne gave 
Agents Ax. 1675. Itis oblerv'd that rhere 1s 
no Prelate who has been Agent-General ot the 
Clergy, but that he underſtands ailairs ; for as 
men do buſineis, ſo tuſinels makes men. 

The Clergy has alſo its Treaſurer, call'd 0- 
therwite Recelver-General. 

Thole that would know the continuation and 
ſuccellion of all the Archbiſhops and Biſhops ot 
France, muſt rcad a Book of a great Jabour in 
tour Volumes in Folie, compos'd by the Steurs 
de Sainte-Marthe, entituled Ga//ia Chriſtiana ; 
there are ſeen there a great number of Popes 
Bulls, the day of the creation of the Prelartes, 
their Qualities, their Arms, the names anda the 
number of Abbeys. This Work was printed 
An. 1656. and is worth a thouſand other Im 

preſiions 
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preffions. There is to be ſeen alſo another Book 
on this ſubject, which has tor Title Serzes Ep;ſ- 
coporum. Pierre Priſon has given the public 
Gallia Purpurata. 

Since ſome time the King ſeldom gives Arcl:- 
biſhopricks to Eccleſiaſtical perſons, it they are 
not actually Biſhops. 

Theſe Archbiſhopricks contain many Suflra- 
gans under them ; our Conqueſts increaſc the 
number. 

The ſole Province of Languedoc has had to 
this time twenty two Biſhops, and as many Ba- 
rons, entring yearly into the Eſtates. 

The Duke of Yernexil is Governour of this 
Province, the Marqueſs de Cauviſſon, the Comte 
de Roure, and the Marqueſs de Montanegue, are 
Licutenants General for the King ; and Me/- 
fire Zenry d' Agueſſau, Maſter of Requeſts, and 
Preſident of the Grand Council, 1s there Inten- 
dant of Juſtice, Polity, and Finances. He ſuc- 
ceeds Metlire Claude de Bezons Counſellor of 
Statein Ordinary, who liv'd there a long time, 
and who manag'd well the Kings affairs. 

We ſhall remark, in favour of this Province, 
that the Law of Aubeine or Eſcheatage has n9 
piace here by priviledge and exemption of the 
$129, nor 1n the YVicounty of Turenne. Laurence

The 19th of May 16758. Lowis the Fourteenth 
nominated Meftire Nicolas Potier Chevalier

Grenoble by the Dolphin Lows Son and Suc- 
ceſlor of Charles Je Bel, who confirm'd, Am 
1453. by his Letters-Patents, that which the 
Dolphin had done. Its firſt Preſident at this 
day 1s call'd Den le Goux ae la Berchere. 

Bourdeaux by Lois the Eleventh, An. 1 46: 
Bourdeaux and Grenoble ſit by turns. That 
Bourdeaux=was transferred ſome years fince 
ro Condom, and afterward to Marmande, tron 
Marmande- to /a Reole.

tary on the Prophet Eſay in folzo, which a great 
Pope honour'd with his eſteem, having faid that 
it belong'd to a Counſellor of State to explain 
another Counſellor of State. He has left 1 
poſthumous Work on Fob. 

Late Meſlire Jean de Meſgrignt Counſellor 
of State, was the firſt Preſident of this ſame 
Parliament. Meſlire Arnoul Marin Lord 
Chateneraye, occupies at preſent this Tribu 
nal. 

Rennes by Fenry the Second, An. 1553. This 
Parliament was transferr'd to Yannes, An.1675. 
Meſliire Louis Phelipeaux de Pont Chartran is vt 
preſent its firſt Preſident ; he ſucceeds Meſlirc 
Francois d' Argouges now Counſellor of State. 

Pau and Metz are the work of Lo#zs the 
Thirteenth. Pau was created An. 1620. and 
Metz An. 1633. Meſlire Bernard de a Vieis 
in the head of tne Parliament of Pay, we

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Meſlire Thomas de Bragelone at that of Metz. 
Tornai by Lows the Fourteenth, An. 1675. 
The Order of the Seſſion of Parliaments was 

regulated An. 1557. at the Eſtates General 

held at Paris under Henry the Second. . 
The firſt Prefident of each Parliament wears 

on his Cap two Galloons of Gold, and three 

Borders of Gold likewiſe on his Mantle, lin'd 

with Hermines on the backſide to diſtinguiſh 

him from other Preſidents of the Cap, who 
have but one on their Cap. The Preſidents, 
the Counſellors, and their Atturneys and Sol- 
licitors-general, wear red with trimmings of 
black Velvet, on the days of Ceremonies; the 

Hoods are lin'd with Hermines. The chiet Re- 

giſter, and the firſt Door-keeper, wear allo a 

red Robe ; this wears a Cap of Gold. 

There are in France ten Courts or Chambers 
of Accounts : The Towns where they are eſta- 
bliſht are Paris, Rotien, Dijon, Nantes, Mont- 
pellier, Grenoble, Aix, Pau, Blois, and Life 1n 
Flanders. That of Paris 1s very ancient ; its 
Preſidents, as alſo thoſe of the Grand Council, 
wear on the days of Ceremony a Robe of black 
Velvet. A book entituled L'Etat de /a France 
marks the Juriſdiction of all the Superiour 
Courts, and after what manner the Officers are 
cloath'd on folemndays. 

There are counted in the Kingdom twenty 
three Generalities, about an hundred ſixty four 
Elettions : There were counted three Chambers 
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of Edift ; that of Grenoble, that of Caſtelnaudayi 
which was before at Caſtres, and that of $t, 
Machairus formerly at Bordeaux ; they were 
incorporated in their Parliaments A». 1579. 

Theſe Chambers were inſtituted in favour of 
perſons of the pretended reform'd Religion, pur. 
ſuant to the Edicts of Pacification made 1n the 
years1576,1577,and 1578. This laſt 1s call'd 
che EdiCt of Nantes or of Fanuary. Theſe Courts 
or Chambers of Edict were called Mipartzes, be: 
cauſe they were compos'd of an equal number 
ot Maziſtrates Catholick, and of the pretendec 
Religion. 

Tne 22th of April 1666. the King ſet forth 
a Declaration which remov'd the aflairs of per- 
ſons converted to the Carholick Religion, from 
the Chamber of EdiCt of Caſtres to that of Gre- 
noble, becauſe many particular perſons conver- 
red to the Roman Catholick Religion com- 
plain'd that they could not hope for any Ju- 
ſtice in the Chamber of Edict of Caſtres. The 
Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and other Eccleſia- 
ſticks deputed in the General Aſſembly of the 
Clergy, carried their Complaints to his Maje- 
{ty the 8th of September 1579. The Cham- 
bers of Edi&t of Paris and of Rowen, were ſup- 
preſſed Ay. 1669. 

The Preſidential Seats are in a very great 
number : theſe are of a Juriſdi&tion of a vaſt 
extent; the Caſtelet at Paris, that of Toloſe, 
that of Lyons, that of Poitiers,, that of m___ 
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and that of Rzon in Auvergne. The Sevenes, 
Givodan, and Yrvarez, plead at the Preſidency of 
Niſmes, whereof the Marqueſs of Moyfrin is Se- 
neſchal. The Inhabitants of Yelaz have their 
Preſidential Seat in the Town of Pay.

Remarkable things of theſe times happening from 
the year 1672. to the beginning of 1680. 


Nno 1672. the 7th of April, there was 
publiſht at Pars the Kings Proclamation, 

by which his Majeſty declar'd War againſt the 
States General of the Yuited Provinces, both by 
Sea and Land. His Majeſty conquer'd in a lit- 
tle time on them above fifty-or ſixty places, as 
well Towns as Forts, and took a great number 
of Priſoners, without ſpeaking of the reduce- 
ment of three Provinces. By reaſon of theſe 
great Conqueſts it was deliberated in the G«zld- 
all of Amſterdam for carrying the Keys of their 
Town to the King ; of thirty ſix voices there 
were twenty ſeven. An ancient Burgomaſter, 
aſliſted with eight perſons of the contrary opi- 
nion, reverſt the Deliberation, and caus'd the 
dluces to be drawn up. After that they were 
drawn up they would have ſent this ancient 
O Bur=

Burgomaſter into Spain with the CharaCter of 
Embaſſadour ; he excuſed himſelf on the account 
of the weakneſs of his age. M. le Prince drew 
very near Amſterdam, and many perſons think 
that he had entred it, had it not been for the 
hurt he receiv'd in his hand at 7olhus, a place 
where the Rhine divides it ſelf, and where is 
built the famous Fort ofaSchenk. 

The 2.3 of the fame month and of the ſame 
year, the King put in. poſſeſſion of the Seals 
Meſlire Etzenne Deligre , and rais'd him the 
month of Faxwary, An. 1674. to the place and 
dignity of Chancellor of the Kingdom, for his 


merit and long ſervices rendred to the State. | 


He was Son of a Maſter, his Father having been 
Chancellor and Keeper of the Seals. 

Anno 1673. the War was declar'd betwixt 
France and Spain. 

At the beginning of the year 1675. the King 
choſe for his Conteſſor Father de la Chaize, who 
has been Profeſſor of Divinity in his Society , 
Rector and Provincial of the Province of Lyons. 
He is conſummated in all ſorts of Knowledge, 
and particularly in the Moral, Poſitive, and 
Scholaſtick learning ; in the Mathematicks, and 
in Medals, whereof he has written a Book. 
It's a Chair of Truth and Piety, whence iſſue 
Oracles to inſtruc, and Examples to edifie ; 1t's 
wheretore Lowis the Great by the high Lights 
whichHeaven has communicated to him, know- 


ig his merit,& the ſolidity of his eres 
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committed to him his Conſcience and his Soul 
entirely. He poſſetles in an eminent degree the 
excellent and great Qualities of thoſe that have 
preceded him in the Office of Counlellor Con- 
teſſor of our Kings; the firſt was Aymon Anger, 
the following Coton, Arnoux, Siguerand, Suffren, 
Malliand, Gourdon a Scot, Cauſſin, Sirmond, Di- 
wet, Paulin, Annat, and Ferrier. Henry the 
Third was the firſt King of France who had 
a Jeſuit for his Confeflor ; the other Kings, Suc- 
ceſiors of this Prince, make uſe of them ſincs, 
and the greateſt part of other Monarchs and Po- 
tentartes. 

The 28th of April 1675. the Senators and 
Sheritts of the famous Town of Meſſrna, ſpecially 
impower'd in the name of all the Inhabitants, 
took on their knees the Oath of Fidelity to the 
lavincible Lows the Fourteenth King of France 
and of Navarre, from the hands of Low:s 
Vitor de Roche-Choiiard, Prince of Tonnai-Cha- 
rente, Duke of Yivone, and Lieutenant-General 
tor his Majeſty in the Town here mentioned, 
and in the other places of the Iile of S:c:/y, fince 
Mareſchal of France. At this Ceremony and 
other important actions, aſſiſted Francois» Auguſte 
de Valavoir Marqueſs of Vaux, Melchior de Tho- 
maiLord of Chateaunerf and others. The French 
ſoon got poſlcfſion of lands by the taking of Sca- 
leta; Auguſta,Taormina, Merilli, and other places. 
Ia the ſame year 1675. the 19th day of the 
month. ot Fuly, the Shrine of Sa.nt Genevieve 
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was carried proceſſionally about the Town of 


Paris for fair weather, which was obtain'd as 
ſoon as recourſe was made to her Prayers : be. 
fore,the obſtinate Rains laid waſte the Country 
and the Corn for above two months ; the hopes 
of the Labourer and Vineyard-keeper were 
fallen. It was twenty three years that the Re. 
licks of this Saint had nor been carried. 

An. 1676. the 22th of April happen'd the 
great Naval-fight in Sicily as far as Auguſta and 
Meſſina, betwixt the French Fleet and thoſe of 
Holland and Spain. The French gain'd a great 
Victory ; Michel-Adrien Ruiter was ſo dange- 
rouſly wounded, that he died ſome days after. 
The Sicur du Queſne ſignaliz'd himfelt there,and 
ſhew'd the braveneſs of the French, who fince 
ſome years are become firm Sea-men. 

The King of France declar'd War againſt the 
King of Denmark the 28th of Auguſt of the 
lame year, becauſe contrary to the Treaty of 
Peace at Copenhagen, An. 1660. betwixt Sweden 
and Denmark, for the performance of which his 
moſt Chriſtian Majeſty gave his Guarentie, his 
Daniſh Majeſty did not ceaſe from making War 
on the King of Sweden, who had not contraven'd 
to this Treaty of Peace. 

An. 1677. on Aſh-wedneſday there was a de- 
teat of a Squadron of fourteen Dutch Veſſels in 
the Port of Tobago, by the Comte d"Eftrees Vice- 
Admiral of France. This Iſland Zobago, which 
15 one of the Iſles Autiles in America, gave the 
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name to Tobacco, or has taken that. This ſim- 
ple was formerly call'd the Herb Nzcotian, be- 
cauſe the Phyſician Nzcot brought it into Eu- 
rope. Some call it the Herb of the Queen, tor 
having been firſt preſented ro the Queen of 
Spain, It is extreamly in uſe in moiſt Countries, 
becauſe it dries , and ſometimes too much. 
After Meals, Pipes and Tobacco are ſet up- 
on the Table ; the men and women think they 
are not able to live without it, becauſe the To- 
bacco evacuates, as they 1ay, the evil humours 
of the brain. Foun de Rochefort relates, that in 
the Town of Worceſter he was askt- whether in 
France the Scholars when they go to School car- 
ry Tobacco as thoſe of Eng/and. He tell us, 
that when the Children go to School they car- 
ry 1n their little Bag, with their Food, a Pipe 
fill d with Tobacco ; and that at the hour of ta- 
king it every one lays down his Book to kindle 
his Pipe, and that the Maſter takes with them, 
and teaches them to hol4 their Pipe and to 
ſmoak. All ſorts of perſons are feen to ſmoak 
in Flanders, even to the rel:gious men and WCc- 
men. 

The Bull of Fubz/e of th: holy year, which 1s 
celebrated from twenty five to twenty five 
years, was publiſht at Pars at the Leginning of 
the month of March in the year 1677. At the 
lame time alſo w. s publiſht th: J«b1c of the 
Exaltation of cu" holy Father [mnocent the E- 
leventh. The firſt Fubile laſted two months,

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the other a fortnight; whereof we have ſpoken

At the beginning of April, Cambray and St. 
Omer wete reduc'd to the Obedience of his moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty. St. Omer the ſecond Town 
of the County of Artois is ſeated-on the River 
Aa. 

The 11th of April, Philip of France got the 
Battel of Caſſe/. 

The 14th of Faly the King receiv'd a Courier 
from the Marſbal de Navaille who commanded 
the Army in Catalonia, bringing news of a great 


advantage gain'd by the Kings Army over the |! 


Spaniſh Troops commanded by Comte de Mon- 
teri Vice-Roy in Catalonia. 

In the ſame year the Town of Arles, which 
was once the Capital of the Kingdom of Arles 
and of Burgundy, raisd tor the glory of the 
King in the middle of the Pace a ftately Obe- 
liqque, which was found buried in the Gardens 
of Madam de Þ Hote, ſcituate in 'the Trenches 
of the Town. The Sieur Roubim Member of 
the French Academy of this Town, preſented 
the Draught to his Majeſty. The Obeliſque 15 
filty two toot high, withour comprizing the Pe- 
deſtal, which is ſeven'foot diameter all of a 
Piece. 

The 25th of Ofoberiof the ſame year 1677 
Meſlire Etienne Daligre Chancellor and Keeper 
of the Seals of France, died at Yerſailles in the 
houſe of Chancery, aged eighty five years and 
a halt. The 
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The 27th the King created Chancellor and 
Keeper of the Seals of France, Meſlire Michel le 
Telier, who took the Oath preſented him by 
his Majeſty the 29th following. 

The indetatigable Marſhal de Crequi, who has 
ploried in expoling himſelf for a long time in the 
dangers of War, whereof he carries many ho- 
nourable marks on his body, for the ſervice of 
our Monarch, has pertorm'd according to his 
wont, Military actions worthy of his Courage 
and Valour, and particularly in the Campagne 
of 1677. againſt the Imperialiſts. The taking 


| of the Town and Citadel of Fribourg in Briſgaw 


by this Marſhal, deſerves to be particular:z'J. 
This important place opens the Hereditary 
Countries, takes from the Emperour a part of 
his Dominion. Fribourg has belong'd to the 
Dukes of Zeiringuen, and afterward to Comte F- 
gon of Fuſtemberg tor having married Agzes their 
Heireſs ; his Detlcendants were Maſters of it to 
the year 1386. The Inhabitants of the Town 
gave up themſelves to the Duke of Auſtria. Mar- 
hal Horn and the Duke of Wetmar velieg'd and 
took this place three times tor the Swedes, 4». 
1632, 1634, 1638. 

Marſhal 4' /Zumieres reduc'd to the Kings O- 
bedience the Town of Saint Gaillain, by hs Va- 


Jour and Forecaſt, the tenth of December of the 


ſame year 1677. This place is about two 
leagues from Mons ; its Abbot is Lord Spiritual 
and Temporal, and the Abbey is the chict of 


'Hainalt. O 4 The 
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The 12th the Count dEftrees having taken 
the Forts which the Holanders held in the Iſle 
of Gorea at Cape-Vert, made himſelt Maſter, af. 
ter a long Navigation, of the Iſle of 7obago, and 
of many Duch Men of War. 

An. 1678. the firſt day of March, the Town 
of Gand, Capital of the Country of Flanders, was 
inveſted by the Marſhal d' Fumieres, and taken 
by his moſt Chriſlian Majeſty on compoſition 
the ninth of the fame month, and the Citadel 
the twelfth. Julius Ceſar caus'd this great 
Town to be built whilſt he was at 7erowanne, 
and the Emperour Charles the Fifth was born 
and baptiz'd there An. 1500. his Cradle 1s yet 
' thewn there. His Statue 1s ſeen in a Market- 
place on a Pedeſtal. The Epiſcopal Church is 
call'd S. Bavon ; the Biſhoprick is worth 30900 
Crowns, and the Prebendries 2 or 3000 Livres. 
Father Boxſingout relates that the Organ of the 
Church of Saint Michael has three thouſand 
Pipes, in a Book entituled The Guide of the Low 
Countries, The moſt Chriſtian King gave the 
Government of this place to Comte de Montbron. 
It was reſtor'd to his Catholick Majeſty by the 
Treaty of Peace concluded at Nimeges betwixt 
France and Spain. In this Town a Cathedral- 
Church was built and detacht. from Tornaz, Av. 
1559. by Pope Paul the Fourth, at the requeſt 
of Philip the Second King, of Spain. 

The 16th of March 1678. the King judg'd it 
convenient for the good of his aftairs, to = 
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draw his Troops from Meſſina, which he had a 
long time kept there for the ſervice of thoſe of 
Meſſina, who had implor'd his aſſiſtance. The 
Duke de la Fueillade who ſucceeded the Duke 
of YVivonue, permitted above four thouland Ir» 
habitants of the Town to embarque themſelves, 
they being deſirous to come into France to a- 
void the rigorous conſequences of the Spaniſh 
Policy. 

The third of May the Town of 7pres ſurren- 
dred it (elf to the King ; it has the title of a Vi- 
county. His Majeſty gave the Government to 
the Marqueſs de 1a Trouſſe, Lieutenant-Generail 
of his Armies, Captain-Licutenant of the Com- 
pany of M. le Dauphin. 

The third of May the Town and Fort of Lewe 
in Brabant were taken from the Spaniards 
by the Valour and Dexterity of the Steurs Ca/vo 
and de /a Breteche; this perſon executed the 
Enterprize. 'This place is incompals'd with a 
Marſh, a great Trench, and a Fore-trench full 
of water twelve foot deep. The fifty Swim- 
mers under the conduCt of the Sieur de Cre- 
meau, Captain in the Regiment of Piemont, did 
a bold action in paſſing courageoully the waters 
with their Swords betwixt their teeth, being 
aſſiſted by two hundred Musketeers, whoopen- 
ly advancing themſelves, fired continually on 
the Enemies to favourize the paſlage. 

The 31th of the fame month the Marſhal, 
Duke de Nauaille took Puicerda, Capital of Cer- 
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daigne. The King leſſen'd ſix millions of Livres 
of the 7ailles of the year 1678. and reduc'd 
them from forty millions to thirty tour, to be 
diſtributed or divided in all the Generalities 
and Countries Taillables. His moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty leſſen'd them yet more by two mil- 
lions, Ax. 1679. . The Tails began under S:, 
Lowis to maintain the charge of War againſt the 
Infidels in the twelfth age; and the Gabe/e or 
Impoſt on the Salt under Philip called the Long, 
in the thirteenth age of the Incarnation. An- 
cus Martius introduc'd it a long time betore at 
Rome ; he has been blam'd by ſome, and ap- 
prov'd by others, particularly: the Emperour 
Tuſtinian, who aſſur'd that without the Gabele 
it was impoſſible to make the Republick ſub- 
ſ1ſt, becauſe the Quiet of the People is preſerv'd 
by Arms, Arms by Pay, Pay by Impoſts, Tri. 
butes, and Tolls. The Emperour Nero would 
have aboliſh'd the Gabe/e, but the Senate op- 
poſs'd it, alleaging that todiminiſh the publick 
Revenue was toruine the Empire. | 
In the month of July of theſame year 1678. 
an ill Accident ' happen'd in- America to the 
French Squadron commanded by the Conrt 
- 4 Eſtrees, 11x or ſeven Men of War and five Fly- 
boats were loſt near the ſe of Birds about ten 
leagues from Caraſſow, being caſt by the rapid- 
' nels of the Cxrrents on Rocks, which are there 
"high. Many perſons in them were drown'd. 
Seven Velicls were fav'd, viz. the Duke, the 
Thunder, 
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Thunder, the Star, the Lyon, the Vigzlant, the 
Merillon, the Tempeſt ; three Fireſhips and two 
Flutes. 


Of the Peace betwixt France, Holland, Spain, the 
Emperour, the Elettor of Brandenbvrg, and 
Denmark. 


"TT" He Treaty of Peace betwixt France and 
Holland was ſign'd at Nimegen at the 
houſe of the Marſha! d Eftrades, An. 1678. the 
tenth of Augy/t, about midnight. The French 
and the Dutchembrac'd each other with tender- 
neſs, and ſhew'd a great Joy to ſee their ancient 
Friendſhip perfectly reeſtabliſht. The Marſhal 
4 Eſtrades, Son of the Marſhal of this name, 
arriv'd the 15th of the ſame month irom Nzme- 
genat Saint Germains in Laye, where he preſen- 
ted his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty the Treaty of 
Peace betwixt France and the States General of 
the United Provinces. The Ratifications were 
exchang'd the 2oth of September, and the 29th : 
following the Peace was publiſht at Paris with 
the accultomed Ceremonies. The 5th of Offo- 
ber the Marſhal 4 Eſtrades Embaſladour of the 
moſt Chriſtian King, and the Sieur Beverning 
Embaſladour of the Eſtates General, caus'd pub- 
lick Rejoycings to be made at Nimegen for the 
Peace betwixt France and Holland. 
In the ſame year, the 17th of September, the 


Treaty of Peace betwixt France and Spain was 
| | ' fignd 
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ſign'd at Nimegen about eleven of the clock at 
night , in the houſe of the Ho//and-Embaſſa 
dours. The Ratification followed ſome time 
after, as alſo the publication. 

An. 1679. the 5th of Febryary, the Treaty of 
Peace betwixt France and the Emperour was 
ſign'd in the Chamber of Sir Leoline Jenkins 
Embaſſadour of Eng/aud, by the Marſhal dF. 
ſtrades,and the Sieur Colbert Marqueſs of Croiſf, 
Embaſſadours Plenipotentiaries for the moſt 
Chriſtian King, and by the Biſhop and Prince 
de Gurk, Count Kinski, and the Sreur Stracman, 
Embaſſadours Plenipotentiaries for the Empe- 
rour. Signor Bevilaqua the Popes Nuncio, has 
the reputation of having much contributed to 
this Peace. The Treaty of Peace betwixt the 
Emperour and the King of Sweden was ſign'd 
the ſame day by the Plenipotentiaries of the 
Emperour, and by Count Oxenſtern and Sieur 0- 
livenkans Embaſſadours Plenipotentiaries of 
Sweden. The 19th of April the Ratification of 
the Emperour was exchang'd with that of the 
moſt Chriſtian King. The 26th this Peace was 
publiſht at Paris with the ordinary Ceremo- 
nies. 

The 29th of June the Szeur Pomponne Mini- 
{ter and Secretary of State, and the Sieur Min- 
ders Envoy Extraordinary of the Elefor of 
Brandenburg, (ign'd the Treaty of Peace betwixt 
his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty and the Elefor of 
Brandenburg. Some time after the Peace was 
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likewiſe fi gn'd betwixt France, Sweden, Den- 
mark, and the Duke of Holſtein Gottorp.

Nuo 1679. the ſecond of Fuly, after the 
A ſuit which the Marqueſs de los Balbazez 
made of Mademoiſelle inthe name for the King of 
Spain, the Chancellor of France, the Marthal 
Duke de Villeroy, the Sieurs Colbert and de Pom- 


poune, Miniſters and Secretaries of State, were 


nominated by the King for drawing the Articles 
of the Contra of Marriage ; which was fign'd 
theninth by the Commiſlaries nominated, and 
the Marqueſs de los Balbazez Embaſſadour Ex- 
traordinary of Spazy. 

The 26th of Auguſt the Contratt of Marri- 
age of the King of Spain was ſign'd in the King 
ot France's Cloſet by all the Royal Houſe, and 
by the Marqueſs de los Balbazez, and atterward 
the Aﬀtances were made by Cardinal Bowillon 
great Almoner of France. The Ceremony of 
the Marriage was perform'd in the Chappel of 
the Houſe of Fontainebleax. 

The 2zoth of September the Queen of Spain 
parted from Fontainebleau tor — ; ſhe went 
into a Coach with the Xing, the Queen, M. 
Dauphin, Monfieur and rs os they went to- 
gether two leagues on the way,and parted from 


each other after having bid an Adieu very ten- 
derly. 
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derly. Her Catholick Majeſty , accompanied 
with Monſieur and Madam, went on her way ; 
the Marqueſs and Marchioneſs de los Balbazez 
went the Journey with her. 

The 3oth of December of the year before- 
mentioned 1679. was fign'd at Munic the Con- 
tract of Marriage of M. le Dauphin with the F. 
lefloral Princeſs of Bavaria, Mary An-Chriſtiay 
Vittoir.

He King re-eſtabliſht by an EdiCt of 1679. 
4 3 the ſtudy of the Civil Law, which had 
not been taught ſince the Ordinance of Blois of 
the year 1579.

Loi the Fourteenth on conſideration of this

There are in Lorain four tamous Abbeys of 
Ladies Canonefles, to wit, of Remiremont, Epi 
wal, Pouſſai, and Bouſſtere : thele Ladies may 
marry themlelves, excepting the Abbeſles, and 
others of the chixt ; they are of Noble extra- 
Fion. 

Lorain is very fertile both in Corn, Wine, 
and Paſturage ; it brings torth good Horſes, and 
divers Animals : Veniton 1s almoſt as common 
as Beet in a great many Butchers ſtalls. 

Fiſh abound there by reaſon of the River 
Maes, and other Rivers very full of them, as 
the Moſe/le, the Sare, the Meurte, and the Se/e. 

This iſſues from the Pond Indre, of which 
the Carps alone bring irs Maſter once in three 
years 16000 Livres of Rent, as it has been at- 
teſted to me by ſome of the chief Officers of 
the late Prince Charles the Fourth. The other 
Ponds are conſiderable ; there are four or five of 
this greatneſs. 

It Switzerland has great Lakes, Lorain has 
Ponds very tull of Fiſh. A Lake is diſtinguitht 
from a Pond or Marſh, that the firſt is a deep 
water, and has Springs which never dry ; and a 
Pond is a gathering together of waters more 
ſubject to diminiſh : Ponds are emptied, but 
not Lakes. 

This Country has Sa/t-works of a great reve- 
nue. Rofteres, Dieuze, Marſal, Moyenvic, Salone 
and Cha/teau are places of Salt-works: and ex 
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cellent Baths, particularly thoſe of a place call'q 
Plembieres » W hoſe warm waters are of a great 
vertue ; it's a work of the Romans. The Salt. 
work of Dzevſe furniſhes Salt to Alſatia; that 
of Rofreres, to the three Biſhopricks. They 
nfake no farther uſe of Mayſaland Saloxe, becaule 
the others ſupply abundantly. The Switzer, 
take their Salt in Franche Comte. 

The Mountains arc fill'd with Mines of Bras, 
Lead, Silver, Alabaſter , and particularly of ]- 
ron. 

The Foreſts are full of Game. We ſee therc 
Glaſs-houſes ; the Sieur de Rochefort lays, in his 
Book of Voyages, T. 4. p.374- That there is 
ſometimes danger in ſeeing them alone when 
they are in a retired place in the Woods, be- 
cauſe the Workmen may throw a man into the 
Furnace to make their Glaſs as clear and beauti- 
ful as Cryſtal : wherefore in regard he would 


not that they try'd it on him, he contented 


himfelt with ſeeing that of Yenice, and went on 
his way. The Lorazzers will not grant this Ar- 
ticſe. 

The Soyl is ſo diſpos'd to bring forth Trees, 
that if it were not till'd it would all run up to 
a Foreſt. 

All Loratz is forty leagues in length, and thir- 
tV 1n breadth. 

An. 1229. one of its Dukes Matthew the Se- 
cond, caus'd an evil Juſlice to be flea'd by rea- 
i007 of the Thefts he had committed, and his 
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Skin to be put on the Judicial Seat for his Sen 
to fit on, to whom he gave the Office, and the 
terrour of being us'd after the like manner. 
This Prince tollowed the Example of Cambyſes 
King of Perſia ; with this diftcrence, that he 
caus'd the Judge Chuyrad to be flea'd alter his 
death ; but rhe other caus'd Sifames to be flea'd 
alive.

The Coronation of the Emperour, with the ſ1gnife= 
cation of the three Crowns. 


He Emperour is crown'a ordinarily with 

three forts of Crowns; the firit 1s 

ot Zron, the.ſecond of Silver, the third of Gold, 
The Crown of Iron denotes the Strength which 
an Emperour ought to have, that of Silver fig- 
nifics the Purencis, that of Gold the Charity. 
The Emperours formerly went ro Milan to re- 
ceive the Crown of Silver, and to Rome lor that 
of Gold; at preſent they go no longer : the 
Pope confirms the Election and Coronation. 
vince Charles the Fifth, no Emperour has been 
crown'd by the hands of his Holineſs. At Azx 
la Chappelle is kept the Crown of Iron,with one 
of Silver ; andat Nuremberg many Ornaments 
which are made uſe of at the Coronation of the 
Emperours. There are to be ſcen there the 
Palmatica of Charlemagne, the Imperial Mantle, 
rhe Globe, the golden Scepter and the Sword ; 
the go/den Bull allo, enjoyning him that is clc- 
cted Emperour to reccive at Aix la Chappelle 
the firſt Crown which 1s of Iron ; and it he re- 
ceives it elſewhere, the Imperial Ornaments are 
carried thither, anda great Sword after the Per- 
fran faſhion, The 
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The Emperour, atter his Coronation, receives 
the Oath from the Imperial Towns ; the Town 
of Strasburg reftus'd it, praying Count de Flanau, 
who had Orders to receive it tor Leopold, to at- 


within the bounds of Duty and Acknow ice; - 
ment towards his Imperial Majeſty ; but that 
having not taken an Oath to any of his Prede- 
ceſfors for three hundred years, they would not 
ſwear, and could not innovate any thing. You 
may fee thereon Lou du Mai Knight , in his 
Book of the State of the Empire, T. 1. p. 365. 
and T. 2. p. 203. 

The Emperour does not command abſolute- 
ly out of his Hereditary Countries, but governs 
by the way of Diets, which are General Aſſen- 
blies, and as it were Eſtates General. He is 
the Chict of the Empire, and the Electors are 
the principal Members. His hereditary Eſtates 
are thoſe of Auſtria and Bohemia ; thoſe of 


Hungary are Elective. 
The Golden Bull. 


He Conſtitutions of the Empire are con- 
tain'd in the Golden Bul, which is a little 

Book ; its Original is writ on Parchment, con- 
taining twenty four Leaves, and thirty Chap- 
ters; the twenty three firſt were publiſhe ar 
Nuremberg 1356. the tenth of January, and the 
other ſeven at Metz in the ſame year on Chriſi- 
mas-day. This 
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This Book treats of the Fleion of the King 
of the Romans, of the Ceremonies that ought to 
be obſerv'd in the Ele&tion of the Em perour, and 
of his Authority, of the Devorr and Priviledges 
of the Electors and other Officers of the Empire, 
and allo of the means to preſerve Peace. 

The Emperour Charles the Fourth of the 
Houle of Luxembourg , made this Bulle, call'd 
by bis name the Carolzze, in the preſence and 
with the conſent of the greateſt part of the Prin- 
ces, Lords, and other Eſtates of the Empire. 

This Edick comprehending the Fundamental 
Laws of the Empire, was feal'd with a great 
round Seal, not on Wax, nor on Lead, nor on 
Stver, but ox Gold, to ſhew that as this Metal is 
ncorruptible, and the nobleſt of all, fo that the 
Laws which this Ba/e contains, being the prin- 
cipal of the Empire, ought not to be chang d. 

The Seal 1s faſten'd to red and yeliow Strings 


of Silk 5 on one ſide of it rhere 1s ; the Eff1zics of 


the Author ſeated in his Throne, veſted with 
rhe Imperial Mantle, the Crown on his head, 
the Septer in one hand, and the Globe of the 
Empire in the other, with this Inſcription, Caro- 
lus IV. divina favente Clementia Romanorum Inn- 
perator, ſemper Auguſtus, & Bohemiz Rex. On 
the other fide there 1s a Caſtle with two Towns 
and this Nevife, Aurea Roma : and in the cir- 
cumference, Roma Caput Mundi regit orbis frua 
rotundi. There is an Inſcription on both ſides, 
becauſe the Seal is impreſs'd and engrav'd _ 

both 
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both ſides on a great Medal hanging beneath 
the Bulle. 

It is reported of this Prince, that in recom- 
penſing the Treaſon of three Captains of Phil; 
of Auſtria, his Enemy , as they deſerv'd, he 
caus'd them to be paid 600000 Crowns which 
he had promis'd them ; bnt it was in falſe Coin : 
The Traytors complaining, the Emperour faid 
to them, Go too, falſe Money is well enough for 
thoſe who have falſified their Faith to their 
Prince. 


Prerogatives of the Emperour. 


He chict Prerogatives of the Emperour 

are to create Kings; to require the 

Towns of the Empire by Proclamation to at- 

tend him on occaſion ; to give the Inveſtiture 

of Ficts, the Power of Legitimating, and other 
Priviledges. 


Fourteen Emperours of the Houſe of Auſtria. 


He Empire has been in divers Houſes, ac- 
cording to the pleaſure of the ElcCtors. 
There are counted fourteen Emperours of the 
Houſe of Auſtria, to Leopold reigning at pre- 
lent. 

The firſt was Rodolphus of Alſatia Earl of 
Habsboarg. Writers take notice of him for that 
betore his EleCtion, as he was hunting, a Prieſt 

carrying 
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carrying the Sacrament to a dying Peaſant, he 
alighted off his horſe, and made the Prieſt get 
upupon him , and afterward taking the horſe 
by the reins he accompanied: the Sacrament x 
long, difficult, and troubleſome way, till he 
came to the Hut of the poor ſick perſon. This 
extraordinary act of Picty and Religion has 
been ſo well recompensd by God, that ſince 
that time this houſe is aggrandiz'd and rendred 
[[luſtrious throughout the whole Earth. The 
Caſtle of Fabsbourg, the original Seat of the 


Emperours of the Fouſe of Auſtria, 1s two 


leagues from Bale ; there are now onely the 
Wines to be ſeen, the Switzers not ſuffering it 
to be rebuult. 


The chief Towns of Germany. 


Tenna, Prague, Presburg, Aix la Chappelle, 
Ratisbonne, Erfort, Dreſden, Munic, Stras- 
bourg,, Hambourg, Mayence, Cologne, Treves, 
Munſter, Magdeburg, Lubec, Nuremberg, Aus- 
burg, Heyldeburg, Francfort on the Meine, Paſſau, 
Visbourg, Brunſvic, Inſpruch, Bremen, Branden- 
burg, Berlin, Hanover , Francfort on the Oder, 
and others. 

The four Wood-land-Towns , Yaldſhowet , 
Lauffembourg, Seckinge , and Reinfeld, are lo 
call'd becauſe they are built in Woods. 

The tour Ruſtick Towns are Cologne, Ratis- 
borne, Conſtance, and Saltzbourg, 

Vienna 
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Vienna 1s a Bulwark of Chriſtendom againſt 
the Turks ; the Emperour Ferdinand the Third, 
and Leopold Ignatius his Son, fortified it with 
large and deep Trenches, growing broader and 
broader from the bottomi to the top, with 
twelve great Baſtions, and high Ramparts. 
There are but ſix Gates to pals into this Town, 
and they arealways ſhut before Sun-ſet : thoſe 
that come late from walking, enter by a Wicket 
at the Gate of 7taly, which they muſt open 
with a filver Key. Solyman the Second Empc- 
rour of the Turks, beſieg'd this Town with 
300000 men the 26th of September of the year 
1529. and was forc'd toraile the Siege the 14th 
of Oftober tollowing, after having loſt there a 
great part of his Souldiers, ſome ſay tourſcore 
thouſand men. A great numberot Baſſa's and 
other Commanders heads were planted on the 
Walls of this place, which vigoroufly held out 
twenty Afſaults. Notwithſtanding this firm 
Reſiſtance, Solyman would not withdraw him- 
ſelf till they had permitted him to cauſe the 
Creſcent to be ſet up in Yienna : this was ac- 
corded him pro bono pacts, and as a Memorial of 
this Siege. The Creſcent 1s to be ſeen on the 
Pyramidal point of the Steeple of the Ca- 
thedral-Church of S. Stzevey. The Town was 
not then fortified as it is at preſent, being now 
the ſtrongeſt of all Germany. Its Biſhop 1s Sut- 
fragan of the Archbiſhop of Sa/tzburg, who has 


eleven. The Univerſity of Yiewa was foun- 
| ded 
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ded by Albert the Third. "There are ſeen in the 
Emperours Library fourſcore and ſeven Paper. 
writings hung up, where 1t is exactly treated 
of the Yniverſity of Paris, of its Statutes, and 
Priviledges. The Plague deſtroy'd Az. 679, 

a world of people at Yienna, and in all Auſtria. 
Prague is the Capital City of the Kingdom 

of Bohemia, whereof we ſhall ſpeak elſewhere. 
Presburg is the Capital of that part of tlie 
Kingdom of Hungary which the Emperour of 
Germany poſſeſſes there, ſince the loſs of Ofey or 
Buda, occupied by the Great Turk. MXomorre 
and Favarrin are two Bulwarks of Chriſtendom 
on that ſide. This Kingdom contain'd former- 
ly Tranſylvania alachia,and Moldavia ; thence 
it 1s that the two Emperours of the Weſt and 
Eaſt pretend each that the Princes of theſe three 
Eſtates receive from them the Inveſtiture. Ar- 
tila King of the Huns and Hongarians, 1s very fa- 
mous in Hiſtory for uſing Fire and Sword 
where-ever he came. He ſtiPd himſelf Son of 
Mundizic of the Race of the Great Nimrod, Na- 
tive of Engad, and through the divine bounty 
King of the Huns , Goths, Medes, and Danes, 
the Terrour of the World, and the Scourge of 
God. This Enemy of Mankind march'd with 
an Army of five hundred thouſand men; France 
torc'd him to retreat, and kill'd him a hundred 
and-fifty thouſand men at Arms under Merovi- 
us, being ſeconded by ZA7:us a Roman Patricius, 
and with Theodoric King of the Weſtergoths, 
| : An. 
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An. 454. In Hongary they call the Horſe-men 
Huſſars, and the Foot-Souldiers Heiduques. 

Aix la Chappelle has the firſt place in the Dz- 
ets of the Empire. Charlemagne made it the head 
of his Empire on this ſide the A/pes : he was 
there born,and there died. There are ſeen with- 
out the Town hot and cold Baths, which are 
famed as being Medicinal. Its Inhabitants pay 
no Toll in any place of the Empire. Marſhal 
de Crequi made himſelt Maſter of this place for 
his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, Ar. 2678. By or- 
der of the Magiſtrate the Phyſitians there 
An. 1680. Anatomiz'd of a Fountain which is in 
the Town ; they examin'd its nature and qua- 
lities, and found by the taſte and by the places 
where it paſſes, that it comes from Iron, and 
that the uſe of this Water, which 1s cold, is a 
ſpecifick Remedy tor curing a Droplie ariſing 
through an inflammation of the Liver, the ob- 
{tructions of that part, and thoſe of the Spleen 
and Reins ; as alſo the Hypochondriack affects, 
the Gravel, the Jaundiſe, the Green-ſicknels, 
and other Diſtempers, 

Ratibonne is the place prefixt for the Dzets, 
which render it one of the moſt famous and 
pleaſant Towns of Germany ; a great many Per- 
ſons of Quality live there,that they may ſee the 
Diets that are there held of the whole Empire ; 
and tor this reafon many Palaces and beautitul 
Edifices are there built. Its Bridge over the 


Danubius is admirable in its Architecture, in 
the 
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the greatneſs of the ftones whereof it 1s made, 


and in its length. Its entrance and paſſage | 


forth are fenc'd with two Towers, whoſe Gates 
are guarded with a Corps du Guard. Strangers 
are there examin'd ftriftly concerning the cauſe 
of their coming, before they enter the City, 
The Germans call this Town Regensbarg ; it is 
ſcituated in the /ower Bavarta. 

Erfort 1s the firſt of the Landgraviat of Thu- 
ringia, which appertains to the Fouſe of Saxony, 
as allo Dreſden. There is another Town call'd 
Erfort, which the Jate Archbiſhop of Mayence 
reduc'd under his obedience ſome years ſince, af- 
ſiſted by the French Forces, and by the Siewr d: 
Pradel Governour of S. Quentzn. 

Munic belongs to the EleCtor of Bavarza : 
This Town 1s- in the «pper Bavaria ; it's very 
pleaſant, and finely fortified with high Ram- 
parts, large Trenches full of flowing waters, 
ſtrong Walls, great Baſtions, and many Draw- 
bridges. 

Strasbourg a Free and Imperial Town in /ow- 
er Alſatia, is famous throughout all Germany ; 
the two Rivers // and Bruſche water it : it 1s 
half a league from the Rhine, and has the title of 
Univerſity; the Emperour gave it great Privi- 
ledges, An. 1622. 

There is ſeen there a pyramidial Tower of 
ſtone hollawed open to the day, which is e- 
fleem'd by many perſons the higheſt of all Z- 
rope : It 18 574 toot high, and ſome fay, _ 30 
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ſteps by which men aſcend inwardly to the top, 


here the Inhabitants always keep a man Cen- 


try, who ſecs above tour leagues diftance all 
round the Town. 

[ts Clock paſles for the fineſt and moſt admi- 
rable of the whole World,in the efteem of many 
perſons ; the great number of its Wheels and 
Machines gives a motion to all the Conſtella- 
tions : There are ſeen the pericaus of the Pla- 
nets, and their middle ſtations every hour; the 
Eclipſes, the Days of the Month, the Moveable 
Feaſts ; a Child who ſtrikes the firſt quarter ot 
an hour with one ſtroke on a Bell, a Y outht tne 
ſecond with two, a Man full grown the third 
with three, an old Man the laſt with tour; then 
Death iſſues torth and rings the hour with ht 
little Bell , and the Son of God who paſles be- 
tore the Figures which repreſent the tour Ages 
of Life : the little Bells chime there, and rhe 
Cock crows all the hours of the day and nig|r. 
The Cathedral-Church is adorn'd with this high 
Tower, and tliis famous Clock. 

Perſons who go to Srrasbourg lee out of cari- 
olity a Tree of a prodigious bigacls, on the top 
of which a Tavern is kept. 
| Travellers go to ſce its Bridge on the Rhzjxe, 
half a league trom the Town, which is faid to 
be above twelve hundred paces in length ; it is 
kept ſtrictly ſince three of its Arches were burnt. 
This caution kindred not Marſhal de Crequi from 
making himſelf Maſter of it. It is of W __ 
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and cover'd with the fame matter : it ſeems t5 
me dangerous, becauſe it has no ſide-Rail, and 
that it cannot be paſs'd over on Rorſe-back 
without ſhaking, 

This Town 1s govern'd as a Republick ; it 
15 very flrong, and has a good Arſenal : Its Ca. 
nons are fam'd throughout all Germany. It js 
all Tztheran, except a Convent of Religious 
Women , where Catholicks may hear Maſs 
According to what Sel/den reports, E. 1. De 
Statu Religionis, Carolo V. Imperante, Strasboury 
continued without any Mats one and twenty 
years; 1t was re-eſtabli{ht Ar. 1550. 

The Epiſcopal See 1s transferr'd to Molſkein 
four leagues thence, not by a Bu//of ſome Pope, 
but through neceſſity. Its Biſhop,who1s Prince 
of the Empire, reſides ordinarily in the Town 
of Saverne, whereof he 1s Lord ſpiritual and 


temporal. 


The Ceremony ohſerv'd in the Eleitiva of the Bi- 
ſhop. 


He Biſhop is choſen by its Chapter. The 

- time of Election being come, the Chap- 

tcr goes three ſolemn Proceſſions ; the firſt tor 
the Election, the ſecond for the Conſecration of 
him that is choſen, the third for the Preſerva- 
7;0n of his Perſort. The Canons appear on 
theſe days of Ceremony with ſplendour, in ſplen- 


doribus Sanflorum. Fachin an orderly diſtance 
has 
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has following him, in emulation of his fellow- 
Brothers , great number of Perſons of Qua- 
ity, Officers, Domeſlicks , and Attendants. 
They have Train-bearcrs to carry the Train ot 
their Gowns, which are extraordinary long, be- 
ng of Crimſon-Velvet ; and they have a Cap 0! 
the fame Stuft, 


The number of the Canons. 


He Chapter is compos'd of twenty four 
Cinons, Princes or Counts of the Em- 
pire : There are moreover Proteſtant Canons 
who have their Revenue apart, and who are not 
capitulary. Theſe reſideat Strasbourg. Four 
Proteſtant Princes are Canons, the Dukes of 
Brunſwick, of Mekelbourg, of Witemberg,, and the 
Marqueſs of Dourlan. "They value not their Ca- 
non{hips, but to be Members of the Chapter. 


The limited Reſidence of the Canons. 


He Catholick Canons are not oblig'd «- 

very year but to thirteen weeks rett- 

dence at Molſheim to enjoy their Revenue, fo 

they are in the Dioceſs in any place whatſoc- 
ver. 


The 
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The antient Entrance of the Biſhop at Strasburg, 


Hile the Town of Szrasburg was Catho. 
lick, the Bilhop incontinently after his 
Conlſecration made there his publick Entrance, 
where he was receiv'd as tts Prince. This Ce. 
remony 4s no longer prattis'd, by reaſon of the 
pretentions which the Biſhop has on Srrasburg, 
which docs not own him but as Prince of the 
Empire. 


The number of its Prelates. 


His Town has had eighty four Biſhops 

trom Juſtus or Juſtin to his Highnek 
Francis Fgon , who {tiles himſelt Biſhop ard 
Prince of Strasburg , Landgrave ot Alſacia and 
ot Furſtemberg, Count of Heiligenberg, Wertem- 
berr,and Loigne. He ſucceeds Leopold William 
of Auſtria, This Biſhoprick is endow'd with 
two hundred thouſand Livres of revenue. The 
ſame Hiſtoricgrapher of Brandenburg, whom | 
have cited elſewhere, has obſerv'd in his Reſear- 
ches, that the Emperour Rodolphus the Firſt 
us'd /Zenry Count of Furſtemberg as his near Re- 
lation; and to expreſs to him the extraordinary 
aftection wherewith he honour'd him, he faid, 
that he was the bone of his bones, and the fleſh of 
his fleſh. They are the terms which God made 
uſe of to make known the Bond which ought 
ro 
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to be betwixt perſons neareſt allied, /z. Man 
and Wife married together. 
Hambourg Capital City of the Dutchy of 0/- 


ſatia, 1s govern'd alſo as a Republick ; 1t is en- 


tirely for Trade, and rich, ſtrong by Sea and 
Land: The Danes and Swedes have many times 
belieg'd it ſeparately, and it has always deten- 
ded it ſelf, There has been compleated of late 
years a Channel for the joyning of the Oey 
and the Eb for the tranſportation of their Mer- 
chandiſe which comes to Hambourg by 5ca, 
both to avoxd the Sound at the entrance of rhe 
Baltick Sea, where they were fain to pay a Tri- 
bute tothe King of Denmark for their Merchan- 
diſe, and to ſhorten a great reach at Sea wi! 
they were forc'd to make. This Town 15S Ly- 
theran, and has a publick Library which is open 
twice a day, in the morning and after dinner. 
It has alſo two yn agogues O! Jews, among{l whom 
Manuel Teſſera is eiteem'd ther icheſt of Germany; 
he is judg'd to have five or fix mittions ; he 15 
call'd the rich Jew, France keeps a Reſident 
in this Town; it's the Siexwr Bidal. We {h: p 
ſpeak elſcwhcre of Mayence, Cologne, Treves 
Magdeburg , Lubec , Heilde berg , and ings = 
thers. 

Munſter is the Capital Ciry of Weſtphalia : 
It is call'd in Latin Mona/terirm, by reaion of A 
Monaſtery which was made anEpilcopa, C; Murc 
Thence it is that at preſent its ſnh«birantcs are 
called Monaſterians, Its Biſhop is a Prince of

the Empire ; the Emperour Charlemagne gave 


him the Principality, on condition of paying 


Homage to the Empire. Its laſt Biſhop fave 
one, Chriſtopher Bernard de Galen, kept a good 
Garriſon in the Citadel which he built. This 
Prelate died Az. 1678. his life was Military ; 
wherefore being in danger of dying, Ay. 1674, 
{ome perſon made on him this Epitaph : 


Now in his Tomb will reſt from ſtrife, 
Who never reſted in his life. 


Az. 1678. his Coadjutor the Biſhop of Pater 
born took the government of this Biſhoprici, 
which is worth above two hundred thouſand 
Crowns of annual rent, as we are afſur'd. 'The 
Towns-men keep the Town of Munſter. Mz- 
ny Revolts and Seditions happen'd there betore 
the Citadel was built ; the Inhabitants ſhut the 
Gates of the Town one day againſt their Pre. 
Jlate, who entred there with Sword 1n hand al- 
ter nine months ſiege, 4.1661. Munſter is t2- 
mousas well for the Treaty of Peace concluded 
there betwixt rhe Crowns of Europe, An. 1648. 
as by the imaginary Kingdom of the Anabapti/ts, 
who made themſelves Maſters of this place 
An. 1534. They created tor their King Fob» 
Buckold a Taylor, vulgarly calld Fohn of Leidon, 
bccauie he came from thence, or was there 
born. When he appear'd in publick accompa- 
nicd with his Court, he had two Pages on horic- 
back 
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back by his ſides, whereof one carried his Crows 
and the Bible, and the other his Sword. He 
created Judges, to whom he gave imaginary +» 
Kingdoms, and ſent abroad in the World twenty 
eight of his Diſciples to preach his Faith, who 
were all put to deat} but one. 

This new Tyrant was orecome after a ſiege 
of fourteen months ſtanding by the Bithop of 
the Town call'd Francis Count de Valdec, afli- 
ſted with ſome Circles of the Ewpire, and Buc- 
kold was put in a great lron Cage, to end there 
his days miſer ably. 

This Cage is ſeen on a Tower of the Church 
of St. Lambert on the outſide, with two others 
on the two ſides of it. I have noted the chick 
Errours of the Anabapti/ts in the Tract of Frg- 
land. 

Magdeburg is famous for its Book of Centaries 
in eight Tomes in Folio, compos'd by Matthias, 
Flacius Hiricus, Johannes Wigandus , Mattheus 
Taudex, and Baſilius Faber. "Thele Centartators 
have compil'd in this Work: the Hiſtory of the 
Church. We thall fay ſomewhat more of this 
Town in the Article ot the Eledor of Savoy 

Nuremberg 1s a great Town, and of a great 
Trade ; ſome perſons think the Emperour Ne- 
ro to be its Founder, and that ſince it is call'd 
Nuremberg. It 15 then very ancient. 

Ausbourg, Capital of Soyabia, is allo very an- 
cient, ſince Ceſar Augatus gave 1t its name : 
its Walls are fianckt with many Towers; its 
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Arſenal is very conſiderable. The Lutherans 
preſented in this Town to Charles the Fifth their 
Confteſlion of Faith, made by Melanehon. Soua- 
bia draws its Etymology from Sevia or Suecia, 
becauſe the Swedes liv'd there ſome time after 
having firſt reduc'd a part of Germayy under their 
Obedience. 

Francfort on the Main is very famous, as well 
becauſe the Elefion of the Emperours 1s there 
made, as for its great Fairs and Markets, and 
allo for its beautiful Palaces. 

Francfort on the Oder is the Capital of the 
new Marcha of Brandeburg. 

Paſſau is divided into three Towns, which are 
Paſſau, Inſtad, and Tiſtad, which compoſe one 
very great one. The Biſhops Caſtle 1s very 
ſtately. Notre-Dame of Paſſau 1s famous 
throughout all Germany for its Miracles ; 1t 1s 
ſeated in the Church of the Capucins : a man 
mult aſcend about three hundred ſteps to come 
to its Altar. | 

Visbourg 1s the Capital of Franconia. 

Brunſwick the chief of a Dutchy in lower Saxo- 
zy : Its Prince who is Soveraign reſides ordina- 
rily at Wolfembutel in a very tair Palace on thc 
River Fcber. 

Jaſprac is the firſt 1n dignity of the County of 
Tiro!is, formerly the place of refidence ot its 
Counts, and then of fome Archdukes and Prin- 
ces of Auſtria. We ſee there the Auguſt Palace 
which the Emperour Ferdinand the Second caus'd 
there to be buyle, fx Bre- 
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Bremen on the Weſer is the Capital of its Dut- 
chy ; it has the Title of Archbiſhoprick. 

Fanover reſembles Niſmes in bigneſs. 

Spire in the Country of Ayſtraſia is the Im- 
perial Chamber , which is as the conſtant fit- 
10g Parliament of the Empire. 


The Imperial and Hans-Towns. 


"THe Free or Franc-Towns,to the number of 
about eighty tour, are /mperzal, becaulc 
they owe Homage to the Empire, and have in 
their Arms an Eag/e entire or divided : their 
Body has two Voices at the Diets of the Em- 
pire. 
The four Capital FHans-Towns are Lubec, Co- 
logne, Brunſwic, and Dantzic. They are call'd 
Hans, becauſe they are divided into four Anſes 
or Corporations, and that they are particularly 
allociated for Commerce. 

The Maritime Towns of Germany, and thoſe 
which were on the Rivers, trading with them, 
made a League to oppoſe themſelves againſt the 
Incurſions of the Funs, and other barbarous 
Nations, for rendring their Commerce free and 
ſecure. The chiet Towns from the Gulf of 
Finland, which is at one end of the Baltich Sea, 
to the mouth of rhe Rhine , entred into thus 
League, and call'd themſelves Zans, taking their 
name either from the Theatonick Sea, becauſe 
they were ſcituated on this Sea, the word Anfece 
Dh [19 
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ſignifying on the Sea ; or/trom the Oath made of 
joyning hands for affording each other a mutu- 
al aſſiſtance , the Germans calling the hand 
Han ; or elſe from the Aſſembly which is held 
tor deliberating together, call'd in the old Ger- 
man Tongue /anza; and in that paſlage of rhe 
Evangeliſts where it's ſaid that rhe Jews held an 
Aſſembly againſt the Son of God, the Germay 
Bible renders the word Aſſembly by Fanza. 

There were receiv'd in this Confederation 
but rhe Maritime Towns of Germany, which had 
right of ſhutting and opening their Gates, be it 
that they were tubject to a Prince, or that they 
were free; ſome Kings haveauthoriz'd them. 

Sixty ſix Towns are call'd Fans, becauſe 
they are atlociated and confederated with the 
tour Capital Hans-Towns. The Archives of the 
Leagueare at Lubec, which 1s the Capital of all 
the HZans League ; it has right of aſſembling all 
the others, with the advice of five contederate 
Towns that are next 1t. 

Lubec has tor its confederate Towns FHam- 
bourg, Roſtoc Wiſmarc,Strasbourg, and Lunebourg, 
Stetin, Anclan, Golnous, Gripſwal, C olberg, Ptar- 
gard, and Stolp : Cologne, Brunſwic, and Dantzic 
include the others. You may ſee tncreon the 
great Atlas, and particulariy the Books on this 
lubject of the four Capital /Zans-T owns.

The Abbey of Fulde is famous throughout all 
Europe tor its Antiquity, and for its great Ri- 
ches ; it 1s certainly athirm'd co be worth a mil- 
lion of Livres of Rent.

Cardinal de 
Bade has polleſs'd it a long time. The three 
chict Abbeys of the low Countries are Saint 
Vaaſt of Arras, Saint Berlin at $t.

Pierre oft Mont Alvin at Gand. Cardinal de 
Bowillon has the firſt. Germany has few Arch- 
biſhops,and tew Biſhops in compariſon of France: 
{ome Authors have counted thirty nine, others 
thirty fix.

= Empire contains above three hundred 
MF Principalities or Lordſhips. 

It is divided into tex Circles ; Auſtria, Bava- 
ria, Soiiabia, Alſatia or the upper Rhine, the E- 
leflorate of the lower Rhine , Weſtphalia, upper 
Saxony, lower Saxony, Franconia, and Burgundy, 
compoſe the ten Circles. Aljatia and Burgundy 
belong to France. 

Theſe Circles compoſe the General Dzets of 
the Empire, where all Aﬀairs are tranſacted. 

The firſt Body is that of the Electors. 

The ſecond the other Princes, be they Lay or 
Eccleſiaſtick. 

The third is that of the Free or Franc, other- 
wiſe Imperial Towns. 

The moſt uſual diviſion of Germany is into 
7pper and Lower; in the Upper are put the 
Switzers, Alſatia, Souabia, tlie Dutcny of W:- 
temberg, Bavaria, Franconia, the Palatinate of 
the Rhine, Bohemia, Moravia, Silefha, Auſtria, 
Stiria, Carinthia, Carniola, and T irol. 

ln the Lower, the ſeventeen Provinces of the 
Low Countries ; Liege, Lorain, Cleves, Juliers, 
the three Electoral Archbiſhopricks, Weſtphalia, 
Fieſſe, Saxony, Thuringia, Miſnia, Luſacia, Sile- 

fra, the Marquilate of Brandenburg, Pomerania, 


Mekelbourg, Flolſacia or the Country of Folſtein. 
The 
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The chief Rivers. 


Anubius, the Rhine, the Elbe, the Oder,and 
the Yeſer. 

Danubius ariſes in Soxabia: a great Map very 
exact of Samſon Geographer in Ordinary to the 
King, ſhews us its riſe in the Principality and 
County of Furſtemberg. This River contains 
above ſixty Rivers, ſome ſay a hundred, where- 
of there are about thirty capable of bearing 
Veſſels. It has this particular with the Po, 
that it runs from Weſt to Eaſt even to 1ts 
mouth. It js the greatet and longeſt of al! 
Europe , excepting the Yolga, according to a 
Geographer, which flows in Muſcovy. Men 
give Danubius above ſeven hundred leagues in 
its courſe ; it waters abore fifty great Towns, 
without counting an infigite number of Caſtles 
and Burroughs; patles thnugh the Eaſtern Em- 
pire which the Great Turk poſlefſes in Europe. 
and that of the Weſt whrh belongs to the Em- 
perour of Germany. Aftc having tlow'd a long 
while, it diſcharges it ſeF into the Euxine Sea, 
whuch is call'd the Blac: Sea, or Mar Magztore. 
This River and the Rhxe are not far the one 
from the other at Con/tarce and Schaſhuyſen. 

The Rhine comes from the Alps of the Gr-- 
ſons ; it has two ſources which make cach a 
{tream, fae one is near a Village call'd Fort-RFem, 
and the other is not far from Mount S. Gothard. 

Thete 
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Theſe two Sources, after having flow'd ſeparate- 
ly ſome leagues, ( ſome fay ten) unite them. 
ſelves together. This River paſlcs at Croire 


and other places before it enters tlie Lake of 


Conſtance ; here loſing it felt for a while, it 
- iſſues forth again with violence, and receives the 
River Aar, which much enlarges it, becauſe it 
contains the Waters of great Lakes and Rivers 
in Switzerland. The Nekar, the Moſele , the 
Main, the Lippe, and a great many others, give 
a great addition to it. An Author fays, that 
ſixty two Rivers enter this. It waters B2/e, 
Briſac, Philipsbourg, Spire , Wormes, Mayence, 
Cologne, and other Towns. It parts it ſelf into 
two Channels at Thdus, where is the famous 
Fort Schenk. The tt Channel is call'd the 
Wabhal, and joyns it fdf with the Meuſe near its 
mouth. The Rhine dfgorges it ſelf in Holland 
into the Oceas ; its corrie is above two hundred 
and filty leagues. 

They ſay that the kbize was plac'd as a bound 
betwixt France and G:rmany ; but Monarchs 
do not tye themſelves to-Rules of Geogra- 
phers, and their Sworl does not always agree 
with the Compals. 

The E/b begins in Brhemza in the Mountains 
near Schimidberg, paſles at Cogingretz, Toſchen, 
Dreſde, Meiſſen or Mden, Torgan, Witanberg, 
Deſſau or Deſſan, Magdeburg, Hizaker, Lavemns 
bourg, Harbor, FTambourr, and at Glucſt.d, 

| Stade 
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Stade is near the Elbe. Elſter, Cadburgs, 
Moldave, Sale, joyn with this River. 

The Oder takes its Origine in Moravia near 
Dolmutz, which is the Capital of it, flows at Rg- 
tibor, Oppelen, Breſla, C roſſen, Francfort, and at 
Stetin: Ratibor, Oppelenand Breſlau,are Towns 
of Silefta. Croſſen 1s the Capital of the Dutchy 
whoſe name it bears. Yarthe, Noiſſe, Boler, and 
other Rivers, joyn themſelves to the Oder. 

The Weſer takes its Origine in Saxony of 
Naumbourg near the Dutchy of Saxony of Alren- 
bourg, palies at /Zamelen, Minden, Breme, and 
other places. Leina, Aler, Ecker, Inerſt, and ©- 
ther Rivers enter into the Weſer. Leina waters 
Hanover, Aller Zel and Ferden, Ecker Brunſwic, 
lerſt Hildeſhein. Some years ſince the Duke 
of Lunebourgtook the Town of Brunſwick in de» 
ſpite of all the Efforts of the Duke of this name.

The chief are the Ele&tors, who have 
power of chuſing by their Suttrages the Empe- 
rours of Germany.

Nſelm Francis Frederic of Ingheltbeim, 
Archbiſhop of Mayence, Prince and E: 
lector of the Empire, Great Chancel. 
lour ot Germany, Legate of courſe of the holy 
Apoſtolick See. Catholick. 

He was elected the 7th of November, 1679. 
being forty years of age. Betore his Election 
he was Archprieſt of Mayence, and Governour 
of Erfort. 

A Wheel Or ina Field Gules and over it an F. 
leforal Cap, compole the Arms of this Ele- 
ctor. 

The firſt Eleftor of this Church was call'd 
Villigiſe, Son of a Cartwright : for evidence of 
it, he kept, through:Humulity, a Wheel in his 
Chamber, to put him in mind of his Extract. 
on ; wherefore his Succeſſors have kept it in re- 
rmembrance of him in their Arms. 

The Archbiſhops of Mayence, as Chancellours 
of the Empire, keep the Archives of the Empire, 
and the original Regiſter-books where are reg!- 
ſtred the names of all the Princes and Eſtates 
who have a Voice in the Diets. When the Em- 
perour is dead, they give notice to the other E- 
lectors, and fignifie to them a day to ſet upon a 
new Election. 


Mayence , 


| 
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Mayence, Aſchaffembourg, , are the ordinary 
places of Reſidence of this Prelate, who has 
thirteen Suffragans ; Strasbourg is one. 

Of late years there has been united to this 
Archbiſhoprick the Biſhoprick and Principality 
of Weormes. 

Mayence has had ſeventeen Archbithops from 
S. Boniface to Anſelm Francis Frederick. Forty 
Biſhops preceded them ; the firlt was S.Creſcens, 
and the laſt Gervi/o. 

This Archbiſhoprick yields ordinarily to its 
Archbiſhop ſix or ſeven hundred thouſand 
Crowns of Annual Rent ; its Domintons contain 
twenty five Bail1wicks, and a great many Tolls 
on the Rhixe and on the Main. 

This Eleftor is Dean of the Electoral Col- 
ledge, he crowns the Emperour on his Lands. 
The EleQtion 1s made ordinarily at Francfort 0# 
the Main, though not by an indilpenlable ne- 
ceſlity, becauſe the Emperours have tormerly 
receiv'd the Crown at Azix la Chappelle, and of 
late years at Fraxcfort and elſewhere. The E- 
lector of Saxony conteſted rhe Election with 
Ferdinand the Firſt, becaulſe he was clected ac 
Cologne. 

Mayence, which was formeriy an Imperial 
Town, loſt its Priviledges by the Atlafſinate of 
Arnold de Zellenout its Archbithop. 

The Chapter is compos'd of twenty tour Ca- 
pitulary Canons, that is to ſay, who have a de- 
liberate Voice ; they are all Gentlemen, 
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[ will not paſs with ſilence a thing which 
paſs'd in this Town An 7.45. Its Prelate Boni- 
face not bclicving that there were Antipodes, 
accus'd of Hercſic betore Pope Zachary. ot whom 
he was Legate, Vigzlis Bilhop of Saltzbourg, be- 
cauſe he had maintain'd the contrary both in 
Iis Pulpit, and in a Book which he compos'; 
whereat ſame Church-men being ſcandaliz'd, 
accus'd him to Boniface, who caus'd him ta be 
condemn'd as an Heretick, ailedging that Sr, 
John Chryſoſtom, $. Auſtin, and other Fathers of 
the Church, had not believ'd a new World, and 
that to ſet up a new, was to introduce a nei 
Teſus Chris. Zacharie writ on this ſubject two 
Letters to Boniface, which are inſerted in th 
general Sum ot the Councils. We can no lon- 
ger doubt of a new World, ſince the diſcovery 
of Chriſtopher Columbus. It has been faid ſince 
of this Archbiſhop Boxiface, that he was as ull a 
Geometer, as he was a good man. 

There is feen in this Dioceſs an ancient Tower 
famous in Hiſtory, call'd 7Zeuſthur, that 1s to 
ſay, the Tower of Rats, in a Lake, where attos 
the Second oi tins name was devour'd by thelc 
Anunals, A». 9 1 4. through a divine puniſhment. 
Some Authors relate that they gnaw'd away e- 
ven his name wherefoever they found 1t. 

The Jews were expelFd from Mayence, Anno 
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The Invention of P rinting. 


Si vas attribute to John Gattemberg Gentles 
, ) man, Native of Mayence ( lome ſay of Stras- 
bourg) the Invention of Printing,about the year 
1440. under Pope Eugenius the Fourth. Chajte- 
auniere de Grenaille ſays, that it was in the 
Town of Haerlem, ſometime an Epiſcopal 
Town, where it was invented ; that it was 
Laurence Coſter who firſt invented this Art, and 
that after having begun to work upon it, and 
having profited and advanc'd 1n it, one of his 
treacherous Servants call'd John Fauſtus pocket- 
ed up and carried away to Mayence all the Let- 
ters and other Inſtruments ferving for Printing, 
in a word, the whole Trade, in a Curiftmas- 
night, whilſt his Maſter and all the Family 
were at the Midnight-Maſs. Boxhornzus, in his 
Book entituled the Theatre of Holland, nas writ- 
ten in favour of FHaerlem ; as allo Petrus Scri- 
verius : Naude has declar'd himſelt for AMay- 
ence, ; 

There are {cen on rhe houſe of the ſaid Lau 
rence Coſter, Citizen, Keeper of the Royal Pa-

M. Foli, Chanter of the Church of Paris, liz 
very well remark, that we muſt not think 
{ſtrange of the diflerence of theſe two datc; 


1440. and 1430. which are in thele Inſcripti- 


ons, becauſe Boxhornius makes the Invention of 
Printing more ancient by ten years, telling us 
that Coſter laid the firſt Foundations, Ax.1 420. 

The late Dean of Munſter, call'd Malinchret, 
maintains that the Invention of Printing bc- 
longs to Mayence ; He has compos'd a Book in 
Ouarto, which has for title de Ortu & Progreſſu 
Artis Typographica, which was printed at Ce- 
logne, An. 1639. 

Parival lays, in his Book entituied Les Del; 
ces de la Flolland, p. 86. that the Chineſes a long 
time fince invented Printing ; that it was pe- 
lIifit at Mayerce, and thence convey'd all over 
Europe ; but that the Honour belongs to Lau: 
rence Coſter, and the immorta! Glory to [lat 
lem. 

Adrian Funius ſays, that the firſt Charafters 

for 
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for Printing were of Beech-wood whereof Coſter 
bethought him, afterward of Lead, then of 712. 
Others ſay, with more likelihood, that they be- 
gan to print at /7azrlem with Tables of Box, or 
of Braſs, ingraven atter the Chineſe manner. 

The Book entituled Speculum noſtr Saluts, 
printed at F/aerlem and at Mayence, 1s very an- 
cient; as allo the Catholicum Fanuenſe: 1t's 2 
Latin Dictionary call'd Proſodia. It was com- 
pos'd by a Religious man of the Order of St. 
Dominick, and printed at Mayence, An. I 460. 
That of the Dominicans de la rue $. Fonore, is 
of the year 1629. 

The fri? Bible was printed at Mayence by 
John Fauſtus and Peter Schoeffer his Son-in-Law, 
An. 1462. and the year following S. 4/tin de 
Crvitate Dei, 1n the fame Town. 

Martin and Michel! Ulriques were the firſt 
who exercisd in Paris the Art of Printing, 4. 
1470. 

The Latin Bible was printed at Paris Anno 
1512. Thoſe of Robert Stevens came torbh at 
Paris An. 1526, and 1532. 

The firſt Huguenot Bible was tranflated from 
Hebrew into French by Peter Olivetan, vulgarly 
Oliveteau, and printed at Neuchaſtel in Swit 2er- 


land, An. 1535. by Pirot Picard. 


The Bible of Vatablus was printed by the 
ſame Robert Stevens, An. 1557. 1n three Vo- 
Lumes in Folo. 

The Sear Joli above-mentioned, fays in hi+ 
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Book entituled Yoyage fait & Munſter & autre 
lieux voiſins, An. 1646 and 1647. a remarkable 
thing, which is, that to adjuſt the difference be. 
twixt Hatrlem and Mayence concerning the 74- 
vention of Printing, it may be concluded from 
Book of Bertius, that Coſter at Hatrlem lighted 


on the Invention of Printing after the manner of 


the Chineſes, and that Guttemberg and Fauſtu 
invented alterward at Mayence the moveablc 
and changeable Characters tor compoſing yl. 
lables and words; becauſe Scriverius ſhew'd 
Bertjus this Speculum Salutis, whereof each Page 


was made on a Frame or Table engrav'd or | 


cut as it were, and not with ſeparated Chara- 
Cters, compoſing apart the ſyllables, words, 
and lines. TheParthians wrought their Letters 
on Linnen-cloath, atter the manner of Embro: 
dery. 

The Invention of Powder and Cannon is more 
ancient; it was invented Ar. 1354. We ſhall 
ſpeak of it elſewhere.

It is faid that the Revenue of this Archbi- 
ſhoprick may go yearly at eleven or twelve 
hundred thouſand Livres.

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doms of France, Arles, Auſtraſia, and Italy. The 
zoth of Augy/t 1670. Chriſtopher de la Foſſe a 
Fleming of the Town of Mons, having ſtil'd the 
Flefor of Treves, amonglt his Titles, Archchay- 
cellor of France and the Kingdom of Arles, in 
Theſis which he was to detend at Pars for his 
Doctorſhip, he was hindred from defending the 
 faid Thefs. Another good Writer has obſerv'd, 
that when this EleCtor is call'd Grand Chancellor 
of the Gavls, this is underſtood of the Country 
which the Roman Emperours poſlcfſed within 
the bounds of the ancient Gaul on this fide thc 
Rhine, which was call'd formerly the Kingdom 
of Arles. 

Treves, calld in Latin Auguſta Trevirorum, 
vas built,as Aneas Sylvius relates,in the time of 
the Patriarck Abraham,2500 years before the In- 
carnation, by Trebeta Son of Ninus King of the 
HAſſyrians, who being driven from the Kingdom 
by his Step-mother Semzramis, came and built 
this Town on the Moſelſe. Alſtedius lays its 
iounder was 7revir Son of Man King of Germayy, 

This place has been a Theatre of War, having 
been taken and retaken in our tirne. It has had 
101 Biſhops and Archbiſhops from S. Eucher to 
 Fehn Flugo de Dorsbec. Popo was its firſt Arch- 
F:inop. 

The bleſſed Rhenanus aſſures us, L.3. de rebus 
Germanicis, that the Church of ayence and that 
of Cologne were formerly under that of 7reves.

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The Archbiſhop was oblig'd ro come every 
year to Cologne on Twelt-day, and the Town 
gave him tour hundred Florins of Gold, with a 
hundred meaſures of Oats ; which he loſt if he 
came not. There has been a compoſition ſince 
for this Rent by a new agreement. When he 
comes there, he cannot ſlay there above three 
days together, unleſs he has permiſtion from the 
Burgomaſlers ; and the number of perſons which 
he brings there with him, 1s Iimited. He keeps 
in the Town a Magultrate who judges criminal 
Proceſles, aſſiſted with two Sheriffs. 

The People of the Country call this Town 
Collen, The Empreſs Agrippina Fulia, Wile of 
the Emperour Claudius, having been born there 
and peopled it with Romans, gave 1t 1ts name ; 
ſince that time it is call'd Colonta Agrippina. 
Trajan was choſen Emperour there. It 1s faid 
amongſt the Germans, that he who has not ſeen 
Cologne, has not ſeen Germany : Qui non vidit 
Coloniam, non vidit Germaniam. This Proverb 
ſuppoſes it tobe very famous. Ammianus Mar- 
cellinus calls it 7rbem ampli nominis, munitiſſt- 
mam, amplam & copioſam The Rhine gives 1t 
the figure of a Bow or of a Creſcent, btecaule it 
bends it ſelf there by reaſon of ſome Banks 
which are caretuJly kept. The French took it 
under Chil/deric the Fir(t, and it continued in 
their hands to the Emperour Otho the Firſt, 
who reſtor'd it again to the Empire among(t 
the Free and Hans-Towns. It has tor Devite, 

Colonia 
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.Colonia ſidelis Romane Ecclefig filia; and tor 
Arms, three Crowns Or. It has a great number 
of Churches and other beautiful Edifices. Good 
Walls and double Trenches environ it : Its or- 
dinary Guard is of three hundred Walſoons or 
Germans. 

Ia the Metropolitan Church, which 1s con- 
ſecrated undcr the name of S. Peter and the 
three Kings, called vulgarly the Dome, are ſhewn 
the three Heads or Scu 'lls, being very black, of 


the three Kings or Magi, who adored the Son of - 


God in the Manger ; and it is belicv'd that they 
are there entire. 

The Church of St. Z/rſu/a is famous by rea- 
lon of the eleven thouſand Virgins caſt by a Tem- 
peſt on the coaſts of Germany. There are ſeen 
an infinite number of bones all round the walls 
of the Quire in high Cupboards, and many 
Tombs in the body of the Church, and on ar 
Altar many heads of ſilver, where is that of St. 
Urſula. The Colledge of $ orbonne a Member of 
the tacuity of Divinity of Pars, has for Patro- 
neſles this holy Daughter of a King, and her 
Companions. Cardinal Baronius fays in his 
Annotations on the Roman Martyrologie, that 
the true Hiſtorv of theſe Virgins 15 loſt ; thence 
'r comes that we find many uncertain things 
of it. Mr. Foli, Canon of the Church of Pars, 
nas faid remarkable things of it in his Book en- 
tituled, A Voyage made to Munſter in Weſl pha- 


lia, and many other neighbouring places, An.16.46, 
and 
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D, 
ad 1647. Printed by Francis Clauzier. 

Father Bouſſingault in his Guide of the Low 
Countries, P.101.and 219. ſays, that the Church 
Sf. Mary. of the Capitol has two Bodies and two 
Quires, in the one of which the Canons ſay 
their Office, and in the other the Canoneſles ; 
where the one being on one ſide, and the others 
on the other, they ſing the Praites of God. 
There 1s a like thing practis'd at Nivele in Bra 
bant, the Canons come on certain days of the 
year into the Church of the Canonefles to {ing 
with them. The Abbels, as Lady ſpiritual and 
temporal of the Town of Nive/e, it being of 
her Juriſdiction, preſides in the Chapter ; rhe 
Canons and Canonefles joyntly conter the Be- 
nefices which are vacant by the death or by the 
marryage of the Canonefles. The Ladies wear 
in the Church a Rochet with a black Mantle over 
it which trains on the ground, a ftarcht Linnen- 
cloath on their arm inſtead of the Aumaſſe or 
the turr'd Ornament worn by Canons, and a 
Convre-chef on their head. 

St. Bruno Founder of the Charthuftans, was 
born at Co/ogne, and Mary de Medicis dyed there 
the third of July 1643. In the fame year dycd 
Lows the Thirteenth,and Cardinal Richelien. 

Cologne has had eighty Biſhops and Archb:- 
ſhops trom Matternus to Maximilian Henry of 
Bavaria : ſeventcen Biſhops preceded there the 
Metropolitans. St. Agilulfe was its firſt Arch- 
biſhop. Pope Zachary declar'd this Church

Munſter, Minden, and Oſnaburg. 


An Obſervation on the three Ecclefialtical Fle- 
(tors. 


Ou muſt obſerve that the three Eccleſia- 
{tical Eleftors have no Pallive Voice in 
the Aſſemblies of Ele&ion, that is to fay, they 
cannot nominate themſelves Emperours ; they 
may nominate and give their Suftrages for o- 
thers, but not for themlielves; it having not 
beer: judg'd proper that one and the ſame head 
ſhould wear the Miter and the Imperial Crown, 
and one and the ſame hand carry the Croſs and 
the Sword ; and to the end that ſince they can- 
not arrive at the Crown, they way keep the o- 
ther Electors within rhe bounds of their de: 
Volr. 


Another Obſervation on the Lay Fleftors. 


He Secular Eleftors may nominate them- 

lelves. Sigiſmond of Luxembourg, King 

of Bohemia, nominated hirſelt after the death 

of Robert of Bavaria; and the other Electors ac- 

knowledging his merit, gavehim unanimouſly 
their Voices and Suftrages. 

The Eccleſiaſtical Ele&tors are elected by 
their Chapters, who may exerciſe the Archic- 
piſcopal Functions during the vacancy of the 
See, but not the Electoral. The 
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The Eleftoral Habit. 


He Eleftoral Habit comes near that of 
the Preſidents of Soveraign Courts. 
That of the Eccleſiaſtical Ele&tors 1s of Scarlet 
Cloath, and that of the Lay Electors is of Crim- 
fon Velvet. T ney are ali lind with Hermines, 
as likewiſe their C ap. There are ſome of them 
to be ſeen drawn at large with their ceremonial 
Habits, in one of the faireſt and richeſt Galle 
ries ot Dake Mazarin, formerly belonging to the 
Cardinal of this name. The #'ing of Bohemia, 
inſtead of the EleCtoral Cap, wears a Royal 
Crown on his bead. 

You mult obſerve, that Az. 1673. the Town 
of Cologne was choſen to treat there of a Peace 
betwixt the Kings of France and of Great Brj- 
tain and the Hol/anders, and the Aſltembly was 
held at the Convent of the Carmelires, a place 
very convenient. His moſt Chriſttan Majeſty 
ſent thither tor his Plenipotenciaries the Duke 
of Chaulne, and the Sieurs Conrtin and de Baril- 
lon, who arriv'd there the tirſt; the King ſhew- 
ing that he would not retard the work ot 
Peace, where ſo many Princes concern'd them- 
iclves, though loaded with Victories. They 
were followed by three Embaſſadours of Swe- 
den, who had a deference of Honour from a! 
the reſt, they being then in __ of Media- 


tors. Two Plenipotentiaries « 712 afterward 
from 
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from England, and they expected for third tlic 
Earl of Sunderland chict of the Embaſlie. Du- 
ring his abſence Sir Foſeph Williamſon pertorm'd 
for him. Thoſe of Ho//and came to the num- 
ber of four, and afterward the Plenipotentiaries 
of Spain, who had no other quality but of F»- 
voys. The Elettor of Cologne had one Embat- 
ladour,Prince William of Fuſtemberg; the Ele(lor 
of Brandenburg ſent thither the Baron of Zmin: 
zin, Who had a Colleague. The Emperour dc- 
puted the Baron d'1ſola and others , and the Bi- 
thop of Munſter ſent two there. He was one 
of the Parties concern'd. This Illuſtrious Af- 
ſembly had no ſucceſs, becauſe the ſeizing and 
carrying away by force the perſon of Prince 
William of Furſtemberg by the Imperaaliſts, 
though vetted with the character of Plenipoten- 
tiary, ina place which ought to be a Sanctuary, 
oblig'd his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, conſidering 
the Laws of Nations violated, to recal his. 

Nimegen was ſince made choice on for re- 
newing the Conferences of the general Peacc. 
The Duke de Vitry, the Sieur Colbert Marqueſs 
of Croiſſi, and the Sieur de Meſmes Count of A- 
vaux,were appointed Plenipotentiaries of France 
Anno 1675. Marſhal 4 Eſftrade ſacceeded the 
Duke de Vitry. 

The 11th of Aga? 1677. the Biſhop and 
Prince of Gurc chiet of the Embaſſie of Germany 
tor the Conferences of the Peace, arrived at N- 


megen accompanied with Count X#7ns{;, and with 
Sent 
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Sieur Straman his Colleagues, who went before 
him. All the other Plenipotentiaries repair'd 
thither. The F/tates of the United Provinces 
of the Low Countries appointed tor tizeir Plent- 
potentiaries the Sieur ieromy BeverningLord of 
Teylingen Curator of the Univerſity of Leiden, 
the Szeur William of Naſſau Lord of Odit Cortes 
gene, &c. and the Szeur William FHaren Grietmay 
du Bild: 

The Treaties of Peace and of Commerce, 
Navigation and Maritime afiairs betwixt France 
and the States General of the Ynited Provinces 
of the Low Countries, were concluded at Nime- 
gen the 1oth of Augu/t 1678. 

In the ſame year the Treaty of Peace betwixt 
France and Spain was ſign'd, and the year tol- 
lowing, 1679. that of France and of the Empes 
roar, whereot we have ſpoken elſewhere.

Prague 1s the capital City; 1ts Dukes, the 
Kings and Emperours have kept there a long 
time their Court : it is divided into three, the 
Small, the Ancient, and the New ; Praga ad 
Moldaviam fluvium, the Molde waters it. 

 Tts Inhabitants were govern'd by Dukes till 
Tratiſlaus was created the firſt King, who was 
followed by many others, till the Royal Linc 
being extinet, the Houſe of Auſtria put them- 
ſelves in poſliciſion of this Kingdom, which has 
been made hereditary in the Houſe of Auſtri. 
by the Treaty of Peace of Munſter. 

The Ancients called Bohemia Bojemia or Bo 
johemia, that 1s to ſay in the German Tongue, 
the Houſe or Reſidency of the Boyes, a People 
of the Gauls who retir'd thither. 

Some have ſaid that this EleCtor was the laſt 
before that he was King. His Chair at the E- 
lections 1s of Sattin puriied with Gold, and that

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of his Colleagues of Crimſon Velvet onely- 
Some would ſeem to'fay that he has onely a ca- 
ſting Voice and Suffrage, when the other Ele- 
@ors do not accord for the Ele&tion of tize Em- 

erour : but 1t 1s certain that he is effectively 
an Elector as the others, and that his Royal qua- 
lity gives him the firſt Seat among!t the Lay 
Elettors. 

Bohemia, with the Provinces of Morauir and 
Silefra, may be worth yearly twelve or thirteen 
Millions to its Prince. The Emperour Frege- 
ric ſurnamed Barberoſſa, made it a Kingdom : 
it 1s he who ſad to Pope Alexander the Third, 
Non tibi, ſed Petro. 

The Bohemians in the Ceremonies of the 
Matis,ſing theEpiſtle and Gojpel in their Tongue, 
and communicate under Loth kinds: it has 
been permitted them as a thing which does not 
alter the eſſence of Faith. 

The Townot Egra, otherwiſe Feer, belongs 
to this Crown ; the Gazettes often mention ;t. 

There are pretious Stones found in the NMoun- 
tains of Pinch; whence 1s come the Proverb, that 
men throw ſometimes a Store at a Cow, nhich is 
worth more than the Cow. 

The Inhabnants of Bohemia arc ca!! d Bohe- 
mians, with an Aſpiration, ad the yaulLond 
Egyptian Fortunetellers Boemians; thy 2j- 
peard in Europe An. 1417, They came from 
Hungary, and Valachia, *ienticrs Of Turky. 

The Clocks of Behernia are alter the Tralian 
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faſhion : they tell the hours there from one 
Sun-ſetting to the next, twenty four hours con- 
ſecutively. 

Olmus 1s the capital Town of Moravia, and 
Breſlau of Sileſia. 

The Emperour Leopold declar'd Count Sta- 
remberg Chancellor of the Empire, and Coun- 
ſellor of his Privy-Counctl, the 24th of January 
1678.

Pope Innocent the Eleventh cele- 
brated Maſs for the Soul of this deceaſed per- 
ſon, and the Emperour caus'd the Funeral-Ob- 
ſequies to be ſolemniz'd at YVzenna in the Church 
of the diſcalceated Auguſt ins. 

The Empire has been divers times in the 
Houſe of Bavaria. Its Princes have married 
eight Daughters of Emperours, and eleven 
Daughters of Kings ; and among the Daughters 
of this Houſe, fix have married Emperours, 
three have been married to Kings, and two to 
Dolphins of France. Three Electors are of the 
ſame Family ; that of the Palatinate of the Rhine, 
that of Bavaria, and that of Co/ogne, which has 
been for about an Age in this Houle.

Ohn Georges the Third of the name, Duke of 

| Saxony, Landtgrave of Thuringia, Marquels 
,# of Miſnia, Great Marſhal or Great Gentle- 
man of the Horſe of the Empire, Prince and 
Elector. Luth. 

Quarterly, 1. upper Saxony , 2. Thuringia,

Dreſde on the River Elbe, 1s at preſent the 
ordinary place of Reſidence of this EleCtor. 

His Revenue Loth ordinary and extraordina- 
ry, may amount to about eight millions of Li- 
VIES. 

Magdebourg is the greateſt Town of all the 
Country. The Ele&or of Brandenburg poſleſ- 
ſes it by vertue of the Treaty of Munſter, accor- 
ding to which the Empire has conſented that he 


hold in Soveraignty the Archbiſhoprick of 


Magdeburg, and the two Biſhopricks of Albe- 
fad and Minden, to incemnifie him for Pome- 
runza ©lterior, poſlels'd by the Swedes. Be- 
{:dcs that his EleQoral Highneſs of Brandenburg 
keeps 2 great Gariſon at Magdebourg, he ſpares 
nothing mn fortilying it. 

The preſent Archbiſhop, who is Lutheran, is 


alſo 
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alſo Biſhop of 47. He enjoys a great Reve- 
nue. This Prelate or Governour is of the ZZonſe 
of Saxony. He is married, and has Ciuldren 
well grown in years. Amonglt his Titles he 
takes that of Primate of Germany ; the Electo- 
ral Archbiſhops conteſt this Primacy with 
him. 

The Houſe of Saxony is eſteem'd one of the 
moſt antient of Europe. Wittemberg was for- 
merly the Seat of the Duke. This Town 1s 
known throughout the Earth for having firſt 
tollowed the Hereſiarch Luther, Native of 1ſſebe 
in the County of Mansfel, who having liv'd 
ſome time in the Order of the Fryers Hermites 
of $. Auſtin, letc them Az. 1517. The publi- 
cation of a Plenary Indulgence throughout all 
Chrittendom in favour of a Croiſade againſt the 
Turks, ſcrv'd him asa Stumbling-block, becauſe 
Cardinal Albert of Braudenbourg, Archbiſhop of 
Mayence, and Commiſlary of the holy See, per- 
mitted Father Jobs Tetzel/ius a Dominican, to 
publiſh this great Indulgence. Martin Luther, 
who at that time was a Religious man and Pro- 
iciſor in Divinity, took fo great a pique at it, 
through a motive of Jcaloufie, and {ell into ſuch 
a fury, being aſſiſted by Foks Szuaupire Vicar- 
general ot his Order, that he began to preach a» 
gaintt the Pope , and againſt his Indulgences, 
maintaining that they were diavolical Inventi- 
ons; that thc Roman Church muil be lett, and a 
Sect made apart ; that there needs no Faſting ; 


by. 
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that Eccleſiaſticks, Religious men and women, 
ought to marry; and an infinite ſtore of the like 
Errours. The lenfuality of his Dofrine,joyn'd 
with theRevenues of theChurch,being employ'd 
in Pomps, in Vanities, other' worſe things,drew 
to him a great many Followers , and even per- 
ſons of power. Fohn Frederick EleCtor of Saxony, 
and Siching; a great German Caprtain,upheld Ly- 
ther. He chang/d the name of Ludder, which 
ſignifies a Mocker and Thict, into that of Lu- 
ther, which ſignifies Pure ; and dyed Ax. 1646. 
ſixty three years and ſome months old. He 
made his own Epitaph, in theſe words : Peſtis 
eram vivus, moriens ero mors tua Papa. This 
Butterflye threaten'd an Elephant ; the Plague is 
ceaſt, and the Popes live withour interruption 
in glory. Melantthon ſpeaks of this Epitaph in 
15 Funeral-Oration. 

pper Saxony belongs to the EleCtor, the 
lower to the Zouſe of Brunſwick tor the greateſt 
part of it, and to that of Saxony Lavenburg on 
the Elbe, which 1s the Head of the Illuſtrious 
Houſe of 4Anhalt, comprizing the Towns of Ham- 
bourg, Breme, and the County of Oldenburg. 

The Town of Brenſwick in the middle of 
Saxony, is very muchenlarg'd ; it 1s at preſent 
under the government ot the Duke of Wolfem- 
buttel, Head of his Fanuly. Theſe three Bro- 
thers, the Duke of Zell, of Hanover, and the Bi- 
fhap of 0ſnaburg, are of the fame Houle.

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Rederick William Marqueſs of Branden- 
burg, Great Chambterlain of the Empire, 
and Elector, Duke of Pruſſia, Magdeburg,

Daughter of Philip of Holſtein Gluxbourg, Dow- 
ager of Chriſtzan Louis Duke of Brunſwick, the 
14th of Fare 1668. He has many Cluldren 
by both. He 1s a Calviniſt. 

He bears divers Quarterings, containing ſc- 
veral Alliances and Principalities, over al/ #2ure 
a Scepter in pale Or, which belongs to the E- 
lcCtorate ; a triple Helm and triple Creſt.

Brandenburg is the capital City of the Mar- 
quifate to which it gives the name ; 1t 1s ſeated 
on the River Havel, Ir 1s ſeen at a great di- 
ſtance by reaſon of its two great Towers. This 
Town has the title of Biſhoprick : Luther r- 
ceiv'd there the Order of Prieithood. 

Berlin, Spandau, and Poſdam, are the ordina- 
ry places of Reſidence ot his Electoral High- 
ncls. 

Berlia 1s the greateſt Town of the Marqui- 
fate here nam'd; the River Swevus waters it. 
Its Sotl is the moſt fertile and pleaiant of the 
Marcha of Brandenbarg. Berlin 1s as big as 
Montpellier or Beziers. They count there three 
Towns, to wit, Co/n otherwilc Cologne on Sue- 
us Where 15 the Palace of the Elector, the an- 
cient Town of. Berlin, and the new which is 
call'd Fridericverde. 

This Ele&tor, next the Emperour, has more 
Land and Souldiery than any ot the other Prin- 
ces of Germany. He has ordinarily twenty five 
cr thirty thouſand men on foot, and good Soul- 
tiers. His Revenue oraimary and extraordi- 
nary is eleven or twelve Millions, ſome ſay 
JOUrYTEeen. 

His Court is Royal, and i the beſt of the 
Empire, next that of his imperial Majeſty. 

He has three Provinces which go by the name 
of 1a Marcha, to wit, the 0/4, the New, and the 

Meas. 
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Mean. Three Biſhopricks, Brandenburg, /e Bur, 
and Havelsberg. 

Frederick Burgrave of Nuremburg bought, 
An. 1417. the March of Brandenburg of the Em- 
perour Sigifmond, tor four hundred thouſand 
Florins, atter having firſt ſold his Burgraviate 
for two hundred and torty thouſand Florins. 

The Eſtates of this EleQtor contain in length 
above two hundred German leagues ; from 
Huſſen near Arnhen to Memel in Pruſſia, they are 
not large. Thus Prince goes on his Lands from 
the Low Countries as far as Poland and Cur- 
land. 

The Oder, the Elbe, and the Havel, water 
theſe Eſtates. 

This Prince is deſcended from the Houſe of 
the Earls of Zolleren in Suabia in the Diocels of 
Conſtance, whereot the Head of the Family is 
Catholick. 

This Ele&tor has done memorable things of 
late years; amongſt others, he has ſettled in 
his Houle the Ducal Soveraignty of Pruſſia. 

Moreover, he has made a Comraunication 
of the Ba/tick Sea with the Ocean, through the 
miniſtry of a French-man of Provence, called 
Pierre des Chaiſes, who. undertook it , and 
brought it to etfet by the means of Channels 
and Rivers. He fortified Ber/iz when 1t was 
believ'd to be loſt. This Prince came with his 
Forces before Ferbe/lin in the month of Fuly of 
the year 1675. where he defeated the Swedes 

COm- 
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commanded by General Wrange/, and notwith- 
. ſtanding the bloudy Fight on both ſides, his E- 
lectoral Highneſs cut 1n pieces about three thau- 
fand Swedes, took a great number of Priſoners, 
and took from the Swediſh Army twenty two 
Standards and Enſigns, eight pieces of Canon, 
and the Baggage. 

This Elector has got by conqueſt ſince of the 
King of Sweden, Wolgaſt, Wollin, and Demmin. 

The 29th of Auguſt, An. 1679. he took trom 
his Majeſty of Sweden, Anclan ; and the zoth 
he made there his Entrance with Madam the E- 
leftoreſs, and the Elettoral Prince, His High- 
neſs paſſing in the Town, alighted before the 
great Church, where he heard the Sermon, and 
alliſted at the Te Deum which was there ſung, 
Thence his Highneſs went to the Guild-ha/, 
where he receiv'd the Oath of Fidelity from the 
Mayor in the Council-chamber, and afterward 
of all the Burgeſles before the Guild hal, and 
aſſur'd them that he would maintain them in 


all the Eccleſiaſtical and Politick Rights and . 


_ Priviledges which they had enjoy'd under the 


Reigns ot his Predeceſiors the ancient Dukes of 


Pomerania. The whole was conciuded by a 
magnificent Entertainment, where all the Bur- 
geſles that came were admitted. 

The 19th of December 1677. this Ele&tor 
gave a publick Audience in Its Camp before 
Stetin to the Envoy of the Cham of Tartary 
Precopites. His Electoral Highnels fate in a 
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Seat of Crimſon-Velvet trim'd with Gold, on a 
Scaffold rais'd two ſteps, cover'd with a rich 
Turky Carpet. This Envoy had three Letters, 
one from the Cham, one from the Sa/tan Galga 
his eldeſt Son, tor his Electoral Highneſs ; and 
one for the Electorets, conſiſting of Comple- 
ments and ofterings of Service. 

The 26th of December of the ſame year, the 
Town of S7etin, Capital of Pomerania, furren- 
dred it fell 1o his EleCtoral Highneſs, after a vi- 
gorous reſiſtance ot ſix months ſiege. 

The 24th of the fame month the Capitula- 
tion was concluded and fign'd on both ſides. 
The 26th in the morning, the Compoſition be= 
ing made, his Electoral Highneſs commanded 
two thouſand men to poſlets themſelves of the 
Gate of the Baſtion, &c. 

His Ele&oral Highneſs granted the Town ten 
years Exemption, and the liberty of Fiſhing, 
that the Inhabitants might employ the publick 
Revenues in the reparation of the Ruines of the 
Churches ; and his Highnets took on limfelf 
the reparation of the Cathedral. 

The EleQtor gave to Baron Orfiin,Camp-Mar- 
thal of his Army, the government of Pomera- 
ia, as Count Wrangel enjoy d 1 if in [1s life-time ; 
and made Major-General Suering Governour of 
Stetin,and Col. Barſtel Commander un der | un, 
The Siege of this place colt his El:ctoral H Highs 
neſs four hundred thouſand Crowns in Powder, 
Bullets, and Shot, according 2s forme relate. 

I tus 
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This Ele&or made his folemn Entry into the 
Town of Stetin the ſixth of Fanuary 1678. on 
Twelt-day; and atter having heard the Sermon, 
and receiv'd the Oath of Fidelity from the Mas 
giſtrates and the People, the Medals which his 
Highneſs had caus'd to be made, were diſtribu. 
ted to the People. In the Evening he retir'd 
into his Camp, whence he parted the eighth to 
return to Berliz, where they gave him an Au- 
guſt Reception. 

This Ele&or was not fatisfied with giving 
Orders for repairing Stet; with all poſſible di- 
ligence, but moreover he would adde there new 
labours for rendring this place of Importance 
more ſtrong than it was before. 

The 22th of Offob.1 678. the Town of Stral- 
zond (urrendred it ſelf by compoſition to his 
EleCtoral Highneſs, who made there his publick 
Entrance the 3oth of the ſame month. The 
Elector granted the Inhabitants an Exemption 
tor ten years from all the Impoſitions that they 
were wont to pay, to capacitate them to re- 
eſtabliſh themſelves, becauſe, of two thouſand 
houſes that there were in the Town betore thc 
Siege, there remained not fifty which were not 
conſum'd with the fire. 

The 17th of November of the ſame year, 
Gripſwal incurr'd the ſame fate; the EleCtor 
receiv'd the Oath of Fidelity of the Inhabitants 
the twentieth of the ſame month. This Town 
has the title of Univerſity ; it's halt a league 
om the Sea. The 
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The Swedes entred Germany forty or fifty 
years ſince, afſifted with the Proteſtants againſt 
the Catholicks. 

At the beginning of the year 1679. all the E- 
ſtates of the Elettor of Brandenburg reſolv'd to e- 
rect for this Princea Statue of caſt Copper in the 
Town of Ber/in,in memory of his great Victories. 

This Prince has reſtor'd to the King of Swe- 
den the places that he had taken trom lum. 
Stetin 1s of the number, which 1s the onely 
place that his Electoral Highneſs inſiſted on kee- 
ping, becauſe it had coſt hum fo much, and that 


| it was the Seat of the ancient Dates of Pomera- 


ma his Predeceſlors. 

There 1s .feen at his Court a Fugitive, to 
whom the Father General of the Capuchins ipake 
on a day, in theſe words, with Tears in hs 
Eyes : Religion hay given you Honey, and you re- 
turn it back Gall. 

An. 1680. Urſlan Aga Envoy of the Cham of 
the Crim-Tarters, pretented the EleQtorelis from 
the Cham's Wite a Shitt of Egyptian-Cloath, and 
a ſort of Buskins erabroidered with Gold, ſuch 
aSare worn by the Sz/tans. 

The third of Fan. 1681. Prince Loiis of Bran- 
denburg, tourth Son of the Eleftor of this name, 
married the Princeſs Loiiiſe, onely Daughter of 
the late Prince Bogeſſaus Radzevil, ſhe being 1 4 
years of age, a very rich Heireſs. This Princels 
poſſeſies above 4o leagues of Land in Lithuaris 
on the frontire of Livonia, where the has two 
places well fortified. 4 1 The 
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Harles Count Palatine of the Rhine, 
Prince and Ele&tor of the Empire, 
Great Treaſurer of the Imperial 
Houic, was born 1651. Calviniſt. 

He bears quarterly in the firſt and fourth Sable, 
a Lion Or, crown'd of the ſame, arm'd and langued 
Gules ; in the ſecond and third Lozenge Argent 
and Azure of twenty one pieces, and then a Mond 
Or in a Field Gules, which belongs to the Elc- 
Ctorate. 

Heidelberg is his capital Town in the /ower 
Palatinate on the Necar. It was taken Ayn.1 421, 
by the General of the Emperour Ferdinand the 
Second. "The Tower where the Clock 1s, 15 ve- 
ry high, and of a very excellent Architecture, 
Manhein is the Fence of the whole Country ; 
there is a very fair Palace there,where the Prince 
ordinarily reſides. 

Charles Lows, Father to the preſent Elector, 
was admirably skil”d in the Civil Law : he has 
been heard to diſpute againſt publick Theſes dc- 
dicated to his Electoral Highneſs with 1uch a 
ſtrength of Spirit, that he has put to a ſtand 
both Defender and Maſter. Books are no les 
worthy of a Prince, than the Military Art ; 

Miner- 
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Minerva and Mars are both Children of F«pi- 
ter. Alexander the Great read Homer's FO 
and Odyſſes. Fulius Caſar has Iett us his Com- 
mentaries. Alexander Severus read Plato's Re- 
pablick, Tulliee Offices, and Horace, The great 
Captain Scipio {tudied the Inſtitution of Cy rus ; 
Tiberius and Adrian the Works of Ovid. C "th 
lemagne King of France and Emperour, read tile 
Scripture , the Fathers, and particularly the 
Works of St. Au{tin; made Rules for the Retor- 
mation of the Church, entituled Capitula Carol? 
Magni. Charles the Fiftb,! King of France, nam'd 
the Wile, causd the Latin Bible to be tranile 
ted into French, and caus'd other Vceriions to be 
made. S. Lowis, Francis the Firſt, and other 
Kings of France, have lov'd Learning and lcar- 
ned perſons. Alphonſus the Tenth, King of Ca- 
ſtile, compos'd Books on the Civil Lai w, fine 
Aſtronomical Tables, and even the General Hiſto- 
ry of Spain : it has been oblerv d that tic read the 
Bible tourteen times. 

St. Bruno in his Book entituled the preſent 
ſtate of the Aﬀairs of Germany, with the Inte- 
reſts and Genealogics of the Shimes of the Em- 
pire , reduces the Eſtates of the Price Palatine 
to ten Bailiwicks, and notes his Revenue ; he 
has inherited five hundred thouſand Livres of 
Rent ſince the death of the Palatine of Simme= 
ren Uncle of Charles Lo#is, and formerly his 
Tutor. 

The Elefor Palatine, and he of Bavaria, arc 
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ot the ſame Family. The F7ouſe Palatine is the 
eldeſt. Frederick the Fifth, Count Palatine, 
ecleted King of Bohemia, had the EleCtoral Di. 
gnity taken trom him Ay. 1623. at the Diet of 
Rat'isbone, which gave 1t to Maximilian Duke » 
Bavaria. The Elettor Palatine of the Rhine 
was reftor'd to the poſſeſſion of the lower Pala 
tinate, and inveſted with an eighth Eleftorate, 
which was erected at the Treaty of Peace 0f 
ITe/tphalia,at the inflance of the moſt Chriſtian 
King. 

When the Emperour 1s not in Germany, or 
that the Empire 1s vacant, the Fleftors Palatine; 
and of Saxony, are Vicegerents or Regents: 
Bavaria conteſts it at preſent with one of them, 
1 he Aing of the Romans 1s perpetual Viccgerent 
ol the Eimperour. 

The Houſe Palatine has given Emperours to 
Germany, one King to Denmark, and two or 
three to Sweden ; and of late years a very wor- 
thy Spouſe ,the Princeſs El:zabeth Charlotte, to 
Philip of France Duke of Orleans, onely Broth 
of the King of Fraxce and Navarre. This Mar- 
rage was concluded and the Articles ſign'd the 
ſixth of November 1671. The Marriage was 
rade at Aerz the 26th of the fame month, and 
0! the faine year. | 

Philip Count Palatine of the Rhine, and his 
Brother Frederics the Second, ſgnaliz'd them- 
(clves at the Siege of Viewna againlt Solyman: 
rity commanded 1n the Town , and fo vigo 
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rouſly repell'd the Turks in their Aſſaults, that 
they kill'd 40000. Theſe two Princes, beſides 
the danger of their Lite, engag'd all their Eſtates 
for the ſupport of this War. The Emperour 
_ the Fifth was about Vienna, kceping the 
Field. 

The Palatinate of the Rhine furniſhes all 
things neceſſary for humane life, a great deal of 
Corn, and good Wines. In the great Tower 
of Feidelberg is ſeen a remarkable Veſſel which 
contains forty Pipes of Wane ; 1t deſerves Iron 
Hoops. 

There was ſcen at Feide/berg betore the-year 
1623. the curious Palatine Library, which was 
tranſported to the Vatican at Rome. 

The River Necar is very tull of Fiſh, and 
ſerves as well for bringing Wood from the Ot- 
thonick Foreft, as tor the tranſportation of Mer- 
chandize. 

Near this Foreſt appear, 4. 1476. a Shep- 
herd called Nicolas Hauſen, who quitting the 
charge of hisFlock, forg'd a Religion,and turn'd 
Preacher. He preach'd firſt againſt the lite of 
Church-men, and faid, that they ought not to 
have Titles given them. He atracht azfo the 
Secular powers, maintaining that there muſt be 
no paying of Tolls nor Tributes, nor any Im- 
poſition or Subſidy, that all was common ; and 
{aid in his Sermons, that he had a Revelation 
from the holy Virgin. The P-ople, who are 
lovers of Novelties, flockr to h2 r him from all 
parts. Til He 
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He had as great a concourſe of People as the 
Maſon that preacht at Paris in the Fauxbourg S. 
Germain, An. 1672, or 1673. At length Nico- 
las Hauſen was indicted, and condemn'd to be 
burnt asan Heretick. The Maſon who preacht 
but moral things was interdiCted preaching, ha- 
ving neither Order nor Miſſion, 

A Relation tells us, that his Eleftoral High- 
nels Charles Louis made an end of buiiding, 
An. 1 680. ar Frederickbourg near Manſhein, one 
of the faireſt Churches of Germany. and that he 
dedicated it to holy Concord or Tnion, which 
now he :nakes 1t bear, and caus'd it to be men- 
rion'd in a Sermon preacht there the firſt day 
tor its dedication. The Ceremony began with 
a fine Concert of Muſick, which was tollowed 
with an inaugural Oration very learned, and a 
learned Sermon of Dotfor Fabritius his firſt Mis 
niſter : in the afternoon he caus'd to preach 
there a Lutheran Dottor, and in the evening a 
Catholick Prieſt of the Church of Mayence ; and 
all three freely heard each other on the laudable 
deſigne of his Eleftoral Highneſs. You muſt 
not admire at this diverſity of Preachers , be- 
cauſe in ſome places of Germany the ſame Church 
is common to Catholicks and Lutherans. 
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Of the number of the Elefors, and other Circum- 
ſtances. 


He Ele&ors were formerly ſeven in num- 

ber; three belonging to the Church, and 

four Lay-men. They are at preſent eight,fince 

the Peace of Germany concluded at 7unjter, An. 
1648. 

The Lay-Elefors, who are Minors, in the E- 
ſection of an Emperour, may be prelent there 
accompanied with their Guardians, who are 
their neareſt Relations. They have no need of 
them if they have attain'd the age of eighteen 
years compleat, becauſe then they come out of 
Guardianſhip. | 

The Princes Electors have the power of chu- 
fing the Emperour, to the end that none attri- 
butes to himſelf the Imperial Dignity as here- 
ditary. 

Though the Ele&tors pretend to be equal 
with Kings, their Embaſſadours have not their 
Seats but after thoſe of Crown'd heads. The 
youngeſt Sons of the EleCtoral Houſes take place 
in Germany of other Princes. 

The Confuſion which aroſe formerly from the 
great number of Electors, was the reaſon that 
they were reduc'd to ſo few. The Emperour 
Charles the Fourth confirm'd them in the 
poſſeſſion of this Right mentzon'd in the 
Golden Bull, The Great Tark calls them the 
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Kings of Germany. Betore we leave Germany, 
we will obſerve that Powder and Cannon were 
there invented. 


be Invention of Powder and Cannon. 


Owder was invented by chance, Av. 13 54. 
E by Berthold Schuartz a German Cordel!- 
er. This great Naturaliſt making an Experi- 
ment of RarctaCction, ſhewing that there was no 
Vacuum in Nature, made uſe of a Pot well co- 
verd,wherein he had put Sulphur and the pow- 
der of Saltpeter, and laid fire to it, whereof he 
{aw rhe eftect. Some hold him to be the In- 
venter both of Powder and Cannon. Others 
lay that it was Bartholomew le Noir, a Monk 
of Cologne, a great Alchymiſt, who found out 
the Secret of making Cannon, according to Nay- 
clerus, in the ſame year 1354. and according to 
Baronius, An. 1360. Bartholomew le Noir was 
at Venice to caſt Cannon, to the end that the 
Yenxetians thould make uſe of them to recover 
trom the Genoeſes Foſſa Claudia, about the year 
1378. according to Sabe/licus, Blondus, and 0- 
tiers. The uſe was receiv'd in France, Anno 
1.425. at the time that an Engliſh Earl, call'd 
Thomas of Montigni, beſieg'd the Town of 
Mass. 
Petrarch falſely believ'd that the famous Ar- 
chimedes of the Town of Syracuſe was the In- 
Venter 
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venter of Cannon, becauſe he conveyed great 
Rocks by Mathematical Springs into the near 
Veſlels of the Enemies, and burnt them with 
Burning-glaſſes. 

The Chineſes boaſt that a Demon ſhew'd the 
Invention to their firſt King above a thouſand 
years before the Nativity of the Son of God. 
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A Zarles the Second, of the Houſe of Au- 
[tria, King of Spain, was born the ſixth 
of November, An. 1661. 

He is Catholick, and even fo call'd. It's a 
Title given by Pope Alexander the Sixth to 
Ferdinand the Fifth, and in his perſon to his Suc- 
ceſlors, for having deſtroy'd in Spain the Moors 
and Sarafins. 

He bears quarterly the Arms of Caſtille, which 
are Gules a Caſtle triple tower'd Or ; and thoſe 
of Leon, which are Argent a Liou Gules, and 
within an Eſcotcheon the Arms of his principal 
Realms, which we ſhould call in France Provin- 
ces. The Kings Livery 1s of a yellow colour. 
The ordinary Deviſe of ſome Kings of Spain is 
this : Omnes contra me, & ego contra omnes. 

Since Philip the Second, the Town of Madrid, 
ſcituated in ew Caſtile, is the ordinary place of 
Reſidency of rhis Court. There 1s a great 
Briige, and a little River under it, call'd May- 
zanarez ; on the occaſion of which, an Embaſ- 
ſadovr ſaid to tie Emperour Charles the Fifth, 
Leſs Bridge, or more Water. 

The Kings Palace is call'd Pa/aſſo del Rey, 
otherwiſe Palaſſo Real. The cldeſt Sons of the 
King 
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King of Spain are called Princes of Auſtria ; as 
in France, Dol-hins; in England, Princes of 
Wales; in Portugal. Princes of Algarves ; and 
in Savoy, Princes of Piedmont. 

A relation whercot I could quote the Author, 
tells us that a man muſt be clad in black to 
ſpeak to his Catholick Majeſty : I know the 
contrary by Spaniards who have had the ho» 
nour to ſpeak to him in grey Clothes. I may 
believe that a man muſt appear before him in 
black Clothes when he is in Mourning, and be 
in a decent habit. 

The Coach-men ſit on one of the horſes which 
g0 at the Draught-tree, ſince the time that the 
Coach-man of Count Alvarez, who fate before 
the Coach, reveal'd a Secret of his Maſter, 
which he had overheard. The ſame thing 1s 
practis'd in Germany. 


The chief Flouſes of Pleaſure belonging to the 
King, and out of Madrid, are 


L Campo, il Retiro, Aranjues, le Pardo, the 
Eſcurial, and Farzuela. | 

The Spaniards make of this laſt fave one the 
cighth Wonder of the World. Philip the Se- 
cond [aid out twenty Millions 1n building it : 
he caus'd the Eſcurial to be built both in me- 
mory of the Victory which he gain'd over the 
Freach, An. 1557. at S. Quentin in Picardy on 
the Somme, the tenth of Auguſt, being S. Lau- 
rence's 
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rence's day,and tor having caus'd the Church of 
S. Laurence of S. Quentin to be beaten down ; 
whereupon he made a Promiſe to God to cauſe 
a finer to be built in Spazn, in the honour of 
the ſame Saint, and a Monaſtery where the 
Monks of S. Fzerome are magnificently ſeated. 
The King has a Seat in the RefcCtuary, and a 
great Palace without the Convent. After the 
Library of the Yatican, which 1s the firſt of the 
World, that of theie Monks has been greatly 
valued. 

There is ſeen at 7/ Campo a great Park for the 

divertiſement of Hunting ; great Ponds and 
Gardens. 
At tl Retiro, otherwiſe call'd Buen Retiro, 
there 1s ſeen Philip the Fourth on a Horle of 
caſt Copper. The King paſles there the grea- 
teſt heats of the Summer, by reaſon of its Wa- 
ters and fine Grotto's of different kinds. The 
fine Walks are thereas green in the Summer as 
in the Spring-time. There 1s a ſtrange Figure 
there ſlanding in the midſt of a great Ciſtern, 
caſting forth water from all the parts of its bo- 
dy, which is made uſe of tor watering in a mo- 
ment a Garden ot the Palace full of all forts of 
Flowers. There 1s alſo ſeen there Gardens full 
of Fruit-trees. 

At z! Pardo arc the Picturcs of all the Kings 
of Spain. 

The ancient Palace of one of the Kings of 
the Moors, call'! 77ilambra. is remarkable tor 
being 
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being flankt with thirty Towers ; it is on one of 
the little Hills of the Town of Grenada. 


The chief places of Devotion. 


N Madrid the Church of our Lady Almudena, 
and that of Athoca, are very famous. Our 
Lady of Athoca, call'd according to the Language 
of the Country, Noſtra Senora d' Athoca, is at 
Madrid, as the Church of our Lady at Pars, for 
Piety and the concourle of People. It's there 
where the 7e Dewm is ſung. 

Saint James of Compoſtella in Galicia 18 a very 
tamous place of Pilgrimage ; the French Pi 
grims that go thither paſs over the Trembling 
Bridge. It is thought that this Bridge 15 ſo 
call'd by reaſon of the flowing of the Sea,which 
coming to prels againſt it, makes it tremble. 
It's a roguiſh Bridge of wood, a little River 
paſies under it. 

The Apoſtle S. James the Greater 1s the Pa- 
tron of all Spain. His Relicks are under the 
great Altar ot the Metropolitan Church of Com- 
poſtella ; his Figure repreſenting halt his body, 
is over it : his Pilgrims Staff is on the ſide of 
the Quire; and his Head at 7ox/osſe in the 
Church of S. Seruin. It's there where the Pil- 
grims tegin their Pilgrimage. 

9. Fames has been ſeen to fight tor the Spa- 
niards againſt the Sarafms, holding in his hand 
a white Standart with a red Crofs 1n it, in the 

Lime 
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time of King Ramires ; who being aſſiſted with 
his Apoſtle, charg'd ſo briskly the Enemies, that 
he cut in pieces 60000 on the place. 

Charlemagne King of France was at Compoſtel/a 
to honour $7. Fames, and caus'd his Church to 
be built. Since rhe Kings of Spain have been 
Catholicks,they have always honour'd him. 

[ have read a Relation of divers Voyages, in 
which the Author ſays, that Sz. Fames tufftered 
Martyrdom at Compoſte/a. It's a roguith Me- 
moire which has been given him ; I remit him 
to the Books of the Acts of the Apoſtles, to the 
Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory, and to the holy Martyro- 
logy, and he will find that it was at Zteruſalemw 
that ZZerod caus'd him to be beheaded. This 
Apoſtle having continued ſome time in Spain, 
return'd to Fadza ; his Diſciples after his death 
carried him from the Port of Foppe pretently to 
Fa, where they embarkt tor Spain ; and after 
having fail'd all along the Mediterrancan Sea, 
and pals'd the Straight of Gibralter, they took 
on the Ocean the courſe of Galicia, where they 
landed and diſembarkt the body of the Saint in 
the Town of Trisflavia, where he continued hid- 
den and unknown, till it was miraculouſly dif- 
cover'd by a Star which appear'd there. This 
place has been call'd ſince Compoſte//a, that is to 
ſay, Campus ſtellzx. S James the Leſler ſuffered 
allo Martyrdom in Hiersſalem, whereof he was 
Biſhop; he was thrown headlong from the top 
of the Temple to the bottom, and cudgell'd to 
death. After 
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Aſter S. James of Compoſtela, Mount Sarra is 
another place of Picty _ of Pilgrimage, very 
much frequented : It's a Mountain in the-mid- 
dle of Catalonia, on which there is an Abbey of 
the Order of S. Bennet, and where thirteen Her- 
mites have each their little Cell and little Gar- 
den. 

The Angelica Chappel, call'd otherwiſe our 
Lady of the Pillar, is very famous at Saragoſſa. 
Buterius \ays that S. Fames being in Prayer a- 
bour this Town with his little Flock, and being 
very uneaſic that he could not convert in Span 
above nine perſons, whereof there were eight 
Jews, and one onely Spaniard ; the holy Virgin, 
brought by Angels icom Judza into this Coun- 
try, appear'd to him near the River Eber on a 
Pillar of Marble, ſome ſay of Jaſper ; who com- 
forting him, torctold to him the Converſion of 
this People by the Miniſtry of his Diſciples ; 
and that St. Fames rais'd her ſince this Chappel, 
where this Pillar 1s ſeen, and on it the Figure of 
the Virgin holding her Son in her arms. This 
Church is eſteem'd the moſt Ancient of Chriſten- 
dom, amoneg(t thoſe that are dedicated to the 


holy Virgin. 
The Diviſion of the Spaniſh Monarchy. 


] Ts Kingdoms, or to lay better, its Provinces, 
were tormerly to the number of fourteen, 
by counting thus : Caſtille, Leon, Arragon, Ca- 

talona, 
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talonia, Valencia, Andalufia, Grenada , Marcia, 
Galicia, Portugal, Algarve, the Aſturies, Biſcay, 
Navarre. 

Catalonia 15 a County and not a Kingdom : 
when the King of Spain makes his firſt Entrance 
into Barcelona, which is the capital City, he en- 
ters there in quality of Earl ; wherefore when 
he is before the Gate, which he finds ſhut, after 
having knockt, they ask from within the Town 
the name of him that will enter : his Catholick 
Majeſty anſwers twice, The Xing of Spain ; and 
they do not open the Gates to him till he ſays 
it's the Earl of Barcelona King of Spain, who 
will come in. At -theſe words the Gates are 
incontinently open'd, and they give his Majeſty 
a Reception becoming him. 

Portugal and Algarve have their King. B1ſ- 
cay is a Lordſhip; Navarre belongs to France : 
a part of Biſcay is poſleſs'd by the Frexch, and 
the other by the Spanzards. 

Spain may have two hundred and ſixty 
French leagues in length, and two hundred in 
breadth, without comprizing what it has in /- 
taly, in Flanders, and in America, and along the 
coaſts of Barbary on the Mediterranean Sea. 


The chief Towns are 
Adrid, Toledo, Sevil, Grenada, Sarragoſſa, 


Valencia, Compoſtela, Salamanca, Barce- 


[ona, Cadiz. 
Madrid 
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Madrid is increaſt ſince that the Kings of 
Spain have kept there their Court ; it has no 
Suburbs. It has been faid that this Tow n was 
wall'd round with Fire, by rcalon of its ancient 
Walls built in many places with great Stones 
that ſtrike fire. Its Fountain 1s very tamous, 
after that of Palermo in Sicily, an of Navona at 
Rome, which are eſteem'd ihe fineſt of Europe. 
The Fountain Arethuſa is celebrated in Hiitc= 
ry ; it has been the ground of many Roman 
Fables. 

Toledo is adorn'd with two fair Palaces, with 
that which Charles the Fifth caus'd to be built 
there, and witi that of the Archbiſhop. The 
Metropolitan Church has a Clock reſembling 
that of Strasburg in Alſatia in its height and 
Architecture : the Doors of this Churci1 ar: of 
calt Copper ; the Streets of the Town are very 
narrow ; the Moors built the Walls. 

Sevil 1s the Capital of Andalufta; the Spa- 
nuards ſay thus: Que no ha viſta Sevilla, no ha 
viſta la Maravilla: He that has not ſeen Sevil, 
has not ſeen a Wonder. The Duke of Medina 
Celi hasa fine Palace there. It is held that this 
Town call'd Z/iſpal, or Hiſpalis, gave the name 
of Spain to all the Kingdom. 

Grenada is larger in compalſs than any Town 
of Spain; the Moors built it. The Streets are 
narrow, and the Houſes rang'd atter ſuch a man- 
ner, that they reſemble the kernel of a Pome- 
granat. The Kingdom has a great number of 
Mountains. V Sar. 
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Sarragoſſa 1s the Capital of the Kingdom of 
Arragon ; ut hasan Archbiſhoprick, Parliament, 
Inquiſition, and Univerſity. : 

Valencia, call'd the Beautiful and the Great, 
is the Capital of the Kingdom whoſe name it 
bears ; it is honoured with an Archbiſhoprick, 
Parliament, and Univerſity. 

Compoſtel/a Capital of Galicia, is famous for 
the Kelicks of the Apoſtle St. Fames the Grea- 
ter. Brother of St John the Evangeliſt. The 
Stariards call Compoſtela, San Fago di Compu- 
ftella. 


Salamanca is recommendable for its largeneſs | 


ani UL nivertity, which is the moſt famous of 
all Spain. Ir has a great Houle adorn'd with a 
Court, where are the Schools and the Halls 
where the Afts are made, and where Perſons 
areadmitted to Degrees ; Metaphyfick 1s there 
in its Throne. The Preachers there are very 
full of Geſtures ro expreſs naturally their 
Thoughts and Motions ; they make ule of all 
the parts of their Body, of the Head, Hands, 
Feet, and Eyes: Though they ſaid nothing, a 
man migizt gueſs very near what they would 
fay. Francis Relux, a Dominican, Doctor of 
the Faculry of Di» inity of Salamanca, formerly 
Conteſlor of Charles the Second King of Spain, 
and ar preſent Biſhop of Placenza, has tor Succel- 
ſor in his place of Contetlor, Father Bayono, Pro- 
fe{lor of the Univerſity of Alcala. 


Cordona, capital City of the Dukedom where- 
of 
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of it bears the name, has a Mountain of Salt. 
Barcelona, call'd by the Spaniards Barcino, is 


an important place; the French poſleſs'd it un- 


der the Reign of Lo#u the Thirteenth. The 
Palace of the Duke of Cardona there is Augult ; 
there are ſecn there ſome Figures of the Earls of 
Barcelona. This Town, which isat preſent dou- 
ble, has a Biſhop, a Parliament, an Univerſity, 
Inquiſition, and a Port where many Ships have 
often been caſt away in the Rozd. 

Cadiz is tamous by reaſon ot the advantige- 
ous ſcituation of its Port ; it's there where the 
Gallies arrive that come trom Peru laden with 
Gold and Silver. This Town is very firong 
and well peopled : in thoſe late Wars its Biſhop 
coming from /taly, was ſtopt at Montpellier, 
and ſent afterward from 7hcloſe into lus Dio» 
ceſs in exchange tor ſome Priioner. 


Rivers of ancient $patn. 


Agus, the Ober, the Guadian, Gnadalgui- 
vir, the Douro, and the M:nhio, the Gua- 
dalaiar, the Seger, the Liuga, and others. 

The 7agus, tamous for 1ts Golden Sand, pat 
ſes at Toledo, Villa Franchia, and at Luboy. 

The Jher, Tberus, at Sarragoſſa and Tortoza : 
this River gives the name of Jberia to all 
Sparn. 

The Latins call the Gzadian, Anas; and the 
Guadalaiar, Bertis ; the Douro, Durius ; the Se- 
ger, Sicort. V 2 The 
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The Spaniards boaſt of having a Bridge on 
- which above ten thouſand horn'd Beaſls may 
feed together. This proceeds from the River 
Anas, Which hiding it ſelf for ſix leagues, pat: 
ſes under a great Meadow-ground. According 
to a Map made in Spain, which the Sieurs Sam- 
ſons, Geographers in Ordinary to the King, have 
ſhewn me, and which they find good, this Ris 
ver loſes it elf and riſes again. It is metapho- 
rically call'd Anas , becaule of its entrance and 
coming iorth of the Earth as a Duck does in wa- 
tcr. lis waters ſupply Bajados and other 
places. 

Some Rivers in France loſe themſelves in 
like manner, and appear again ; as the River 
Sumexe at the foot of the Sevexes, the Rize near 
Maſdazille in the Country of Forx. the YVouzeille 
in Porctou tour leagues from Poicizers on the 
We :-1ice, tne Bardiat near Angoule me, the Rile 
i: Normandy near Peaumont le Roy, the River 
Drome pc:: Bayeux, thc Venelle which paſſesat 
Selongay 1 Burgundy, ſeven or cight leagues 
from Dijon on ttc Northefide. 

The Guadalguivir waters Corduba and Se- 
vl. 

The Douro, Valladolid and Zamora. 

The Seger deſcends from the Pyrrheneans into 
Catalonia, paiics at Vrgel and Lerida. 

Ceſar and Lucan ſpeak of the River Cinga, 
which 1s by the Pyrrhexeans, and which has re- 
tain'd itsname even to this day.

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The Archbiſhopricks. 


Oledo, Sevil, Sarragoſſa, Burgos, Grenada, 
1 Valencia, Compoſtella, and 7 aragonta. 

Cardinal Porto Carero 1s Archbithop ot Tole- 
do, and Primate of Spain: He ſucceeds Dom 
Paſcal Cardinal of Aragon, Archbithop ot Tole- 
do, who died at Madrid the 28th of September 
1677. After having given all he had to rhe Poor, 
he gave his Nephew onely a Picture of Devo- 
tion. Cardinal de Porto Carero gave, An 1679. 
to Dom Franciſco Canon of tit: Church ot 7ole- 
do, the Archdeaconſhip of Teledo, which is worth 
torty thouſand Duckets ot Rent. 

Toledo has eight Suffragans, Sev// three, Sar- 
ragoſſa i1x, Burgos three, Grenada two, Valencia 
three, Compoſ/ella fittcen, Taragon ſeven. 

Toledo has two hundred thouſand Piaſters 
yearly, Sevi/ cighty, Sarragoſſa fifty thouſand, 
Burgos thirty thouſand , Grezada thirty rhou- 
ſand, YValencia thirty thouland, Compoſtela 
twenty four thouſand, Zaragon ſixteen thou- 
land. 

The Biſhoprick of Cigaenca brings filty thou- 
ſand Piaſters, and Cadiz twelve thouſand. 

The Archbiſhopricks and Biſhopricks have a 
great Revenue in Spain. If the number of Arch- 
biſhopricks be there ſmall, it is very great in the 
Eſtates of Naples, which are pollets'd by his 
Catholick Majeſty; it is true that theſe here 
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are very much limited in the extent of Coun- 
try, and in their Rents, as in the reſt of 7zaly, 
exce' ting the Archviſhoprick of Milan, Naples, 
and Meſſina. They count in the Kingdom of 
Naples twenty Archbiſhopricks, and a hundred 
twenty {en Biſhopricks. 

Pope Adrian the Fourth granted to the Kings 
of Spain, in the perion of Charles the Fifth, of 
whom he had been Tutor, the Right of Nomi- 
nation to Biſhopricks and other Confiſtorial Be- 
nefices ; they have the Nomination but of ſome 
in the Kingdom of Naples. The ſame Pope A- 
darian, a Spaniard, gave the Conqueſt of the 
New World to the Kings of Spain, wherein 0- 
ther Nations do not agree. Atabalipa, one of 
the Kings of Pera, call'd the Zucas, being told 
that this Pope had given the King of Spain his 
Country, taid with a laughter, Who uz that man 
who gives that which belongs to another > This 
Incas being taken Priſoner by the Spantards, of- 
tered tor his iberty a Chamber tull of Gold 
and pretious Stones ; which could not fave his 
life. Before he died, he appeal'd to the Juſtice 
of the God of Chriſtians, ProteCtor of the affli- 
cted and innocent. Pizarre has been blam'd 
every where for having caus'd him to be ſtran- 
gled ; he tear'd that if he Jet him hive, he would 
be takenby force from him. 

Philip the Second boaited that he comprehen- 
ded the courſe of the Sun within his Dominions, 
by reaſon of America, becauſe the Sun _ 
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there always when it 1s ſet in Europe. A Gran- 
dee of Spain having laid on a day to this Prince, 
that a year before the Emperour Charles the 
Fifth had left to him his Crowns, he replied, 
that it was a year ſince alfo that he repented of 
it. The faid Philip died of the Lowfte Diſeaſe, 
after having loſt the Kingdom of Tunis and 
Holland. Pope Clement the Seventh ended his 
life alſo by the tame Diſcaſe, caus'd through a 
great corruption. 

Philip the Fourth fell much from his vaſt Do- 
minion by the loſs of Portugal, with all its de- 
pendancies in the Eaſt and Weſt, and atter the 
ſeizure of Famazca by the Eng!ih. 

Spain was extreamly diſpeopled by the Ex- 
pulſion of the Moors and Jews; it was farther 
emptied to ſtock the Indies : and theſe Domi- 
nions being diſperſt in many places, cannot ca- 
ſily be reliev'd. Its Mountains are barren, and 
its Women not very fertile. 

The Spaniards are grave in their walk and 
diſcourſe. This makes me think of a pleaſant 
paſſage related by a modern Author; he fays, 
that a Buffoon with his ridiculous Geſtures and 
Expreſſions having on a day made the Queen 
laugh extreamly at Table, it was ſaid to her, 
that a Queen of Spain ought to be ſerious. This 
Princels who was in her Orient, newly come 
from Germany, anſ{wer'd, that they ſhould then 
take away that Fellow from before her eyes, if 
they would not have her laugh. 

V 4 The 
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The Spaniſh Nation has the repute of ma- 
king Rodomontadoes ; the toliowing 15not mean, 
made by an Officer , a Prifoner of War 1n 
France : Lows the Thirteenth having askt him 
wherelore tiie king of Spain went not to the 
Wars as the Kings ot France, he anſwered with 

an Fxclamation, 70, zt is not neceſſary ; if the 
King my Maſter went to the Army, he would make 
the whole Earth to tremble. 

The Spamards are fit for holding a long 
Siege, becauic being lober, they endure hunger 
and thirſt a long ume. They tcar much the 
Engliſh ; wherctore they have faid, La Guerra 
con toto il Mundo y la pace con las Ingleſos : War 
againit the whole : World, and Peace with the 
Engliſh, becauſe they are better Souldicrs than 
them on the Sca. Ai! men are not fit for the 
Sea. 

Tire grows not much Corz in Spain, becauſe 
the Lands are 1ll cultivated ; France and Sicily 
are 1tS its Granarics, and of the Low Countries. 
Its Mines of Andaluſia, Eftramadura , Grenada, 
M mw and of fore other places, are very fa- 
mous. | 

Thi ey embark at Malaga the Wine of Grenada 
which 1s brought to Paris, at Alicant that of 
Murcia, and at Cadiz that of Andalufia The 
white-Wine 1s there better than the Claret. 
Arragon and Caſtille produce not much Wine ; 
that of Portugal is almoſt of a Crimſon co- 
lour. 


Their 
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Their Oyls of Olives, their Woolls, their 
Silks, their Horſes, and their Mines, are very 
conſiderable. 

The Caſtilian Language 1s the fineſt of all 
Spain. Charles the Fifth ſaid, that if he were 
to ſpeak to God, he would ſpeak inthe Spaniſh 
Tongue, by reaton of its Gravity; to Men, in 
French ; to Ladies, i Itr-!ian; to Horſes, in the 
German. Some Ca/t:/;ans have dar'd to fay, 
either through a g21 + of Spirit, or as a Ro» 
domontado,that Go ipake Caſtilian to Moyſes on 
Mount Siuaj. They !peak groſsly in Gali- 
CHA, 

Agrippa deſcribing the Humour of four chief 
Nations of (riitendom , fays among other 
things, that in their finging, 

The Spaniards Groan, 
The Italians Bleat, 
The Germans howl, 
The French Quaver.

for which the five houſes ſhould contribute pro- 
portzonally. This Sentence has been pur in ex- 
ecution. | 

At the beginning of the year 1678. the Coun- 
cil gave ſentence in the caſe of Don Ferdinand 
of Valenzuela Marqueſs of Villa Seria, who was 
condemn'd to a perpetual baniſhment, and ſent 
to the Philippine Iſlands. Incelligence was gt- 
ven, An. 1680. that the Xing of Spain call'd him 
back from baniſhment from the Iſlands where 
Don Juan had caus'd him to be baniſhr.

He was a 
great Captain, fearleſs in War, a man ef great 
Reſervation, a great Miniſter of State, penetra- 
ting all things, and negleQing nothing, 


The Kings Marriage. 


Harles the Second, King of Spain, being gi- 

ven tounderſtand that the King of France 
had granted him the Princeſs Mary Lowiſe of 
Orleans tor Spouſe, made extraordinary Rejoy- 
cings at Madrid, all the Town appear'd in fire 
for many days; the People cryed with a loud 
voice, That France had always giv n them good 
Queens. At their Arrival the Patrzarch of the 
Fudges gave their Catholick Majeſties the ſecond 
Benediction. The 13th of Fanuary 1680. the 


Queen of Spain made her publick and ſolemn 
Entrance at Madrid. 
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
